This was che fici beginning ot thicgs in New- Englagd, ar which time 
they we-e not unlike che times of old, when the people of Z«deb were 
ſaid co be wichour a Teaching P: ieft, and withour Law; and no wonder 
things were no more ſucceſsfully carried &n. | 

In tlie Year 1640, a Company belonging to Mr. Rebiefſons Cliurch at 
Ley ex in Hullana, a'though they had been courceoully entertained by 
toe Dmtch, as Stra! gers ſojourning amongſt chem, yec foreſeer g many 
Inconventcncies hike to increaſe, and that they could nor ſo well provide 
for the good of their Polterity, under the Government of a forreign 
N:tion; they reſolved to intreat ſo much favour from cheir own Sove- 
raig': Prince King James, as to grant chem liberty under the ſhelcer of 
hs Royal Auchor ity, to place themielves in ſome pare of Nyw-Englesd, 
then newly diſcovered; wherefore having obtained ſome kind of Parent 
er Graunt, for-ſome place about Huaſons Rrver, they ſer ſayle from Pli- 
menrk in Srptember for the Sourhern parts of New-ZEngland, bu: as rhey 
intended to bend their courſe thicherward, per varies caſns, per tot diſ- - 
criming r:rus ;, they were a: lait cat upon a boſ»me of che South Cape 
of the Mafſachnſets Bay, cailed Cape Cod, about the 11th of November, 
from whence the Winter ſo fait approaching, they had no opportuanicy to 
wh remove, and finding ſome tneeuragement from the hopefuineſs of che 
 Soyle, and courteſie of the Heathen, chey reſolved chere co make theit 
ml #dvde for the fucure, which they did, laying che foundation of a wn 
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lony, which from the remembrance of the laſt Town in England they 
ſailed from, they called New-Plimonth , containing no very coniiderable 
Trax of Land, ſcarce extending an hundred miles in length chrough the 
whole Caps, and ſcarce half ſo much in breadth where it iS broideſ}. 
The fr? Founders of that Colony aiming more at Religion then Ea: thiy 
Pofleflions, aſpiring not to any large dimention of Land, in ther ſeihng 
upon cticſe Coaits. LD | 

Ar w:ymeuth lf» wat a Plantation begun by Mr, «fon in the year 
I622. but i: came to little, 

The North and South Border of the Maſſachsſers Bay being thug 
planted, the middle part was the more calie to be filled up, which thus 
was brought about. Some Gentlemen and others, obſerving how it 
tared with choſe of New-Plimouth, were deſiring upon the like ground 
to make che ſame attempt for themſelves, whererore haying by a confi- 
derable ſum of money purchaſed of che Counc:ll of: P/imonrh, all their 
rigttand intereſt in a Plantation there begun in the Maſſachuſers By, 
and having attained a confirmation thereof by Patent from King Charl; 
of famous memory, in the year 1628, they ſent over a Governour with 
ſ-veral perſons to lay ſome foundation of an other Colony in the A1af- 
ſachuſets. Bay : andia the year 1630, more of the peri6ns intereſted in 
the ſaid Patent (thence commonly called Patenteer) with ſeveral other 
pe: ſon<, intendirg to venture their lives and all with them, tranſ- 
ported themſelves and their Families into the ſaid Aſaſſachu(cts, who 
did in a ſhort ſpace of time by the acceſſion of many hundreds, who e- 
very year flocked afcer them, make ſuch increaſe, chat in the ſpace of 
fire or ſix years, there were twenty conſiderable Towns built and peo- 
pled, and many of the Towns firſt planted, became fo filled with Inha-

The Afobegins on the other fide though nor ſo numerous, yet 
a more warlite people and more politick, alwayes made their recourſe 
to the Engliſh, complaining of the inſolencies of the Narbaganſers, con» 
erary to their League, ſo as they would hardly be kept from making open 
warge againſt them, when they ſaw all other arrempts ro kill and de- 
frovUnrre the Aſobegin Sochem, by Treache: y, poyſon,&vorcery prove 
eneffeRval. a that at laſt the malice of Aſrantommob and his 
N arrheganſiti grew to that height, that they began co ploc againſt the

This p-{f.ge was thought fic tobe inſerted here, ic having ſo near an 
greement with the former, intimiting ſome ſecret awe of God upon 
the hearts of ſome of the principal among them, chat they durſt not 
hure the Enguſh, alrhough they bare no good affection to their 
Religion, wherein they ſeem nor a lictle ro imitate Bulaem,, who whate- 
er be uttered, when he was under the awful power of divine illumina- 
ion, yer when lefc to himaſc If, was as bad an Enemy to the Iſrael os 
0d as ever before. | 
But to return, whence there hath been this Digrefion : 

After the death of this Wooſamequen or /Haſſaſoit, his eldeſt Son 
ucceeded him abouc ewenty years ſince, Alexander by name, who nots 
richſtanding the League he had entred into with the Engliſh, together 
ith his Father, in the year 1639. had neither affeQtion to the Engliſh- 

ens perſons, nor yet to their Religion, but had been plotting with the 
Varbaganſers, tO riſe againit che Engliſh, of which the Governour and 
ouncil of P/5menth being informed, they preſencly ſent for him to bring 
im tothe Court, the perſon to whom that ſervice was committed, was 
zrudentc and reſolute. Gentleman, the preſent Governour of the ſaid 


dlony, who was neicher afcaid of Danger, nor yet willing to delay in 2 
C matter 
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matter of that moment, he forchwith ceking eighr or ren ſtout men with 
him well armed, intended ro have gone to the fad flexanders dwelling, 
diltanc ac leaſt forty miles from the Governours houſe, bur: by a good 
providence, he found him whom he went to ſeth ar an Hunting Houſe, 
within ſix miles of the Engliſh Towns, wherethe'ſaid Alexander with a 
Þour eighty men were newly come in from Hunting, and had left rheir 
Guns without doors, which Major wi»ſlow with his ſmall company wiſe 
ly ſeized, and conveyed away, and then went into the Wigwatn, and-de- 
manded £lexander to go along with him before the Governour, at which 
meſſage he was mach appaſld, bur being cold by the 'undaunted Meffer- 
per, that if he ſtird or refuſed ro po he was a dead man; he was by one 
ot his chief Counſellors, in whoſe advice he moſt confided, perſwaded to 
goalong to the Governours houſe, but ſuch was the pride and heighe of 
his Spirit, that the very ſurprizal of him, raiſed his Cholee and indipna- 
tion, that ir put bim into a Feaver, which noewichftanding ail poflible 
means that could be uſed, ſeemed Mortal , whereupon intrearing-rhoſe 
thar held him Priſoner, that he might have liberty' trorerurn home, pro+ 
milirg co return again if he recovered, and to ſend his Son as Hoſtage til 
| hecould ſo do; on that confideration he was fairly diſmiſſed, but dyed 
defore he got half way home: Here let it be obſerved, that although 
ſome have caken up falfe P.eports, as if the Engliſh had compelled him 
to go further or faſter chen h e was able, and ſo fell into a Feaver, or as if 
. he were not well ufed by the Phyſician that looked ro him, while he was 
with the Engliſh, all which are notoriouſly falſe, nor is it to be imagined 
thar a perſon of ſo noble a diſpoſition as is that Gentleman ( art that 
time imployed to bring him ) ſhould himſelf, or ſuff-r any elſe to be un- 
civil to a perfon alhed to them, by his own, as well as his Fachers Lea2ue

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fi-wing their difl.ke of his pr-Riſes, and adviſing him to diſmiſs his 
ftcange Indians, and nor fuff-r hinſelf co be abuſed by falſe Repores,con- 
cerning them that intended him no hure, but no anſwer could be obcain- 
ed, otherwiſe then threatning of War, which it was hoped might have 
been prevented, as hererofore it had been, when things ſeemed to look 
wich as bad face as then they did, However the Gvernour and Coun- 
cil of Plimouth, underſtanding rhat P4zlip concinucd in his reſolution, & 
manifeſted no inclination te peace, they immediately ſent up what Forces 
they cauld co ſecure the Towns th:reabouts, and make refittance as oc- 
caſior1 might be, and alſo diſparched away Meſſengers to the HMafſa 
chuſers Guvernour and Council, Jetting them know the ſtate of things 
about Moxnt- Hcpe: and deſiring their ſpeedy affiitance : upon which 
care was immediacely taken with all expedition co ſend ſuch ſupplyes 
as were defired : Bui inthe mean time ewo Mcſſengers were diſparched 
to Philip, torry whether he could nor be diverted from Fis bloudy en-

in the Roade F«ne 24. as they were going for ihe Sur geon, apprehended 
it nor ſafe to proceed any further, conſidering alſo, that a peace: now 
ould not honourably. be concluded after ſuch birbarous outrapes 
ommirted upon ſome of the neighbour Colony : Wherefore 
eturning with all ſpeed ro Boſton, the Mſſachuſer Forces were diſpatch-

28h, they all art ived at Swarzy, where by the advice of Captain Cu 
Worth, the Cominander in chiet of Pl:mouth Forces, they were removed 
to the Head- Quarcers, which for that time were appointed at Mr. filet 
bis bouſe, the Miniſter of Swaxzy, wichin a quarter of a mile of thy 
Br idpe, leading into Philips Lands, They acriving there ſome littk 
time before night, twelve ot the Troop unwilling ro looſe time paſſed

they perceived the Hafſichbuſers & Plimenth Forces hoth engaged againk 
them : for the next mor ning they ſhouted twice or thrice, at balf a mile 
Giftance, and nine or ten of chem ſhewing themſelves on this ſide th 
Bridge: our Horſemen with the whole body of the Privateers undet 
Captain Ao/ely, nor at all daunted by ſuch kiad of Alarms, nor willifi 
ſo to looſe the Bridge, ran violently down upang, them over che (an 
&idge, purſuing them a mule and quarter on whe orher fide ; Eolj = 
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4vage, that young Martial Spark, ſcarce twenty years of age, had af 
h.«c cm? one bullet lodged in his Thigh, another ſhot ebrough che brim 
of his Hr, by cen or twelve of the Enemy diſcharging upoa him toge” 
ther, while he boldly held up his Colours in the Front of bis Company * 
buc the weather not ſuffering any further aRion at that time, thote that 
were thus far advanced, were compelled to retreat b-ck ro the main 
Guard, having firſt made a ſhot upon the /na5ans as they ran away into 
Swamp nearby, whereby they killed five or fix of them, as was under-

wickedneſs where he firft began his miſchief; the next day Major Savage 
(that was to comma rd in cluef over the Xafſachnſer Forces, being come 
up with other Supplies about fix a clock over night ) the whole Body in» 
ended to march into Aoupr- Hepe, and there beat up the Enemys quar- 
ers, or give him Battle, if he durit abide ic; buc the weather being 
doubrful, our Forces did not marc? till neac noon, ab »ut which time 
hey ſer out, with a Troop of Horſe in each wing, to prevent the darger 
ff che Enemies Ambuſcadoes , after they had marched about a mil” & 
and half, they paſſcd by ſome Houſes newly burned: not tar of pne of 
bem they found 'a Bible newly corn, and the leaves ſcattered about by 
the Enemy, in hatred of our Religion therein revealed; ewo or three 
miles furcher they came up wich ſome Heads, Scalps, and Hands cut off 
rom the bodys of ſome of the Engliſh, and ſtuck upon Poles near the 
ghway, in chat barbarous and inhumane manner bidding us Dcfyance, 
he Commander in chief giving Qrder that choſe monuments of the E- 
mres cruelty ſhould be caken down, and. buried : che whole body of 
he Forces !till marched on, ewo miles further, where they found divers 
igwams of the Enemy, amongſt which were many things ſeactered up 
nd down, arguing the haſty flight of che Qwners, balfa mile further, 
$ they paſſed on through many Fieids of ſtately Corn, they fou'd Phi- 
ips own Wigwam, every place giving them to perceive the Enemies 
a'ty departure from thence, after edey had marched two miles turther 
hey came tO the Sea (ide, yet in all this cime meectivg with no Indians, 
or 4ny fign of them, unleſs of cheir fAllight co ſome other places. The 
eaſon like tn prove very teinpeſtuous, and rainy, Captain Cudworth 
ich ſome of the men of Plimonth paſſed over to Read-1/land, The

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Hope, they retreated back to their Quarcers at Swarzy, in the Wa} 
meeting with mary Incian dogs, that ſeemed to have loit cheir Maſters, 
That nighe Capt. Prentice his Troop for convente”cy of Quarters, a 
alſo for diſcyery, was diſm:{ſzd co lodge at S:aconke or Rehoboth, z 
Town within ſix-nules of Swanzy, AS they returned bick in the mor. 
ning, Cap:. Prextice divided his Troop, delivering one half co Leiutenant 
Oak ys, and keeping the other himſelf, who as they rode along, elpyeda 
company of Indians burning an houſ-; bur c«-uld noc purſue chem by 
reaſon of ſereral Fences, that they could not ge over ill the Indiang 
bad eſcaped i:to a Swampe. Thoſe wich Leiatenant Oakes had the like 
diſcovery, bur with better ſucceſs, as to the advancage of the ground, 
ſo as purſuing of them upon a plan, they ft w four or five of them in the 
Chaſe, whereof one was kno wn co be Thebe a Sache n of Mount Hope, 
another of them was a chief Counſellor of Philips, yet in this attempt 
| the Lieutenant loſt ore of his company, fohs Drace by name, who way 
mortally wounded in his bowels, whereof he ſoon after dyed, to the 
great grief of his companions. Afﬀcer the ſaid Troop came up to the 
Head-Quarters at Swaxzy, they underſtood from Capt. Cudweorth that 
the enemy were diſcovered upon Pocaſſee, an o:her neck of Land lying 
over an arme of the Sea, more towards Cape Cod: However it wi 
refo'ved that a more narrow fearch ſhould be made after them, both 
upon AZ:uzt Hope, and upon the ground between Fwanzy and R:hoboth 
to ſcoure the Swamps, and affault them if they could find where they 
were entrenched. Capt, Henchman and Capr. Prentice were ordered t0 
ſearc the Swamps, while Capr, Afo/cy and Capr, Paige with his Dre 
g920ns attending on M4jor Savage, ſhould return back into Mownt-hope 
that chey might be ſure to leave none of the enemy behind them, when 
they ſhould remove to purſue them etfewhere, 

About ten a clock the next morning, ful, 4. Capt, Henchman aftet 
a long and cedious March, came to the Head-Quarters, and' infor med 
that he came upon 2 place where the enemy had newly been that night, 
dur were eſcaped our of his reach : But that right before they, were de 
ter mined of any other motion, Capt, Harchin/on came -up from B.ftov 
with new Orders for them to paſs into Narrhaganſet, totreat wich the 
Sachems there, anJ if it might be, to prevent their joyning with Philip, 
Capr. Cudworth, by this time was come up to the Head Quarters, having 
leit a Garifon of fourty men upon Afounr: Hope Neck, - The nexs mor 
ning was fpent in eo-ſuſration how to carry on the Treaty; it was chal 


relulved , rhas they ſhould goe to make 2 peace with « Sivord in thet 


fell, and in the morning, deſpairing co meet with any enemy on Afoun fff | 
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hands, having no ſmal ground of ſuſpicion that the ſaid Narhagav/errmighe 
joyn with the eremy wherefore, they thought ir necſlury to carry all 
the Af. ſſachnſct Forces over into the Narbagenſet Country, to fighe 
them it chere ſhould be need; Capt. AMoſely paſſed over by water 
to attend Capt, Harchin{on in his diſpatch; che other Companys with 
the Tro>pers :icirg round about : as they puffed they found the Indi- 
dians in P*mhams Country (next adjoyning to Philips Borders) all fl:d, 
and their Wigwams wichour any people in them, | 

After chey came coche Nareaganſer Sachems, three or four dayes 
were ſpent ina treaty,af:er which a peace was concluded on ſundry Artt- 
cles berwe<n the Meſſcngers of Conn:icut Colony (who were ordered 
ro meet with thoſe of the AMafſachuſets) and the Commanders of che 
Forces ſenc againit Philip: Holtages were alſo given by the ſaid Aur- 
hag anſ: ts for the performance of che agreement, A Copy of the ſaid 
Agreement, and the Articles on which a Peace was concluded, here fol- 
low. It being alwayes underſtood, that P/imoxth Colony was included in 
the ſaid Agreement, alchough their Forces were not then p: eſent, bur re» 
mained at home neer the enemies Borders, to ſecure their Towns, and 
oppoſe Philip as there might be occaſion, if he offcred co make any new 
Atempt .in the mean time. |

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Maſſachuſetr, who having ſpent ſome time in ſearching the woods 4- 
bout Sprixg field, ard fir6irg, rone of the Indians,did the next day marc. 
Up co a place called Atminiwifſct by the Indians, where Capt. Hutchin- 
" ſen and Capt. wkecly were zflaulted, and finding no ſign of any Irdiant 
amongſt thoſe woods and Swamps, the Compary itat c.me frem 
Sprirgficdd, left the other Souldters {who returned toitheir Quarters at 
Breck: ficld) and went up themſelves turtber nerthward, £t leaſt wwenty 
miles from the ſaid Brookfie/a, and finding no track of Indians th all 
thoſe woods, they returned back to Spring field, leaving enough to. de- 
fend the people of Brookrfield, and the gariſon there, = 
By this it appears,tt ac the Indians by this occaſion were driyen more 
weliward into the woods between Hadlyand Squakheag. where they 
ſoon effeRed their deſign, viz. to leaven the Indians on that fide the 
Country with the ſame prejudice ard malice againſt the Engliſh, with 
which they themſelves were (though without cauſe) imbittered, for 
ina few dayes the device took place amongſt Hadly and Dear field In- 
dias, and was preſently put in execntion by the ſaid Indians, with- 
drawing from the Engliſh and :filſting Philip and the Niprirs to: 
ſpoile and defiroy all the towns weſtward, .as ſoon. after came to- 
paſs: yet at the firit ſome of the Hadly Indians pretended real. ſriend- 
Siip ro the Engliſh, and offered themſelves to fight againſt Php, but 
the Alohegin Indians that came afterward from Harford began: to 
fuſpeX the Treachery of the other, and told the &»gl;& plainly, ; ©: no 
good would be done, while any of that Company went along with them 
in purfyit of the Enemy, for as was ſaid, they would alwayes give ſome 
hour when they came uear the Enemy, as if they ſhould thereby wiſh 
them co look to themſelves ; infomuch chat the ſaid Hadly Indian fell 
Into great ſuſpicion with the Exgl;Þ, and for- a proof of their Fidelity, 
they were required to bring in their Arms to the Zng/fs, but upon 
that motion they delayed a little, buc that very night they fled away from 
their Dwellings, which was in a Wooden Fortification, wirhjn- a mile. of 
Hatfield, whereby they plainly diſcovered that they had ſecretly plotted 
eo joyn with Ph;lzpr Party, as far as they bad an opportunity to.do them 
any eminent feryice : ſome think the Engliſh failed in point of prudence 
noe managing that buſineſs ſo warily as they might, which if they had 
done, therr defeRion had been prevented, but it. is moſt probable that 
Philip had hired them to own his quarrel, by ſending them. gifts. in the- 
Spring, and that the body of the ſaid 7*4;ans were moſt readily inclined. 
ebereunto; Bur the Sachims and the elder ones of them, ſecmed leth: 
at firſt co engage againſt the Eng liſa, In conctuſion, when they bo 
alſty* 
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falfly.1sfe their Dwellings, and were running after Ph;{p'and the Nip- 
net Indians ( ar thar nime harboured in thoſe Woods) rhe Z nel were 
ſo provoked, thar were ander Capt. Zorhrop and Capr, Beers, thar they 
purſued afcer chem very early the next morning, and overtook them a- 
bout ten miles above Hat f/4, at a place called Sygari/caf Hill, ard had a 
ſmall skir miſh with chem, wherein there were rine or ten of the Ex: lh 
ſain, and abour twenty fit [n4ians'r yer che reſt eſcaped.and' 16 jvyned 
with Philip and is Company, preſently afrer which accident, they were 
ſo emboldned, that upon the firit of Seprerwber, about ſeven dayes after 
they ſe; upon Dearfiela, killed one Man, and laid moſt of the Honfes in 


aſhes. Abonr two or three dayes after they fell upon Squakeag, ano- 


ther new Plantation, fifreen miles higher up the River, above Dear field, 
where they killed nine or cen of. the People, the reſt hardly eſcaped into 
the Gariſon houfe. | os a | 
The next day, tis diſaſter not being known, Captain Ziers, for 
fear of the worſt, with thi-ty ſix men, was ſent up to the ſaid Squabear, 


wich ſupplies both of men and provifion to ſecure the ſmall Gariſon - 


there, bur before they came very near to the Town, they were ſer upon 
by many hundreds of the /»d;axs our of the Buſhes by u Swamp ſide, of 
whom Capt; Fcers ( who was known to fight valjantly to the very laſt } 
with about twenty of his men, were by this ſudden ſurpriſal there Alain, 


the reſt flying baok to Hadly, Here .the' Barbarous Villains ſhewed - 


their inſolent-rage and crnelty, more then ever before, cnttirg off the 
beads of ſome of' the ſlain, and fixing them apor. Poles near the High- 


way, and not only ſo, bat one-(if not more) was found: with a Chair 


hooked into his'under jaw, and ſo bynp vp on the Bow of a Tree, (tis 
feared he was hnrnip'iip alive) by which means they thought ro daune 
and difcourage any that might come to their relief, and alto to cerrihe 
thoſe that ſhould be SpeRators with the beholding ſo ſad an objeR in- 


fomuch that Major Trrat with his Company, going up two days after, . 


to fetch off 'the refflue of the Geriſon, were ſolemnly afftRed with that. 
doleful fight; which madetherr make the more haſt to: bring down the 
Gariſon, het waicing for ahy opportunity to take revenge'upon theEner 
my, having but an hundred with him, two few for ſuch a parpofe, Cap- 
tain Applcton going up after him, mer him coming down; 'and would 
willingly have perſwaded them, to have turned back; to ſee chey could 
lave made any ſpoil upon the Enemy, but the greateſt part adviſed wo 
the contrary, fo that chey-were a!l forced to- rerutn, with whar they 
could carry away, leaving vhie reft for: a booty to the Enemy, who” ſhalt 
ere long pay ſad reckoning for: their Robberies and Cruelties, in the 
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time appointed ; but the ſuflerings ol the E gli wer e Not as yet can 
ro their height, for afcer they wer e come to Haaly, the Commander in 
chief taking Counſel with che Officers of the Souldiers, ordered then 
that were then preſent to Gariſon the Towns about ; ſome to be xt 
North- Hampton, Hatfield, Deer fi:ld, and ſome to remain at Haa/y where 
were the Head-quarters of the Exgiiþs. But perceiving that little good 
was tO be done upon the Enemy in thoſe parts, it Was agreed that wha 
Corn was left at Dearfield, being chreſhed out as well a8 they could in 
thoſe tumults ( about three thouſand Buſhels was ſuppoſed to be hers 
ſanding in ſtacks) ſhould be brought to Hadly, and wait further time 
fight the Enemy,It came to C. Lethrops turn,or rather it was his choice 
with about war he men to guard ſeveral Carts laden wich Corn, other 
Goods, the Company under Capt. Moſely then quartering at Dear fill 
intended that day to purſue after the Enemy.But upon September 18. tha 
moſt fatal day, the ſaddeſt that ever befel New»E urland, as the Compr 
ny were marching along with the Carts ( ic may be coo ſecurely ) never 
apprehending danger ſo near, were ſuddenly ſet upon, and almoſt al 
cut off ( not above ſeven or eight eſcaping ) which great defeat cam: 
to pals by the unadviſed proceeding of che Captain ( who was himſel 
Aain in che firſt aſſaulc ) alchough he wanted neither courage nor Skill 
. toOlead his Souldiers , but having takenup a wrong notion about: rhe 
beſt way and manner of fighting withthe /ndiavs ( which he was always 
went to argue for ) viz. that it were belt to deal with the Indians tn 
cheir own way, /c. by skulking betlind Trees, and taking their aim A 
fingl perſors, which.is the uſual manner of the 7y4ians fighting one 
Wich another, but herein was his great miſtake, in_not conſidering tae 
greac diſadvantage a ſmaller Company would have in dealing that way 
with a greater multitude, for if five have co deal with one, they may 
ſurround him, and every one take his aim at him, while he can level bat 
at one of his Enemies at a time : which groſs miſtake of his, yas the 
ruing of a choice company of young men, the very fiower of the Coun- 
ty of E[x, all cutled our of the Towns belonging to that, County,nont 
of which were aſhamed co ſpeak wich the Enemy in che gate: cheir deat 
Relations at home mourning for them, like Recbel for her children, 3

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peed, at fogreat a diſtance as an hundred miles from all ſupplyes, 
tte Commander in chief wich che Officers, ſaw a neceſſicy of {lighting 
thar Gariton at Drarfie/d, imploying the Forces they had to ſecure and 
ſtre:grhen the three next crowns below upon Coennefticat River. And 
it wis weil that counſel was thought upon; for now thoſe wr e:ched 
Caiciffs begin to talk of great matters, hoping that by degrees they 
might deftroy all the coxns theceabour, as they had already b:gun« 
Their hopes no doubt, were not a litcle heightned by the acceffivn of 
Spring ficld In4ians to their party, who had in appearance all this time 
food the firmeft to the intereſt of the Engliſh of allthe reſt in theſe 

parts : Bu: they all hanging tegether, Jike Serpents eggs, were cafily 

perſwaded to joy with thoſe of Hady (there being ſo near allyance 

between thera, for the Sachem of &prixs field Indians was the father of 
Kay Sachem) not only by the ſucceſs of their rteacherons and bloud- 

thirſty companions, bat by the ſame inbred malice and antipathy again 

the Ergliſh manners and Religion. 


b The lahabirants of Springfield were not unſen{idl of cher danger, 
(I 42d chierefore "ad upon the firſt breaking forth of rhele rronbles been 
We: caciag with their Indians, and nad received from thera the ft. met 2f- 
ſurance, and pledges of rheir faithfulneſs, and friea4thip cha: could be 


immagined or delired, both by Covenant, promiſes and Ho!lag-s given 
for lecaricy , ſo as no donbrt was left in any of cheir mids : Yet 
did theſe fairhleſs and ungratefull Monflers plot with Philips Indians 
to burn and deſtroy all Springfield, as they bad done Brook fiels before: 
ro that end they ſent eunningly and enticed away the Hoſtages from 
Hartford, where they were, perhaps too ſecurely watched over, a day 
or two before : Then reeciving above three huaderd of Philips Indians 
into their Fort, privately in the night time, ſo as chey were neicher dil- 
cerned nor ſuſpeRed : Yea ſo confident were ſuch of the inhabitants as 
were moſt converſant wich the Indians at their Fort, thac they would 
not believe there was any ſuch plet in hand, when it was firangly re- 
yealed by one Toto an Indian at #iudſor, better affcRed to the Engliſh, 
about eighteen or ewenty miles below Springfield, upon the ſame Ri- 
er) and ſo by Poſt tidings thereof brought to Sprixg fie/d the night be- 
ore; inſomuch chat the Lieutenant of the cown, Cooper by name, was {0 
ar from believing the Stratagern, thatin the morning himſelf with an- 
ther would vencure to ride upto the Fort, to ſee whether things were 
ſo or no. The Fort was about a mile from the town, when he came 
rithin a little chereof, he mer theſe bloudy agd deceicfull Monſters , 
vly ifſaed out of their Zqums Trejans toaQ cheig inteuded miſehici, 
| they 
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they preſently fired upon him diverſe of them, and ſhot him in ſever; 
places through the body; yet being a man of ſtout courage, he kept his 
horſe, till he recovered the next gariſon houſe, his companion they ſhy 
dead upon the place, by this meanes piving a ſad alarm to the town of 
their intended miſchief, which was inſtantly. fired in all places 
where there were no Gariſens, The poor people having never an OF. 
cer to lead them, being like ſheep ready for che-ilaughrer, and no douk 
the whole town had been totally deſtroyed, but that a report of the 
Plot being caryed about over night, Major Treat came from weft fivid 
time enough in a manner for their reſcue, but wanting boates to tranſ, 
- port his men, could not doe ſo much good as he deſired. Major Pyy. 
chon coming from Haadly with Capt. Appleron and what Forces they 
could bring along with them, thirty two houſes being firft conſumed, 
preſerved the reſt of the town from being turned to aſhes,in which the 
over credulous Inhabirants mig"t now ſee (what before they would not 
believe ar the bur ning Major Pyxchons Barns and Stables a few daye 
before, taa very great damage of the Owner ) che faith'eſs and deceir- 

fall friendſhip amongſt thoſe perftdious, cruel and hellifh Monſters. 
Amorgk therunes of the ſaid dwellings, the. ſaddeſt to behold waz 
the houſe of Mr, P«/atiah Glover, Miniſter of the Town, furniſhed with 
2 brave Library, which he had bur newly brought back from a Gariſos 
wherein it had been for ſome time before ſecured, bur as if the danger 
had been over with them, the ſaid Miniſter 8 great Student, and an 
hellue libroraws , being imputient for want of his Books, bronght then 
back to his great ſorrow, fit for a Bonfire for the proud inſulong enemy, 
Of all the miſchicfs done by the faid enemy before that. day, the burn 
of this town of Sprin7 field did more then any other, 'diſcover-the ſail 
Actors to be the children of che Devill, full of al} ſub:lery and malice, 
there bavirg been for about forty years ſo good correfponderce be 
twixcthe Engliſh of that town and che neighbouring Indians, Buc in 
them is made good what is ſaid in the Pſajmn, that though their words 
were [moother then oyle, yet were they drawn ſwords.” 7 
After ſome little time fpenc in gariſoning the place, and helpirg t 

Inhabitants to ſecure whet they had left, the Engliſh ſonidiers mit o 
them re:urned back to Ha4/y their head-quarters, and Major Pyacke 
being ſo tall of i:cumbrances, by reafon of the late ſpyls doneto 
ÞinC.1f, and his neighb »urs at Sprizs f:/d, could not any long-r atcend 
chie Service of commanding in C hiet as he had done befort,, wherefore 
being according to his earneit Requeſt ta the Council eaſed of that, bur; 
&n; Capt, Sannel Appleton was ordered to ſucceed in taking che char 
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of the Souldiers left in:thoſe wpper towns, by- whoſe induſtry, $kill and 
courage,thoſe crowns wereipreſerved from cuning the ſame fate with the 
re{t ,wholy or tm part ſo lately turned into.aſhes .. For the enemy grow- 
ing very. confident by the late ſucceſſes, came with all their fary the 
rineteenth of Ofober following upon Hatfield, hoping no leſs then to 
doe the like miſchief ro them, they had newiy done to Sprexp field: Bur 
accordipg.to the good providence of Almighty God, Major Treat was. 
newly returned to Northampton, Capt, Ateſcly and Capr. Poole were then 
s:riſorirg the faid Harficla* and Capr, Appicten tor the like end quar- 
reri6f at Haaty, when on the fudden ſeven or eigtit hundred of the ene- 
my c:me upon the town in all quarters, having fit killed or tken 
two or three of the Scouts belonging io the rown, and ſcren more be- 
longirg co Capt, Ado ly his Company : Burt they wee fo well encer - 
tained @n al} nands where they atcempred ro break in upon the tow, 
that they found it too hot for them, Major Appicrox with great cou- 
rage defending one end of the town, and Capt. Afoſely as ftouily main- 
ca:aing tae middle, and Caprt.. Po:/r rhe other end, that they were by 
the :eſvſucion of the Engliſh tniltantly beaten off, without doing much 
harm, - Capt. Appletons Sergeant was mortally wounded juſt by his 
hds another buitec paſting chtoagh his own hair,by that wiiſper celling 
him that death was very near, but did him no ether harm, Nighe com- 
ing on, it, could not be difcerned what lofs the enemy ſuſtained, diverſe 
were {cen to fall, ſome run through a ſmall river, others calt their 
guns into the water (it being their' manner to venture as much to re- 
cover the dead bodyes of their friends, as to defend them when alive) 
At laſt after the burning of ſome few barns, with ſome other bil- 
= $þ the enemy haſted away as faft as they came on, leaving the En- 
Eliſh co bleſs God who had ſo mercifully delivered them from the fury 
of cheir mercileſs foes, who had in conceit without doubr, devoured 
them ail: Burt this reſolate and valiant repulſe, put ſuch a check upon 
the pride of the enemy, that they made no further attempt upon any 
of thoſe cowns:for the preſent, but -winter: drawing on, they retired 
all of them to their generat rendezyoaze at Narhazanſer, where we 
ſhall leave them for the preſent plorring their general' deſign of accom- 
puſhing their intended mifehief againſt che Engliſh che next Spring, 
Our Weſtern Plantations upon ConneFieut River, were the 
tape whereon were acted the moſt remarkable paſſages of this 
dar barous War hicherro, ' which was ſoon after removed into many 0- 
ther places of the Country in the Winter and Spring following whither 
our diſcourſe muſt in the next place purſue itt There was not any 
Gl great 
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great matter aQed by the Enemy amongſt the Plantations npon the 
great River during the Winter, after the aſſault made- upon: Harfeli 
OAober 19, Itis evident that the body of them returned to Navrrhs 
gaxſet rpon the approach of the Winter, which ſet in more early. theni 
uled in other years : where Philip did beſtow himſelf in the winter ez 
ſon is not ſo certain, ſome ſay that he repaired: furcher weſtward, tg 
ery his fortune wich thoſe Indians that ly rowards. Albary,. near the 
Dutch River : others more probably conceive that. he }ay hid in ſome 
part of the Narrhogayſer Comnry ,, tor though be was not certainly 
known to be about the Fort at Narrhaganſer, when it was taken by our 
Forces-in the winter, ye: as ſoon as ever they were driven out of the 
Country in Fibyuary, he was found amongf them that did che miſchief 
at Lancafter in i ha: month. 

Some Rragling parties of them remained about Norrh- Hampton, 
Weſt fielA& Spring field ſome time after their defeat at Hatfield : ſeven 
or eight of the iIndabicants of North- Hawprox in_the end of Ofobrr, 
vemwuring co feteh in.ſome of their Harveſt, that was lefe ſemewher 
Out: of the Town, were in danger of being ſurpriſed, having laid their 
Arms und«7 their Cart, ſo as being deftiture of means to make ther 
defence, they were glad to fly away with the Horſes our of their Cart, 
leaving what they were about tothe pleaſure of the Indians that aſſault 
ed.. Major Treat vpon the hearing the Alarm, preſently repaired th- 
ther, but could not come time enough to deſtroy avy of the'Enemy, nor 
yet tO prevent the r burning of four or five Houles, with ewo or three 
Barns that teod ſomewhat our of the Town, Within a lictle time af 
ger they kill'd three of the ſame Town, as they were at work-in a Met 
dow not far from the Town : they intended alſo ro have burned the 
Mill, but it was too well guarded by two files of. Mwsketiers lodged 
there for the purpoſe, who pur them beſide their intent, Six or ſeven 
of Spring ficld ſoon after goii grto the Milkat :f field ( that which bs 
Jorged to their own Town bung barned OF:ber gh. ) and: venturing 
without Arms, three of chem were killeY by ſome of the Enemy, who 
ROOk the advantage alſo to burn four er five Honſes that belonged to the

pon I. 1675. Capt, Hizchman marched our of . Boſton intending 
co viſe che Indians «douc Hfſ-vemefir the third day they ſaw ſome fires 
of che Indians, yet could no: mrzet with them that made them : che 4th 
day they marc''ed to ſome part of the Indian Plantations called Hafſene- 
me/it : the Captain would have token up his quarters a mile on this nde, 
bu: ſome of his Officors over-ruled him, co wioſe importuniry he gave 
way, and marched a-mile.furcher rowards the Enemy, and by that means 
faved the Milſers youth, taken the weck before from Adalberoagh, for in 
rhe morning very early, 48 (h- Scouts were looking out, they ſpyed a 
Wigwam, where :ome Indians that had earried away che youth, had lod- 
gd a'l night in ſome Wigwam near by, when the Indians ſaw our Soul- 
diers, they haſted away,and lefc the AZ«/berongh yourh babind them.,who 
by that means eſcaped their hands, Oar men. under Capt. Henchwar 
marched on to Poppachrorg, and finding the Indians all fizd, (although 
they perceived by a Meſſenger accidencally ſent back, that the Indians 


| fillowed them all that way they murched ) they came back to Aendherw 


to ſettle things in that Town : ſome of the Inhabitants informed them 

of ſome Indian Wigwams about ten miles off; the Captain with Philsp 

Certice his Lieutenant, reſolved ro:give them a camiſado in their Wig- 

wams that: night : co that- end, they mounted two-and twenty upon 
Horſes, riding-up ten miles into the Woods, and when they came near 

the Wigwams, they diſmonnted, and intended preſently co march up, 
and pive an aſfault upon them, after they had firft made a ſhout to frighr 
the Enemy : they ordered one half to follow the Lieutenant, the other 
to follow the Captain, when they eame within a quarter of a mile of the 
pl-er, their Dogs began co bark, ar-wwhich they Rop'd, and by and by 
mar ching again, intendedpreſently to fire in upon them, but the Cap- 
tai's foor flipping, he rould hardly recover himſelf, when ſaddenly 
locking behind him, he ſaw no man following of him: the Lieutenane. 
bad tive behind him, who with thoſe five reſolucely fired en that ſide he 


'was appointed to make the aſſuuit upon z but they were repulſed . by, the 
Indies, who firing ont of their dens, ſhot down the. Lieutenant ad 
another, the reſt preſently ran away: to a fenge; the Captain wi:b all 
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vebemency urged them to' ſtay, they replied, .chey went bark þut only 
eo charge; yer went clear away; by which means, cogerher -wirh the c0- 
wardize of the former, ſo fad a loſs betell the Company, which could not 
eaſily be repaired : however the Enemy preſently deſerted the Wigwam 
and gave our men the next day an opportunity co fetch off their two 
dead men, and bury them, and ſo wich grief and ſhame were conſtrained 
ro return to their quarters at Mendham, to whoſe Inhabitants they 
gave notice of 200 buſhels of Corn belonging to. the Indians, that 
might have been preſerved, which for want of hands was loſt by the fire, 
' that the Enemy might not be benefited thereby. Ir appears by the fore- 
going paſſage, that the time of our deliveranee was not yet come, and 
that God bad further cryals to acquaint us with before he would turn 
his hand upon our Enemies, But it pleaſed the Lord in mercy ſo [CG 
order things, that chey themſelves fell into char pir they were diggiog tor 
others, as ſhall appear more fully in what follows. 

The Engliſh Planeations about Hadly being for the preſent ſer a little 
at |.berty by the Indians drawing off, like Seamen after a Storim, enunted 
it therr beſt courſe to repair their tackling 4gainlt acorher that may be 
next coming, wherefore the Inhabitants concluded it the ſafer way to 
make a kind of Barricado about their Towns, by ſeciing. up. Pailizadacs 
or clett wood about eight foot Jong, a$ it were to break the force of wny 
Tudden aſfuult which the /»#jaxs might make upon them; which counſel 
proved very lucceſsful; for although it be an inaconfiderable defence a- 
Sainſt a Warlike Enemy, thar hath {trengrh enough, and contidence to 
beſiege a place, yet it is ſufficient to prevent any ſudden aflaulc of ſuch 
atimerous and b:rbarous Enemy as theſe were, for. although they did 

airetwards in the Spring break through thoſe Pallizadoes: at North- 
-Hanpton, yet as foon' as ever they began to be repulſed, they. ſaw them 
ſelves like-Wolves in a'Pound, that they could got fly away at their plea-

-them all this while, which chough they did not poſitively deny, yet did no- 
thing bur find excuſe., to defer ic one week afcer another, till at the laſt 
they would be excuſed cill the next Spring, upon pretence that they 
could nor before chat time ger them rogerher.. Bekde the favouring 
of thoſethat fled cothem, and ſupplying the whole Body of the enemy 
with victuals, upon all occaſions. It was likewiſe ſtrongly ſuſpeRed. 
that in 21 che late proceedings of che enemy, many of their young meg 
were kaowngedbeatually in arms -againſt us, many. of whom were 
found either wounded amongſt them in their wigwams, or elſe were 
occalionally-ſeen returning back, after exploits abroad,'to be healed 
of their wounds at home, Alſoſome of our mens guns tiat were loſt: 
at Dearficld were found inthe Fort when it was fired. Therefore all. 
ſcruples: as to the juſtneſs and neceſſity of the war being removed, the. 
only queſtion was, whather ic were feafible and expedient in the winter... 
The exigent was very great, and thechoyce very hard : Bur as David 
when he was Rtreighrened with many difficulryes at once, choſe rather. 
to fall into the hands of God whoſe mercyes were great, though he 
might be provoked to'cauſe his jealoufie'ro ſmoak againſt. thoſe of his. 
own heritage for a time; ſo in this exigent it, was. generally conceived. 
to be moſt expedient for the Country, to caſt themſelves upon the pro». 
vidence ofa mercifull and gracious God, rather then by delayes to cx- 
poſe themſelves co the creaehery and cruelty of a perfidious enemy. | 
A Wartherefore ſpeedily to be earryed on in the very depth of win: 
rer, being agreed npon, care was taken. for ſupplyes, as the difficulty 
of ſuch an affair ſo circumitancey did require, though poſſibly not with 
ſo much neceſſary care, and ſe ſvitable proevifion, as had been defired, 
if what came afcerward to paſs could have been foreſeen (which perad- 
venture might be the reaſon things went on ſo heayily for want of 
well oyling the wheels ) in the mean time a ſmall Army of a thouſant T 
fighting men, well appointed, were ordered by the Commiſſioners 18} 
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þe gathered by proportion out of all the Colonyes; of which number 
the ſhare of ti:ze aſſachnſers was to be five hundred and ewenty ſeven, 
the reit wece to be ſupplycd out of Plimonth and Connftirnt Colonyes, 
All other ſupplyes were taken care for, as well as the ſuddennetſs of the 
Expedition, and d:fficuiry of the ſeaſon would allow. The ſaid thouſand 
men, beſide ſome Voluntiers of Indian Friends, were by the time and 
place appointe@ 45 near as could be had, called together, and a Com- 
miſjioa granted to the honour«ble 7ofrah Finſloy Eq, the preſent 
Governour of P/;mouth Celory, a man of known ability and 1tegrity, 
every way ſo well qualified wich courage and Reſoiution, as well as pcu- 
derce and diſcretion, as might have preterced him to the conduR of a 
far greater Army then eyer is like co b: gathered rogether in this pare 
of the world, in chis or in following Generations, And indeed as he 
was the oft Gazyernour over any of the united Colonyes in New- £»- 
e/:x4 of them tizat were born in the place, ſo may he well paſs for a 
patrern of any of the tacceeding race, th.t may come after. | 

Untec tim as Commander in Clief weie ordered ſix Companyes 
from the Mafſachyſers, under the Command of Major Appicton; -Gapr. 
Mo/el3. Capt. Garzener, Capt, Davenport, Capt. Oliver, Capt. Zohnſon, 
five Companyes from Connefticart uader M:jor Treat,Cap:. Szely, Capr. 
Gall:p, Capt. Maſon, Cap Wats, and Capt. AMarſbal, Two Compa- 
nyes from P/tmoxth, under Major Braaford and Capr. Goraw. 

U:der the Governour of Pl/imonth as Commander in Chief in this Exs 
pedition, were ſent as Majors of the Forces belonging to each Colony, 
Major Robert Treat for tbe Forces belonging to ConneQirar, and Major 
Brazford for thoſe of the Colony of Plimonth, and Major' Sawnel Ap- 
pleten for thoſe of the MMaſachaſers,to whom by the honourable Major 
G-neral of che ſaid Colony were {ix Companyes of Foot delivered at 
Dedham, December the 9th, 1675, containing in number 465 hghung 
men, befdes a Troop of Horſe ;under the Command of Capt . Thomas 
Prentice attending upon them, That night they marched ro Poodeucks 
about 27. miles from Dedham. The next night they arrived at Sea- 
coxck. Capt, Moſely.and his Company went from thence with Mr. Smith 
by water, the ret ferried over the water to Previdence. 

The next day, Decewsb. the 12th. they paſſed over Patuxet River, and 
then marching through Pomwbams Country, at night they met with Capr. 
Moſely and his Company at Mr. Smiths in Wickford, the place intended 
for their Head-quarters, Capt. Aſo/ely in his way thither had happily 
ſurpriſed thirty (ix lndians, one of whom he took along with him 'as a 
Guide, Perer by name, chat was at that time under ſome diſguk mw his 
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Country-men, or his Sachem, which made him prove the more real friend 
ro our forces in that ſervice, wherein he tairhiully performed what he 
promiſed, and without his aſli.tance our men would have been much at 
a loſs to have found the enemy, until it had been too late to. have fought 
them. 

Two dayes after, Decemb. 14, Five Files of men ſent out under Ser. 
jeant Benzer and another, up»n the Scout, kill'd one man and one wo- 


man, and brought in four more by one of che cluck : ctfie whole Compa- 


ny marched after into ſome of the Sachems Country, where they burnt 
an hundred and fifty Wigwams, killed ſeven of che enemy, and brought 
in eight Priſoners when they recurned ac night, 

Che nex: day an Indian called Srone-wall-fohn pretended to come from 
the Sachems, N__ cheir wilingneſs ro have peace with the En- 
gliſh, yet could the Meſſenger bardiy forbear threatning, vapouring of 
cheir numbers and ſtrength, adding withall chac the Engliſh durit not 
Gphrt chem : whatever were pretended by this treacherous fellow, ſome 
of his Crew as he went home met with ſome of Capt. Gardners.men,that 
were ftrapling about their own bulineſs contrary to order, and flew his 
Serjeant, with one or two more, Two alſo of Capt. Olivers men were 
Li'led in like manner; a ſolemn warning for Souldicrs not to be too vyen- 
rerous in an enemyes Country, For preventing the like miſchief upon 
other Companyes, more care was taken as they paſled to the Head 
quarters, ſome of the Companyes being lodged three miles there from. 
Capt. Aoſclyes, Capt. Daver ports and Capt. Olivers Company being ab 
ſo ſent abvur chat time to bri: g Major Applctons Company to the gene 
ral Quarters, a few deſperate indi-ns creeping under a tone wall near 
the place, fir ed twenty or thirty gunns at Afoſely in particular, a Com- 
mander well known amongſt them, but the reſt of the Company running 
down upon them, killed one of them, and ſcattered the reſt. 5 

The next day Capt. Prentice with his Troop, being ſent to Petequamt 

ſeot, returned with the ſad news of burning Perry Bulls Gariton houſe, 
and killing ten Engliſh men and five women and children, bur two «ſa:

{tt and Plimouth Forces mareked away tO Pertyquamſcot intending co en” 
g19e the enemy upon the firſt opportunity that next offered ir ſelf: To 
tie which reſolution thoſe of ConneFicar preſently conſented, as ſoon as 
tizey mer tog*ther, which was abour five a clock in the afternoon : Bulls 
houſe intended for their general Rendezyouze, being anbappily burner 
down two or three days before,there was no ſhelcer left eirher tor Ofi- 
czr or private Souldier, ſo as they were neceſſicaced co march on toward 
the eacmy through the ſnow, in a cold ttormy evening, finding no 0- 
ther defence all rhar night, ſave the open air, nor other covering then a 
cold ad moift Alcece of ſnow, Through all theſe difficultyes they mar- 
ched from the break of the next day, December 19. till one of the clock 
inrhe af:ernoon, without either fire ro warm them, or reſpite to take 

any food, fave what they could chew in their march; Thus having wa- 
ded fourteen or fifreen mile through the Country of the old Queen, of 
Sunke Squaw of Narhaganſet: they came ar one a clock upon the edge 
of the Swamp where their guide aſſured them they ſhould find Indians 
enough before night. 

Our Forces chopping thus upon the ſeat of the enemy, upon the ſud- 
den, they had no time eicher ro draw up in any order or form of Bat- 
tle, nor yet opportunity to conſult where or how to affaulr. As they 
marched Capt. Me:/ely and Capt, Davenport led the Van, Major Apple- 
ron and Capt, Nivey brought up the Reer of the Aaſfſachuſer Forces; 
General inflow with the Plimouth Forces marched in the Centreghoſe 
of Conne#:icurt came up in the Reer of the whole Body : But the Fron« 
tiers diſcerning Indians in the edge of the Swamp, fired immediately upon 
them, who anſwering our men in the ſame Language, retired preſently 
inco the Swampe, our men followed them in amayne, without ſaying for 
the word of Command, as if every one were ambitious who ſhould goe 
firſt, never making any ſtand till they came to the fides of the Fort, into 
whici the Indians that *n fired upon them berook themſelves. 

Ic ſeems that there was but one entrance into the Fort, -though the 
enemy found many wayes to come our, but neither the Engliſh nor 
their Guide well-knew on which fide the entrance lay; nor was it ealie to 
have made another, wherefore the good providence of Almighty God is 

the more to be acknowledged, who as he led 1/-a:! ſometime by the Pillar 
of fire, and the Cloud of his preſence a right way through che Wilder- 
nels, fo did he now direRt our mr_ upon that ſide of the Fort, ws 
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they might only enter though net without utmoſt darger , and hazard. 
The Forc was raiſed upon a kind of I{land of five or fax acres of rifi ng 
land in the midſt cf a Swamp; the ſides of it were made of palizadees ſet 
uprighe che which was compaſſed about with an hedge of almoR a rod 
thickneſs. through which there was no paſſi1g, unleſs they could haye 
fired a way through, which then they had no timeto doe. The place 
where the Indians uſed ordinarily to enter themſelves, was over a long 
tree Over a p'ace' of water, where but one man couid enter at atime, & 
which was ſo way: laid that they would have been cut' off that had ver- 
tured there; But at one corner there was a Gap made up only wicha 


Jong tree, abouc four or five foot from the ground, over wh ch men 


might eaſily paſs ; But they bad placed a kind of a Block-boufe right over 
againſt che ſaid tree, from whence they ſorely galled our men. th4r firſt 
entred, ſom: being ſhot dead upon the tree, as Capt. 7ohyſen, and ſome 
as ſoon as they enired, as was Capt. Davemport, ſo as they what firſt en-

vers weeks af:er : Arid then on the ſudden there fell ſveh a Thaw, chat 
meired away both Ice and Snow, ſo that if they had deferred till that 
time, they could have found no paſſage into their fortihed place. - 

All which conſiderations put together, make ir a ſignal favour of Ged 
tocarry them through ſo many cifficulties to accompliſh their defired 
end, For af.er they were retired from their quarters, but fixreen miles 
from that place, there was ſo great want of Proviſion, the Veſſels being 
frozen in at the Harbour abouc Cape Co4, that ſhould have broughc 
them relief, and the Froſt and Snow ſet in ſo violently, that it was nor 
poſlible for them, with all the Force they could make ( ſo many of their 
ab'eſt Souldiers being flain and wounded ) to have made another onſet : 
But the goodnefs of Almighty God was moſt of all to be admired, that 
notwithſtanding, all the hardſhip they indured that winter, in very cold 
Lodgings, hard Marches, Scarcity of Proviſion, yet not one man was 
known to dy by any-diſeaſe or bodily diſtemper, ſave them that periſhed 
of their wounds, 4 

Our Forces being compelled by the foreſaid occafrions, to ly ſtill ſome 
Weeks after, hoping alſo that the Enemy ſo ſorely broken, would gladly 
have ſued for peace : But as was ſaid of old, God hardved their hearts to 
their own ruine and deſtruftion afterwards, For as ſoon as our Souldiers - 
were able to March, finding that all the Enemies overtures of peace, and 
prolonging of treaties, was only to gain time that they might get away 
into the Woods, They purſued after them, and ſometimes came upon 
their Rear, but then they would immediitely fly an hundred wayes at 
once into Swamps, ſo as our men could not follow them, or if they did, 
could not ſee two of them rogerher , ſo'that now there was little good 
like to be done, unleſs they could rake them at ſome advantage. At 
length having ſpent all cheir Proviſion, and tiring themſelves in purſuing 
of them ſixty or ſeventy miles, up chrough the Woods rowards- 4falbe- 
rou7h and Lancaſter, Towns that ly in the Road to Connefticor, having

Afﬀeer the burning of Nog 
or fifry houſes and barns, the Camnibals were frighted away out of the 
Town over a Bridge that lies upon Charls-River, by rhe ſhooting off a 
pieceof Ordnance 2 or 3 times : when they had paſſed over the Bridge 
they fired one end thereof; #0 hinder 6ar men from purſuing them, the 
were mo to be above five hundred: There were ſlain and mortal- 
ly wounded ſeventeen or eighteen perſons, befides others dangerouſly 
burr. The loſs ſuſtained by the Inhabicants amonnred to above two 
thouſand pounds, This mercy was obſerved in this ſad providence, that 
never a Gariſon houſe was loſt in this ſurpriſal; nor any of the princi- 
pal Dwellings, ſo as the chiefeſt and beſt of their Building eſcaped che 
fury of the Enemy, who as they paſſed che Bridge left a writing bebind 
them, expreſiing ſometbing to this purpoſe, that we had provoked thetn- 
to wrath, and that they would fight with us this twenty years ( but they 
fell ſhort of their expeQation by nineteen } adding alſo, that they had 
nothing to looſe, whereas we had Houſes, Barns and Corn : theſe were 
ſome of the bold threats uſed by the barbarons crew, bur theic rage 
ſhall proceed no further then tbe counſel of God had determined, The 
week before was heard a very hideous cry of a kennet of Wolves round: 
be Town, which raiſed ſome of the Inhabitants, and was. looked upon. 
y divers aS an ominons preſaging of this following Calamity. 
Another aſſauſt was feared, bur as ſoon as the Souldiers conld be g&+ 
thered together, they turned their backs, as if they never intended © 
viſtchem more': whether theſe Indians wene when they left Midfield-. 
is aot ſo certainly keown , the Souldiers in the Town not having oppor» 
tunicy to purſue theng oyer the River, by reafon that the Bridge wat

him, diſcoloured his face therewith, and ſo making himſelf look as like 
Hobemacks as any of his Enemies : he ran amongit them a little while 
and was taken for one of themſelves, as if he had been ſearching for the 
Engliſh, anti! he had an opportunity to eſcape away among che Buſhes ; 
therci 1 imirating the Curtle Fiſh, which when ir is purſued, or in danger, 
caſterh out of its body a chick humor, as black as lok, through which it 
paſſes away unſeen by the purſuer, 

It is reported of another of theſe Cape Indians ( Friends to the En- 
gliſh of Pliwonrh ) that being purſued YL one of the Enemies, he be- 
took himſelf ro a great Rock, where he ſhelrred himſelf for a while, at 
lſt perceiving that his Enemy lay ready wich his Guan oa the other ſide, 
co diſcharge upon him,as ſoon as he ſtir'd never ſo little away from the 
place where he ſtood: in the iſfſne he thought of this politick Strara- 
gem to ſave himſelf, and deſtroy his Enemy, (for as Solomon ſaid of old, 
Wiſdome 53 better i451 Weapons of War :} he took a ſtick, and hung his Hac 
up9a it, and then by degrees gently lifced it up, till he thoughe i would 
be ſeen, and fo become a fir mark for the other that watched co take aym 
at him ; the other caking it to be bis head, fired a Gun,and ſhot through 
the Har , which oor Chriſtian Iodian perceiving, boldly beld up his head 
and diſcharged his own Gun upon the real head, not che hat of his Ad- 
verſary, whereby he ſhot him dead upon the place, and fo had liberty to 
march away with the ſpoils of of his Enemy, 
' The like ſubtle device was uſed by another of the Cape 1u4avs at the 
ſame cime, being one of chem thar went oug with Capt. Perce; for be- 
ing in like manner purſued by One of Philips ndienr,as the former was, 
-rbarga got behind rhe but end of a Tree newly turned up by the 
roots, which carried a confiderable breadch of the ſurface ot che Earth 
aoag with ic (as is very uſual in theſe parts, where che roots of the 
Trees ly very ficet in the ground ) which ftood up above the Indians 
beight, in form of a large Shield, only it was ſomewhat too heavy to be 
alily weilded, or removed the Enemy Indian lay with his Gun ready 
t0ſhoer him down , upon his firſt dilerting his ſtation , but a ſub- 
tle wit taught our Chriſtian Nerop a better device, for boring a liccle 
bole chr ough this his broad Shield, he diſcerned his enemy, who could 
not ſo ealily diſcern him; a good Musketier need never deſire 2 
fairer mark ro ſhoot ar, whereupon diſcharging his Guo, he ſhot bim 
down; what can be more juſt chen thar he ſhould bimſclf be killed who

Inſtances of this nature ſhew the ſub lety and dexterouſneſs of theſs 
Natives, if they were improved in feats of Arms : and poſlibly if ſony 
of the Engliſh had not been too ſhye in making uſe of ſuch of them yg 
were well aff: Red to their interelit, they need never have ſuffered { 
much from cheir enemies: ic having been found upon late experience,thy 
many of them have proved not only fairhful, but very ſerviceable and 
kelprul co the engliſh ; they uſually proving good Seconds, though the 
have not ordinarily confidence enough to make the firit Onſet, 
Buc to return to the proceeding of the Indians toward Plimonth, 
Feb. 25. They aſſaulted weymonth, and burned ſeven or eight houſes & 
barns there, wh:ch zyeymenth is a ro wn lying towards Plimonth Colony, 
March 12, following, They aſfaulred the houſe of one Mr, Claxk in 
Plimouth, c: velly murchering eleven perſons that belonged to two Fam 
lies that lodged therein, and then fired the houſe. The cruelty rowards 
theſe pe: ſons was the, more remark«ble, in that they had often received 
much kindnefs from the ſaid C/arhe. Ir 1s the uſual cuſtome of ſuch 
Debcors, to uſe them worſt, of whom they have taken up much kindneſs

April 9. being Lords day, A ſmall party of the Enemy came down 
upo:; the laid Bridge-water, burnt an out-houle and barn, broke up and 
rifed ſeveral other houſes in the ſame quarter of the Town, which are 
notwirhftanding yer remaining; they ſent out a party of their men to 
purſue them that night, and many dayes after, but could not hear of 
them, 

May 7 the Lords day alſo ( no doub: but the betterneſs of che day, 
witli .c: eaſe the badneſs of ther deed attempted thereon ) they had in- 
telliger ce of a great body of Indians diſperſed that way, with intent :0 
have fallen upon the Town that very day, bur were caſually prevented by 
a great del of rain that fell the night before : however they were re- 
ſolved to fore ſl9w no opportunity, wherefore on the next day ( AZay 8. 
about three hundred of them, one Ti/gnogen being their chi ef Leader, 
at$ or 9 in the morning made an aſſaulc upon the eaſt end of the Town, 
- on the South ſide of che River : many of the Inhabitants ſtayed at home 

that morning becauſe of the intelligence the day before, and ſo were the 
more ready ro entertain them , ſme that not raking that war ning ver tu- 
red into the field about their occaſions, were in danger of ſurprizal, bur 
by the ſpecial favour of God, eſcaped, and came time enough to help de - | 
fend their own and their neighbours dwellings, being ſhot at, and hard 
purſued a confiderable way. 

The Indians preſently began to fire the town, bur it pleaſed God fo 
to ſpiric and encourage ſeveral of the InhaSicants, iſſuing our of their Ga- 
riſon houſes; that they fell upon them with great reſolation, and beat 
them off, at the ſame inſtant of time, the Lord of Hoſts alſo fighting for 
them from heaven, by ſending a {torm of thunder and rain yery feaſon- 
ably, which prevented the burning of che houſes which were fired : The 
Souldiers alſo fighting under the banner of Gods ſpecial protefion 
were ſo ſucceſsful in repeiling che Enemy, that they neither had any of 
the Inhabitants killed or taken, and bur one wourided, The Indians by 
this {tout refitance, being bcacen off to the skirts of the Town, made 2a 
freſh onſet upon another quarter thereof,on the north (ide of the River: 
where they had done much more miſchief, but that God Kitirred up ſun- 
dry of the people co venture out of their fortified houſes, who fired upon 
the enemy, and beat them from their dwellings,ſo as in the evening they 
drew off to an our-houſe, three miles diſtant from the town: the next day 
the Inhabitanrs expeRed another affault, but the enemy having burned 
the houſe & barn, where they kept cheir Rendezyouze over night, : one 
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houſe more nor far diſtant, they marched all clear away for that time, 

Thus it pleaſed God ſoo order his. diſpenſations, toward this ſmalf 
Town, as a brand plucked out of the fire, that they did but jult raſte of 
this bitter cup, which others drank deeper of, yer had titey nor ſuch mer- 
cy, as theſe had, mixed therewich : uader God, the courage. of the [n- 
habicants was a great means of cheir preſervation, for they fired fo 
ſtoutly upon the Enemies, that they durit not come very ner any of the 
Gariſoned Houſes, ſaluting them.only at a diſtance, -God was eminent: 
ly ſeen upholding the ſpirits of all ſorts, men and women, ſoas no con- 
fiernation of minde was ſeen upon any of them, during che whole time 
of the diſpute, | 

In this aſſault they loſt bur thirteen dwelling-houſes, whereof fiyg 
only ware in the Town ( the reſt being out-houſes and delerted for the 
preſent) wich ſome few Barns, and ſome of their Cattle ; all which 
was 2 very inconfiderable loſs, in compariſon of what betell ochers, and] 
themſelves might have endured, if God had not by his ſpecial favour pre- iſ ; 
vented, | 

Faly 14, & 15. Another party of Indians came down upon the 
North-wett ſide of the Town, but with no beter ſucceſs ; for they bad Wil n 
no Commiſii >n from the Lord of Hoſts to touch any of rhe perſons of 
the Inhabitants , their power reaching only co the ſlaying of ther WM v. 
Cattle ac this time, a 

?uly 18,19,20. They ſent our parties after the Enemy to purſue Wlth 
them by their Track, who fell upon ſame of them. On the twentie Wl ri 
they took ſixteen, whereof two were men ; on this day they had to aililt Wi 
them, it ſeems ſome of the Bay Indians ſent them from Captain Brattl; 
ſome of che Captives infor med, that there were but 7o or 80. in the 
Company, and bur'ten or twelve men amongſt them : bur within a fen 
dayes, theſe Briage- water-wes, ſhall inde berter ſucceſs in purſuit « 
their Enemics, when Philip himſelf ſhall hardly eſcape their hands 4

This morning the 7n4;a»s (having in the night placed themſelves in ſa 
veral parts of the rown) made their Onſet; which began near the four 
Gariſons; for a body of them having placed themſelves in Ambuſcads, 
behind a hill, near one of the Gariſons, two of them made diſcovery | 
of themſelves, as if they bad Rood upon diſcovery, Ar this time diyery 
of the people, nothing ſuſpeRing any ſuch matter (for the day before, 
many had been: upon difcovery many miles, and found no (igns of an. 
Enemy being ſo near) were attending their occafiors, ſome todderirg 
cheir catile, ſome milking cheir Cows, of whom the Enemy might eaſily 
have made a ſeizure, but God prevented; they having. another deſign in 
hand, as ſoon after appeared : Theſe two Indians were at length eſpyed, 
and the Atarm given; whereupon the moſt of the men in the next Gart 
ſon, and fome alſo of the ſecond (which was about eight or nine pole di- 
ſtant) drew out and went to ſurprize theſe two [ndjans, who kept their 
Ration till our men reached the brow of the hill, then aroſe the ambuſh 
_ anddiſcharped a volley upon them, which cauſed: a diſorderly retreat,

S mean while anotber ambuſh had riſen, and come vpon the back ſide of 
the Gariſon ſo deſerted of men, and pulled down the Palizadoes : The 
Seu!diery in this rout, retreated not to their own, but paſſed by to the.

-The ſame day another party of the Ex2/h coming from- Breokefill 
whithey they were ſent as a Convoy wich Proviſion for - the, Gatifoly! 
_ wereIn danger likewiſe of falling into the han1s of the ſame 4ndiath! 
yetriding upon a good ſpeed,and keeping chair Guas always tcady 
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with the Indians in New-Enzland, It 
ſented agairft them they met, they never durſt fire ar them: only three 
or four having unadviſedly Sr -diſchar ged their gurins againſt the Ene- 
my, and falling roo mnchin che reer of their Company, were<ur off and 
foſt, Itis reported by ſome that afterwards eſcaped, tow they eructly 
tortured five or fx of che Engliſh that night : yer whatever their ſuc- 
ceſs was this day,-it was obſerved by ſome {at that time their Priſoners, 
and lince releaſed) that they ſeemed very penſive after they came to their 
Quarters, ſhewing no ſcch figns of rejoyciog, as they uſully were wone 
to doe in like caſe, whicher for the loſs of ſome of their own Company 
in thac dayes enterpriſe, (ſaid co de an hundred and ewenty) or whithee 
it were the Devil in whom tbey cruſted, and to: whom they. made their 
addreſs the diy before, by ſundry Conjurations of their Powawes? or 
whicher it were by any dread-chat the Almighty ſene upon their ſpirits, 
ppon their execrab le Blaſphemies, which tis ſaid rhey uſed in tbe'trortu- 
rirg of ſome of their poor Captives (bidding Jeſus come and deliver 
them our of chew hands from death if he could) we leave 'a$ uncertain, 
though ſome have fo reported, yer ſure it is that after this day} they ne- 
yer proſpered iv any axcempt they made againſt the Engliſh, but were 
continually ſcattered and broken, till chey were in a- manner. all conſu- 
med. Afﬀeer this time, however they had braved it'before; they ſrem- 
ed ro apprehend that it was ſcarce feaſible for them to withſtand ie 
power of the Engliſh, and therefore ſeemed more inslinableto 4 pe. ce, 
by ſeveral overcures made by them, if they knew how to have brought 
about, - For during theſe encounters they. were''willing ro admic of 
ſome kind of treaty wich the Enghſh , abour: the relcaling of fun= 
dry of their Captives, which they took at Zarcaſfter in Febraary laſt, 
and elſewhere : To that end ſundry attempts were made ty help of ſeve- 
ral of the Praying Indians (as they uſe to be called) abou che redemp- 


tion of ſome of the women and- children, which were at t:me in theit 


poſſeffion, & by degrees ſomething was effe&ed thar way: poſlibly their 
own preſent ſufferings and wants that were -upon them, might induce 
them thereunto:: For by this time the Spring of the year came on, 
heir proviſion was all ſpent, and-they forced to live wholly upon 
ground-nuts, and upon the fleſh of the Er:gliſh creatures, borh horſe 8 
ear cactſe, which they daily-plundered;- The Ground: nurs running up 
to ſeed in che ſummer, beg im co-grow ſo ſticky, as they were ſcarce eat- 
ble, clief-ſh/alfo of the Engliſh cacele/proving unwholſome for their 
dIyes, filling ehem-with ſundry diſeaſes. One of them having eaten 
Meh horſe- Acſh, eomplained-chat he had before caten horſe, and now 
tle began to eat him, meaning ſome deadly diſeaſe growing upon his

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eatirig ſuch ranke fleſh, unwholſome for their Bodyes, eſpecially withou 
ſglt,/as their uſual-manner 15. - The fiſhing ſeaſon, alſo began now ty 
tome in, wherein they uſe co take abundance of all ſorts, with which 
thoſe great Rivers up the Country are abundantly ſtored : they uſe ty 
take thereof, and dryirg it in the ſmoak, make pr ovilion thereof for the 
greateſt part of the year; and if the warr continued, they could nor by 
ſce they ſhould utterly. be cut off therefrom, and that it che planting ſg 
ſon alſo were'l oſt, they ſhould be in great -want, of. ſummer frus,, ſe 
beans and \quaſhes (bzfides their corn) with which they were wont (©

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which. was ſome reviving to. our: hopes, thar the foot of our enemy 
ſhould flide in due time, and that deftruRiion was haltning upon them, 
though Rill rhey were permitted co do miſchief in ſundry particular pla- 
ces of che Country, which muit bz minded as we paſs along. 

Thoſe Indians chat were our profeſſed enemies, after they had been 
dcaten Out of rhe Narrharatſet Country, Febr.1. tarried awhile at 3/1n- 
im42/47,3 place ewo days journey north of Luabaor, where they divided 
WT eficmicives inco ewo Companies, one of them tarried' on that ſide the 
Wy Country, the other made toward P/imornth Celory, taking Aed- 
Wl {4 in cheir way, from whence as they marched along they met 
Wh wich a notable repuiſe at Beggi/fox, a ſma!l Hz m'et, or Company of 
WE Farms not far from the ſaid IZeafield where they ittempreda Gerrifon, 
WH by meeting wich ſtout reſiſtance, they left the enterprize;and kept on 
their way toward Plmouth Colony, where they ſcattered themſelves up. 
a:d, down, waiting tor oppor tunityes to ſpoil and deſtroy the Engliſh 
Plantations 01 that ide of cae Country, 

Belides what is already mentioned, on ay, 11, a party of them 
aſiuiced che rown of P/tmonth, burnt eleven houſes and five barns be- 
longing thereunto : on tae ocher (ide, a ſmall party of the Engliſh ſcout» 
ag about in purſuic of the Indians, feil upon a Party of them, that lay 
waiting in ambuſh; bur being diſcerned by an Indian in the Company of 
our men that gave timely no{ice, our ſouldiers had an opportuity there- 
by ro make the fir it ſhot, and ehereby not only prevented a miſchief to 
themſelves, bur killed alſo ſome of the enemy, (one of whom was ob- 
ſerved co be of more note then his fello:vs by his attire) the reit fled a» 
way from them that purſued, though bur a ſmall company; (o that there 
were daily reciprocal acts of hoſtilicy in thoſe parts, 

Within a few dayes after this, ſeven houſes and two barns more 
were burnt by the enemy, in and about Plimonth; who did the like mif- 
chief about che ſame time to the remaining houſes of Vamacker or Aia- 
aleboronrh, | 

About this time, another ſort of Indians that belonged to wameſit 2 
place near Cheimsford, bordering upon Merrimack (who had been pro- 
voked by che raſh, unadviſed, cruel a& of ſome of the Engliſh, about 
0406.27. and Novemb. 4. had fired upon them ſeveral gunns, both at 
Chelms/ord and wobarn, to the killing of ſome, and wounding of orhers 
upon ſuſpicion chat the ſaid Indians were guilty of burning ABarn, and 
Hay-ſtack not far off) ſuddenly turned our enemies, after the winter 
was over; having firſt withdrawn themſelves from the place afligned 
them; and where chey had been relieved all the winter (ſome of them 
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after a former revolt ) and cook their opportunity to fire Mr. Falcon! 

houſe in A»dovertown early that Spring,and wounded one Roger Marky, 

and killed his horſe, Two more houſes about Shawfhin beyond the ſaid 

Andover, were burned about ſar. 10. Alſo they killed a young man 
of the ſaid town, Apr. 8. theſon of George Abbot, And another fond 
his alſo was carried away the ſame day , who yet was returne( 
ſome few moneths afcer, almoſt pined to death with hunger. 

At the ſame time they kilied ſome of their Cattle, cutting out !only 
the tongues of ſome of them for haſte, being ſhot at by ſeveral of the 
Inhabitants from their Garriſons, 

AAar.1o. Ai Concord two men going for Hay one of chem was killed, 

At Chelmsfor.., the ſaid Wameſir Indians, about arch 18 before fe 
epon ſome houſes on the north tide of the River; Durnt down three 6 
four that belonged to the Family of Eaward Colburn: the ſaid Colburn, 
with Samuel Varnham his neighbour, bzing purſued, as they paſſed 0- 
ver the River to look after their Cattle on that ſide of the river, and 
miking ſ:veral ſhots againſt them, who returned the like again upon 
the ſaid Indians, (judged to be about forty) what ſucceſs they had 
upon the enemy, was beſt known to themſelves, but two of Yarxhamt 
ſons were i}ain by the enemyes ſhot before they could recover the other 
fide of the River. Apr.15.aiſo were 14.0r 15. houſes burnt there. 

Not long before this, Febr. 1.1675.7 ho. E ames that kept a Farmat 
S#4bury, wheſe dwelling was three or fGur miles out of the town, had 
his houſe aſſaulted and fired, his wife killed, and his - children carrie 
Captiv: among the Indians, 

. Alſo two men were killed at a Farm about Concerd, Iſaac and fac 
Shepard by name, about the middle of Frbrwary, and a young mail 
thac was ſer to watch upon an hill, of about 15. years of age, 'was carried 
Captive, who ranply eſcaped away upon an horſe that the Ingians ha 
raken from Lancaſter a kettle before. In the like ſtrange manner did one 
of Eames his children eſcape away about Zap 3. laſt; travelling thirty 
miles alone in the woods, without any relief till hecame to an Ergliſh 
town, Eames his houſe was aſſaulted when himſelf was from home, bf 
an Jxdian called Netzs (not long after flain at 21 alb5rovph) which hal 
been very familiar with the En9/;fs, with nine or ten more of his cons 
pany, as perfidious and barbarous as himſelf: They burned all 
dwellings that belonged to the Farm, Corn, Hay and Cattle, belids 
the dwe llins houſe with what was therein; it is probable thoſe at 6*# 
cord were killed bv the ſame hands about a fortnight after. : 

Many ſuch like remarkable inſtances ef ſpecial. providences might 
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with the Indians i» New-Evpland, 24 
be mentioned, if it were convenient to inſert ſuch particular pafſages: 
inco the general Narrative of the late troubles from our barbarous 
enemies. | 
On May 3.2 party of them killed a man at Haverh;ll,upon the edge 
of Merrimack River, and paſſing over the ſaid River to Braaford, 
ſpoiled another Family , killing one Themas Kemball, and carrying 
his wife and five Children captive, forty miles up into the woods, al- 
though ir was queſtioned whether this Jaſt miſchief were..done by a- 
BY ny of Philips party, but rather by ſome that belonged to the Eaſtward 
I«4ians, of which there may be occation (God willing) to ſpeak more 
afrerward. 
For the ſuppreſſing of cheſe inſolegcies, ſeveral Companies of freſh 
WF {ouidiers, both horſe and Foot were raiſed in the Meſſichnſets, by, the 
WH Governour and Council of that Colony, a:1d ſent out to ſuppreſs the 
"WT common enemy; rhe Fuor under tac command of Capt, Sill, Capr.Cut- 
BY +, Capt. Holbrock, the Horſe under che Command of Capr. Brattle, 
| 


Capr. Prentice, Capt, Henchman, Commander in chief: theſe ſeveral 
Companies modelled as aforetatd, were fent out Apr. 27. 167 6. tO 
range the woods towards Haſſanameſer. 

Upon the 6.0f ay, they mer with a conſiderable party ofthe enemy: 
they were fir{t diſcovered by the Natick ſcours purſuing a Bear & at the 
krit nor diſcerning that the Vatzick Indian ſcouts belonged to our men, 
it gave ſore advantage to our forces, our Horſemen falling upon them 
betore they were well aware, killed and took of the Enemy about fix- 
teen, which they took notice of ar the preſent, although it was confeſſed 
by the enemy, that they loſt twenty that encounter . It was report- 
| ed that the ſounding of a trumpet without order, did much hure, but 
the Commander in chief affirmeth, that it was no diſadyantage to the 
ſervice in hand, it neither being heard by our own Foot, nor yet by the 
enemy, Ifany error was committed by the Engliſh Companies, it was 
in that the Horſe did not timely enough draw down from the top of the 
hill, whereby they came to be diſcovered by the enemy; who there- 
upon.made che more hiite co eſcipe: However it was no ſmall loſs 
to the enemy, ſome of che {[ in being known co be confiderable per- 
ſons, and it {truck ſuch a cerror into them, that they never dur? 
face our men afterwards, for although after our men returned to 
theic Quarters at AZesfield, they ſaw two hundred fires inthe night, 
yet they could never come near them again to fight any company of 
them : - bur che ſeaſon proving rainy, hindred any further purſuic 
of them ar that.time, And ſoon after this the ſouldiers being

viſited with ſickly diſtempers by reaſon of an Epidemical Cold at that 
time prevailing through the Country, they were for the preſent 
releaſed for the recovery of their health , with intent to. be cab 
led together again at a more convenient time;' this was done Ag 
the tenth, : - 
During this interval of time, upon a report that a party of the Ene- 
my that were diſcovered about Rehoboth, buſie in fiſhing in a River 
thereabouts, Capt. Brattle was ſent up about the 23d. of ay, who 
with the help of ſome of the Inhabicants, killed eleven or twelve of then 
without the'loſs but of one of our men: Had they not diſcovered ſome 
of ours on the oppoſite ſhoar, ic was conceived a greater ſpoile might

Bur in the nex: place we mult take notice of the proceedings of the 
enemy about C orneficne: The preateſt Body of them made towards 
Plimou'h Culony tarly in the, Spring as was ſaid before, where we ſhall 
Jeaver' em for che preſcnt, and ubſcrye what the remaintug part of 
them iid weltward, 

Yume {cittering partyes were $ku'king about Springfield, and thoſe 
lower rowns, upona ſal numke oi whom Capt. Holtoke (newly ch0- 
en Caprain of Sprin7fi-/4 tn he 1 00m of his father lately deceaſec jhand- 
{ciled his office, early i. the Spring : for baving notice of ſome of chem 
in thoſe woods, he mar ched afcer tiem with ren 5r twelve reſolute young 
men, and wati:8 hits 0p5n; runity, ſurprized them near the great Rt 
ver, ſoas two or thr ee of them wrre left dead upon the place, another 
mortally wounded, pot ontoan ifl ind in the river, where ic was con 
ciuded he took his lalt nights lodgi-s The other being ſorely wound- 
ed, was caken alive, and broughc home to Spring field, where he con- 
tefſed many things to one of the Inhabitants that underſtood their lan- 
guage, owring thetruch in many things againſt his own company, and 
toon after dyed of his: wounds, 

This was bu: a Preparative to an higher piece of ſervice, whici Capt, 
Hoelioke was ſoon aſter engagedin, and wherein he acquitted himſelt 
beyund expeRation, and taking more pains then ordinary, in making 
his recrear, he gat a Surfer, that ended. his dayes in September follow- 
ing about Boſtey, 

About the beginning of April likewiſe ſome of che Inhabitants a- 
bout Hadly, artending their tillage at Heckaram, within three miles 
et cae town, and having a guard of ſouldiers with them, yer three of 
the compa:y were caſually ſlain by a party of the enemy, that lay ih; 
wait for ſuch aa opportuaity, One of them was Mr, Goodman, a ge 
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con of the Charch, that went a liccle beyond the Command- of the: 
Soulc izrs that came to guard them, to view the fence of his own land : 

and cwo others that contrary te exprels order, would venture upon 
the rop. of an high hill, neer by,to take a needleſs and unſcaſonable view 
ofthe Country, were ſhot down by the enemy before they could re- 

cover their Corps au gard. 

But the great Company of the enemy, that ſtayed on that ſide of the 
Country, and about zarchuſer Hills, when the reſt went towards Pli- 
wouth, though they had been diſappointed in their planting, by the dearh 
of C anoncher, were loth to looſe the advantage of the fiſhing ſeaſon 
then coming in; Wherefore having ſeated themſelves near the upper 
Falls of Connefticut River, not far from Deer fi 4, and perceiving that 
| the Eng't{h Forces were now drawn off trom the lower towns of H.:4- 
lyand Northampton, now and then took advantag:sto plunder them 
| WH of their Cattle, and not fearing any aſſiul: from our Souldiers, grew 2 
WH lictle ſecure, while they were upon their Fiſhing deſign, infomuch that a 

couple of Engliſh lads litely taken captive by the enemy, and making 
WH their eſcape, acquairited therr friends at home how ſecure they lay in 
thoſe places, which ſo animated the Inhabicants of Hadly, Hat ficld and 
Northampton, that they being willing to be revenged for the loſs of 
their cattle, belides other preceding miſchiefs, rook up a reſolution with 
what ſtrength rhey could raiſe among themſelyes (partly out of gari- 
lon {oulcters, and partly of the Inhabitants) to make an aſſault upon 
them, which if it had been done with a little more deliberation, waiting 
tor che coming of ſupplyes exp:&t-d from Hartford, might have prove 1 
a fatal buſineſs to all che ſaid Indians: yer was the victory obtained more 
conſiderable then at frſt was apprehended. For not having much-above 
an hundred and fifty fighting men in their Company, they marched (i- 
lently in the dead of che night, Ay 18. and came upon the ſaid Indi- 
ans a little before break of day, whom they found almoſt in a dead 
ſleep, withour any Scouts abroad, or watching about their wigwams 
at home, for in the evening they had made themſelves merry wich new 
milk and roſt beef, baving lately driven away many of their milch cows, 
as an; Engliſh woman confefled, that was made to milk them. 

When they came near the Indians rendezvouze, they allighted off 
their horſes, and tyed them to ſome young trees art a quarter ofa 
miles diſtance, ſo marching up,they fired amain intotheir very wigwame, 
king many upon the place,and frighting others with the ſudden a: 
krm of their Gunns, made them run into the River; where the ſwiftneſs 
Athe ſtream carrying them —_ a ſteep Fall, they perifhedin the wa- 
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ters, ſome getting inte Canooes,(ſmall boats made of the barks of Bir 
chen trees) which proved to them a Charons boar, being ſunk, or over. 


fer, by the ſhooting of our men, delivered them into the like danger of 


the waters, giving them thereby a paſporc into the other world : other 
ofchem creeping for ſhelcer under rhe banks of the great river, were 
eſpyed by our men and killed with their ſwords; Capt. Ho/icke killing 
five, young and old, with his own hands from under a bank, Whenthe 
Indians were firſt awakened with the thunder of their gunns, they crie 
out 7ohawks, obawhkg, as if their own native enemies had been upon 


them : but the dawning of che light, ſ00n notifted their error,thoughit 


could not prevent the danger. : 
* Suchas came back ſpake ſparingly of the number of the (lain. ſome 


ſay there could not in reaſon beleſs then two or three hundred of them 
chat muſt neceſſarily periſh in the midit of fo many inſtruments of de- 
ſtruction managed 2gainſt them wich ſuch diſadyantages to thernſclyes 
Some of their priſoners afcerwards owned that they lolt above three 
hundred in that Camizado, ſome whereof were principal men Sachems, 
and ſome of their beſt fighting men that were left, which made the yi. 
Rory more conſiderable then elſe ic would have been; nor did they ſerm 
ever to have recovered themſelves aiter this defeat, bur their rv 
ine immediately followed upon it. Yer ſuch was the awfull hand of 
Providence, in the cloſe of this victory, mixing much bitter with the 


ſweer, that it might well be called a coltly yitory ro the Conquerors, 


that ſo no fleſh ſhould glory in it ſelf. 

The Indians that lay ſcattering oa both ſides of the river, after thy 
recovered themſelves, and difcovered the ſmall number of chem that 
afſailed them, turned head upon the Enpliſh, who! in their retreat 
werea little diſordered, for want of the help, of the eldeſt Captain, that 
was {9 enfeebled by ſickneſs before he ſet our, that he was no way able 
for want of bodily Rrength (not any way defeRive for want of Skill of 
courage) to aſliit or dire in making the retreat: For ſome of the & 
nemy fell upon the Guards that kept the horſes, others: parſued then 
in thereer, ſo as our men ſuſtained pretty much damage as they 
, retired, mifling after their return thirty.eight of their 'men :--And i 
Capt. Holioke had not played the man at a more then ordinary rat, 
ſometimes in the Fronr, ſometimes in the flink and reer, at ali times & 
couraging the ſouldiers, it might have proved a fatal buſineſs to the al 
ſailants. The ſaid Capr,Helrobes horſe was ſhot down under him; av 
himſelf ready to be aſſaulted by many of the Indians, juſt -coming” tp" 
bim, bus diſcharging kis, piſtolls upon one-or two-of them, whouit 
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with the Indians is New-Engpland. -- 
reſently diſpatched, and another friend coming up to his reſcue, he was 
'{ayed, and ſo carried off the ſouldiers withour any further loſs. 

It is confidently reported by ſome that were there preſent at this en- 
gapgement, that one told above an hundred Indians left dead upon the 
pi-ce; and another affirmed that he told near an hundred and forty

e I: is ſaid alſo by one preſent at the fight, tha ſeven or eight in the 
WW rect of the Engliſh, through hafle miſſed their way, and were never

| About ſeven dayes after this, they were minded to try the chance of 
War again, and ſee if they conld not recover their loſs, by returning 
tie !ike upon the Engliſh: For, 
1a 30. A great number of them appeared before Hatf:/4, fired a- 
boct twelve houſes and barns without the Fortification of the town, 
drivicg away multitudes of their Cattle, and their Sheep , ſpreading 
themſelves in che meadow near the town : which bravado ſo raiſed the 
eurage ut their neighbours at Haaly, that twenty five reſolute young 
men ventured over- the river, tO reiieve Hatfield in this diftrefs, who 
edarged the enemy with ſuch undaunted courage and reſolution ( Anda- 
ces fortuna juvat) that they beat Cown five or [ix at the firſt ſhot they | 
made, ſo making way through the thickeſt of their enemies, that lay 
ready to take aim at them behind every tree, as they paſſed by, yer they 
eſcaped all. their ſhot till they came within a little of the town they came 
tO recieve, where they loft five of their twenty five. ; 

The enemy being amazed at the reſolution of our men, being but fo- 
ſmall an handfull, that they fled immediately from the town, having loft 
twenty five of their men in the enterpriz*, 

The Council of the 44aſachuſcts, gathering by theſe proceedings of the 
Indians, that their deſire of peace was only to gain time, Ordered that

cez,and from thence accoding to mutual agreement , Ours marched on

S$7:2akvear, coming to Decrficla, & the great Falls thereabcu:rs, Fey ſent 
up the:z 5couts, but not hearing of the enemy, they marched up nv high. 
er,being in no good capacity co have gone further if there hd been cc- 
cx{ion, by reaſon of a tedious Storm of rain, which occationed much 
G4mageia their Amunition and Provilion, While our Forces lay about 
Deer ficl4, ſome of our ſouldiers rargirg lghced upon the Body of Capr, 
Turmr, tbour Greens River, in paſting of which ſtream he was ſuppoſed 
eo have received his mortal wounds, | 
While our Forces cont nued there.bouts, they did the enemy ſome lit- 
tle ſpo le in ſeizing much of their Fiſh, & goods ſtolen from the Engliſh, 
& hid in their burns, under ground; conjeRuring alſo thar they found 4. 
or 5. places where ſome of the Engliſh had been tortured co death by 
cruel burning, after they had bzen faltned between flakes ſer in the 
ground: but not mectins with any of the enemy, they all haſted home- 
wards, conceiving that having been forced from their quarters in rhoſc 
parts, they were drawn down lower, towards the Enpliſh plantations, 
eaſtward viz. Plimonth and the Ml iſſuchuſits, What ſucceſs C. Hendh- 
man's forces had iti their retiring homeward, and what they obſerved of 
the motion of the Indians, take in the words of his own Letter ene, 30.

fir of Philip, who was it feems with many hundreds of his Barbaroyg 
Followers fallen upon the Engliſh Plantations chere«bouts, and whither 
alſo a lirtle before, Capt. Brattle with 2 Troop of Horſe, and Captain 
Moſely with a Foot Company were ſent up from Be#ox to purſue 
after them, now Acking in great numbers into thoſe Woods, there 
was at this time no ſmall hope of ſurprizing Phil'p : ſeveral reports be- 
ing brought that he was ſeen in this and that place, not with above tw:n- 
ty or chirty men attending on him : but his time was not Fyer fully 
come, nor had he as yer fully accompliſhed all that miſchief, he wag 
like to be ſuffered todo: For upon fly 1ff. 1676. a'/party of his {n- 
dians committed an horrid and barbarous Murder upon Mr. Hezk;ah 
Fillet in Swanzy, an hopeful young Gentleman, as any in tioſe parts; 
they uſed frequently to keep a Sentinel on the top of their Houle, from 
a Watch-houſe built thereon, whence they could diſcover any Indians bc» 
fore they came near the houſe, but not heariag of the Enemy in thoſe. 
parts fer a conſiderable time, chat neceflury piece of circumſpeRion was 
omitted that day, whereby that deſerving perſon was betrayed into their 
cruel hands, for within a quarter cf an hour after he went out of his 
own doors, within ſight of his Houſe, he was ſhot at by three of them 
at orce, from every one of whom he received a mortal wonnd, they 
after cheir bar barous manner took off his head; and carried it away with 
them ( which yer was ſoon after recovered ) leaving the Trunk of his | 
body betund, as a ſad monument of their inhumane cruelty ; ctie ſame 
Indians, nor being above thirty in natmber, took away a Negro belong:

fice againſt chem, while their Horſemen being ;divided ivto two ſqua- 
drons to ride round the hill, fo that at the ſame initang, borh the Horſe- 
men-upon the two wings, and the Indians a foot ruſhing down ſuddenly 
upon the enemy/put chem into an horrible fright, making a lamentable 
onccry; ſome getting into the Swampe, the reit that were prevented by 
the Horſemen; and the friendly Indians coming ſo ſuddenly upon them 
were all caken-priſoners, Capt, Newbery wich his troop aliighting from 
their horſes ran into the Swampe after chem, where they killed arc leaſt 
an hundred, as was judged by ſome then preſent, taking alſo many pri- 
fohers out of thoſe habications of darkneſs, the enemy ſcarce daring te 
"mike any reſitance; for none of the Engliſh, and but one or ewo of uhe 


AMoheginr& Pequods were hurt in that aflauſe: Yer ir was affirmed by 
a Captain preſent on the place, that with thoſe they killed and cook at 
Warwick neck, in their return home (which were noc much above _ | 
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ot A Narrative of the Troubles 

that they killed and cook of the enemy at that time above three Eundred 
young and old, At the ſame time was taken the old Squaw of Narrhs- 
canſet, commonly called the old Queen. 

They were neceilitated with this booty to return homewards to gra- 
tifie the Mchroin & Pequod Indians that accompanied them, who bad 
done them ver + good ſervice in the purſuic, having loft one or two of 
their mea 1a che chaſe : Bar their rerurn home, was, as it proved in the 
{{ſaue, more beneficial, ten their longer ſtay might have been, to have 
made a fru'tleſs purſuit afcer Phzlip (whoſe time was not yer come al- 
thoogh baitmng agace) for in their return they mer ſixty of the enemy, 
a'l of whom they ilew and cook, fo as their Sword returned not empty, 

Within a few daves after, ewo hundred of the enemy within P/imonth 
JoriſgiQion being diltrefſed wich Famine, and fear of danger, came and 
ſubmitted themſelves ro the Goverment there ; Bur chree of che compas- 
ny were preſently dereRed of 4 cruel murther, and villanous aſſcult upon. 
one Mr, Clarkes houſe of Plmouth, by a well minded Squaw that was a- 
mong them (hoping that poſlibly ſuch a diſcovery would be pleaſing to 
the Engliſh) and accordingly adjudged forthwith to nndergoe eondign 
puniſhment, which the reſt that ſurrendred themſelves were no whit 
croubled at, ſuch kind of Villains, being alwayes exempred from all acts 
of favaur and mercy. Thoſe two hundred chat had newly ſarrendred 
themſclves,rhat chey might give ful praof ob their, fdeliry, offered co lead 
2 Party of the Engitſh to a pl:ce nor far off, where twenty more of the 
enemy might be ſurprized, amongit whom alſo was one, known to be 
a bloudy murth-:rer 0 8:1 Engliſh man that year before, accordingly 
eight Engliſh men rook fourceen of the ſaid Tndtans, and the next day 
brought tn alj the aforeſaid twenty of the enemy, with the ſaid murderer; 
who was preſently executed, the reit beinp accepted into favour, | 

Ir is affirmed likewiſe that five or fix Sachems'of Cape Cod, towards 
rhe eaſtern part of it, came with three hundred 7aaians tro make peace 
wich the Engliſh, on the 6:4. of 7+/y, one of the faid Sochems earnetly 
defirirg che Engliſh that none of them might be. ſuTered to ſell any 
ſtrong Liquors to the /14ans, the trading of which, poſſibly hach had 
no ſmall influence into the preſent miſchiefs. 

The next day, fly the 7ch. a ſmall party of onrs, with a few friendly 
or Chriſtian 1145avs wit") them, kiiled and took ſeven of che enemy ia the 
woods not far from Dr4haw, one of which was a N arrhas anſet Sarhbew, 
who ether himſelf, i::*0; med, or by ſome other at cha: time, \Certain- | 
rngelligence was brouyg/ ii to Boſtorr,that ſome of our enemy Indian weth |

eaſily get powder and amunition, that the Engliſh and they wete now ar 
peace: One of the ſaid Indians was the Sactiem of Spring field, a bloudy 
and deceitſull villain; Ir is hoped that he is new taken in he ſnare from 
whence be ſhall never be ſuffered ro eſcape, 

Philip by this time couid not but think his ruine haſtned apace; yet 
that he might, in imitation of him that ſtirred vp all this miſchief,cxpreſs 
the more wrath, becauſe he knew his cime was but ſhort, intended t 

oflible, to deſtroy one town more of the Engliſh before his turn came; 
wherefdre ſly, 11, with all the Force he could get, or that he had left 
he intended to ſet upon 7 auuton, having as was coriceived, many hun- 
dreds in his company .; but his defign being {trangly diſcovered by a 
Negroe, whom they bad taken captive a little before, thar having lived 
near the T»dians before, underſtood much of their Language, who ma- 
king his eſcape from them, acquainted the Inhabitants wich che plor,who 
having timely notice, furniſhed themſelves with Souldicrs, whereby 
they were able to repulle the enemy upon his firit approach: fo as he 
only fired cwo houſes, and then fled away: £Zxceps the Lord keepeth the 
City the Watehman watcheth but in vain, 

The 224, of this moneth of ?»ly, as is hinted before, the Companyes 
ſent from Coxcerd, Afay, 30. up towards Madly, having ſpeat much 
ume and paines in purſuit of Phi/ip all the Country over (whom they 
could nor yet overtake) baving tired themſelves with many long and te- 
dious Marches through the deſert woods, before they returned home 
ſome of them were ſent toward Mounr-Hope, yet was their labour well 
improved, and followed wich good ſucceſs at the laſt: for in ranging 
thole woods in Plimouth Coleny, they killed and toak, by the help of 
Capt. AZoſely's Company and Capt. Brattles Troop joyning with Major 
Bradfords Company of Plimonth Colony, an bundred and tifty Indians, 
with the loſs of never an Engliſh man, 

It was feared that Philip and his Company would have returned into 
the Nipnet Country, to preyent which, ſeveral Horſemen were ſent to 
guard the paſſage, but he lurked abont his own Country in ſwamps and 
other ſecret places, where he was as yet hid from the fighe of the Eq- 
gl:ſh, alchough many cimes they hapned t o lodge very near him, inſo- 
much as an Indian Captive promiſed intwo hours time :o bring our 
Souldiers to the very place where he was; but they not being” able to 
paſs the neareſt way, came 3 little too late, for they being ſo hotly pur- 
ſued, bafted away, leaving much of their treaſure behind them, thet* 
Kettles boiling over the fire, their dead unburyed, and ewenty of their 
party were oyercaken, that fell into the Engliſh hands : Phi/p _,

Sagamore obs, that came in 7 «ly 27. affirmed, thit he had never in- 
tended any miſchief ro the Engliſh at Brooke firld the laft year { near 
which Village it ſeems his place was) bur that Philip coming over-nighe 
amongR them, he was forced, for fear of his own life, to joyn with chem 
againſt the Engliſh, Aatooxar allo when he was: og. before the 
Council, and asked what he had te ſay for himſelf, confeſſed that he had 
rightly deſerved Death, and could expe no other, adding -wichal; thar 
if he had followed their Counſel, he had not come to this, for he bad 
often ſeemed to favour the Praying Indians, and the Chriſtian Religion, . 
but like Simon Zagus, by his after praRtiſe, diſcovered quickly, that, he 
had no part nor portion in that matter. = 
About this time ſeveral parties of Engliſh, within Plinrourh Jurifdi- 
tion, were willing to have a hand in ſo good a marter, as catching of 
Philip would be, who perceiving that he was now going down the wind, 
Were willing.to haſten his fall, Amonght others a ſmall party, 7aly 31.

The like terror was ſeen in others at that time, for within ewo dan 
after Capt. Charch, the terror of the Indians in P/imouth Colony, mar. 
ching in purſuit of Pb4/ip, with but chirry Engliſh-men, and twenty re 
conciled [ndians, cook twenty three of the Enemy, and the next day. 
lowing them by theic Tracks, fell upon their Head-quarters, and kik 
and took about an hundred and thirty of chem, bur with the loſs of on 
Engliſh man+ in this engagement God did appear in a more then ord 
nary manner to fight fer the Engliſh, for the Indians by their number 
and other advantages of the place , were ſo conveniently provided, thy 
they mighc have made the fir& ſhot at the Engliſh, and done them = 
damag2 ; bur one of their own Country-men in Capt. Churches Cu 
pany, eſzying them, called aloud unto them in their own Langwage, cellng 
them, char if they ſhot a Gun, they were all dead men; with which thy 
were ſo amazed, that they durſt not once offer to fire ar the Eli 
which made the viRory the more remarkable : Philip made 2 very oa:

Auguſt 6, An Indian willing to ſhifc for himſelf fled to Taxme,© 
fering'to lead any of the Engliſh that would follow him, to 8 parif* 
Indians, which they might cafily apprehend, which twenty atteWpey 
and accordingly ſeized the whole Company, to the number of twenty 
all but char $quaw Sachem her ſelf, who intending to make an ep 
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by, upon a Raft or ſome pieces of broken wood , but whether tired and 
ſpent with ſwimming, or ſtarved with cold and hanger, ſhe was found 
ſtark naked in FCetapoiſet, not far from the water-ſide, which made 
ſome chink, rbar ſhe was firſt half drowned, and ſo ended her wretched 
lite, juſt in that place where the year before ſhe had helped Philip to 
make bis eſcape ; her head being cut eff and ſet upon a Pole in Taunton, 
was known by ſome Indians then Priſoners, which ſer them into an hor-_ 
rid Lamentation , but ſach was the righreous hand of God, in bringing 
ac the laſt that miſchief upon themſelves, which they had without cauſe 
thus long aRed againſt others. 

Philip, like a Salvage and wild Beaſt, having been hanted by the En- 
gliſh Forces through the Woods, above an hundred miles backward an@ 
forward, at laſt was driven to his own Den, upon Aount-hope, where re- 
tiring bimſelf, with a few of his beſt Friends into a Swamp, which pro- 
ved but a Priſon to keep him faft, till rhe Meſſengers of death, came by 
Divine permiſſion to execute vengeance upon him, which was thus ac- 
compliſhed. | | 

Such bad been his inveterate malice and wickedneſs againſt the eng':ſh 
that deſpairinp of mercy from them, he could not bear that any thing 
ſhould be ſuggeſted ro him abour a Peace, inſomuch as he cauſed one of 
his Confederaces to be killed, for propounding an expedient of peace; 
waich ſo provoked ſome of his Company, not altogether ſo deſperate »$ 
himſelf, that one of them ( being near of kin to him that was killed ) 
fled co Road-Itland, whicher, thut ative Champion Capt, Charch was 
newly retired, to recruit his men for a little time, being much tired with 
hard marches all that week ) informing chemehat Philip was fled to 2 
Swam p in Afount- hope, whether he would undertake to lead them thar 
would purſue him, This was welcome news, and the bett Corditl, for 
{ach Martial Spirits; whereupon he immediately, with a ſmall Company | 
of men, parc Engliſh and part Indians, began another March, which 
ſhall prove faral ro Philip, and end that controverfie betwixt the engliſh. 
and him : for coming very early tothe fideof the Swamp, his Soul irs 
began preſertly to ſurround it, and whether the Nevil wore? eo bim 
In a Dream that niphr, as he did unto Sax!, foreboding his Tragical end 
(it marrers not ) as he intended to make his eſcape our of the Swamp, 
he was ſhor through the Heart by an Indian of his own Nation as 1s: 
ſaid, that had all chis while kept himſelf in a neutrality until this time, 
bur now had rhe eaſting yore in his power, by which he determined the. 
quarrel thar had held ſo jong in ſuſpence,in h1mn is ſo!filled whar was faid 
in the Proper, zp0 to thee that ſpoileft, aud tho waſt nt ſporlrd, and dealcft 

. treacherouſly 
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treachcronſly and they dealt not treacheronfly with thee , when thou faalt cef 
20 ſpoil thou ſhalt be {poiled, ana when thou ſhalt ak? an end to acal treachy 
rouſly, they ſhall acal treacheronfly with thee, Iſai, $3; I. 

With Philip ac this rrme fell ave of his cr ultieit Foilowers, of whon 
one was ſaid to be the Son of bis chief Captain, that had ſhot the firg 
Gun ac the Englith the year before, This was done Haguſt 12. 1696 
2a remarkable teltimony of divine favour to the Colony of Plimouth who 
had for their former ſucceſſes, appointed the I7th day of Auguſt fol. 
Jowing, to be kept as a day of ſolemn Thanksgiving ro Almighty God 
There having been ſo ſtrange a turn of providence obſerved in the lat 
ſucceſlcs obtained in and about Plimenth Colony, it may not be amijg 
bere to enquire into the occafions that did lead thereunto, and alſo ini 
the progreſs and continuance thereof, after the laughter of ?k41/;p tha 
grand Rebel. | . 

| Inthe precedent Narration frequent mention bath been made of one 
Capt. C h#rch, whom God hath made an inſtrument of lignal ViRtorie 

over che Indians in that Colony, and of great advantage in that reſpe4 

to that whole Juriſdiction, It hapened that the ſaid Capt. Chxrch ſome 
time ia 7 xc laſt, viz. of this preſent year, 1676, paſſing over in a Canoo 
from Tocaſſet to Ro4d-[ſlang, as he uſed frequently to do ( baving hal 
much impleyment upon the ſaid Neck of Land, fo called)ſeveral Indians 

whom he had known before at Lakenbam(a Village on Pocaſſet fde)beck 
ned co bim, as if they had a mind to ſpeak with him ; he having bad (o. 
much exper.ence as well as others of their Treachery, was not willing, 
to advencure preſently co come near them, bur when they ſcemed to 
urge very much; and made many figas to him,and at laſt laid down their 
Guns in his fight, he began to chink.with himſelf, chere might be ſome 
thing in che maccer morethen ordinary, therefore reſolved to go a little 


 _nearer.to the ſhore, and then he perceived they had a great minde to 


ſpeak wirh him, uſing much importunity for that end, inſomuch as ke 
ventured to go a ſhore amongſt them, having bur one Engliſh-man, and 
ewo Indians with him, he dire&ed them to keep off the Canoo, . while he 
diſcourſed with the Indians aſhore ; as ſoon as ever be came amongt 
them ; they cold him they were weary of fighting, and that they had 
fought ſo long by ?4:/ips inltigation, but they could not tell for what end, 
and therefore were reſolved they would fight no longer , and that which 
they deſired of him only was, that he would make way for them to 
Goyeraouc, that rhey might live quietly amongſt che Engliſh, as thi: 
hid done before, and that they would deliver up their Arms, or wow 
£9 Out with chem, if he pleaſed to accept 'of them, and fight for bit 
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to that end they deſired a time to parly with him, further about that 
buſineſs, at whar time and place he would appoint: He told them he 
would meer them rwo dayes after at Sacones, a piace up higher upon 
the ſaid neck, abut twelve a clock; accordingly he came to the ſaid 
place, and found the ſame Indians, with ſore others, and their Snnke 
WH $£444w, or chief woman of chat Indian Piantatios, there ready to meer 

him, 
| After they had fallen into diſcourſe about the beginning of the warr, 

as well as the ſucceſs and miſchief oft, they would have pur the blame 
WW off from themſelyes, and laid it upon the Engliſh: Bur he preſently 
WM convinced them by an undeniable evidence, that they firſt began the 
WH ware; For ſaid he upon this Pocafſee, 7 «ly, 7. 1675. you firſt fought with 
8 ſome of R-a4- /lend, whereof one was my own Servant, whoſe leg you 

brake, and the ſame day you ſhot at my ſelf and Company, before ever 
HT we medled wich you: They were fo fully convinced herewith, that 
they found nothing to rep!y, but fell into other diſcourſe about a peace, 
which chey ſeemed very defirous to obtain upon any «qual tearms, 4s 
was ſaid vefore. | 

There were about fiſteen of the Indians preſent, beſide their Swnke 
$444v (which is with us their Governeſs or Lady) ia corclufion = 
engaged for ever after to leave Philip, and to goe out with him, which 
they did forthwith, as ſoon as he had obtained a peace for them with 
the Governour, 

It is here to be minded, that theſe were not properly Philips Indians, 
but belonged to the Sakorer Sqnaw, who was nearly related ro Philip, 
and her Subjes had hitherto tought in Philips Qaarrel], till they ſaw 
nothing but miſery and miſchief like to be the iſſue of it to themſelves, 
as well as their nejghbours. Abont twenty or thirty of theſe Sakoxet 
1edians have conſtantly gone out with Capr. Church ever ſince, and nor 
only been faichfull and ſerviceable to him, bur very ſucceſsfall in every 
enterpriſe they have gone about, nor hath he loſt any of them in any 
Skirmiſh with the other Indians: And it 1s ſaid that this aQt of thele 
Indians broke Phi/ips bearr, as ſoon as ever he underſtoodit, fo as he 
never joyed after, or bad any ſucceſs in any of his defigns , bur loſt his 
men one time after another , till himſelf at laſt fell into the hands of 
theſe Indians under Capt. Churches Command : For at the ſwamp when 
Philip was {{ain, Capt, Church appointed an Engliſh man and an Indian 
to ſtand at ſuch a place of the ſvampe, where it hapned that Philip was 
breaking away, the morning being wet and rainy, the Engliſh mans gun 
' would not fire, the Indian having an old Musket with a large touch: hole, 
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' it took fire the more readily, wich which Philip was diſpatched, the bu. 
_ Tet paſſing directly chcough his heart, where Joab rthraſt his darts int 
rebellious £5/alem. 

Thus did divine vengeance retalliate upon this notorious Traitor, that 
had againft his league and Covenant, riſen up againſt the Government 
of Plizonth, to raiſe up againſt him one of his own people, or one that 
was in leapue with him, as he was wich the Engitſh : The Indian that did 
this execticion was called A/zerman of Sakonet chat had never Gone any 
act 6i hoſtility againſt che Engliſh, 

By theſe paſſages ic is manifel?, that as the hearts of all are ww the hand 
of Gia, ſo he twras them as be pleaſes, either to favour his people, or to 
hate and deal ſubrilly with his Servants, as ſeems good to hirn, 

Since this engagement with the Sakoner Indians, tO leave Philip, and to 
ge out with Caper, Charch, it is credibly affirmed, that ſuch hath been 
their ſuceeſs, that fince Zave aforeſaid, to the end of Ofober next iollow- 
ins, there have been ſeven hundred Indians ſubdued, either by kii'tng of 
eaking Captive, by the meanes of Cupt, Chreh and his Company, part 
Indians and part Engliſh, befdes three hundred that have come 1n v6- 
luatarily to ſubmit themſelves eo the Government of Plhwontk.; 

Ir appears thus by the ſequell of things, that after the Lord hath zc- 
eompliſhed his work upon his people, thac he is begioning ro call his & 
nemyes to 8n account, and puniſh chem for the pride of their hezvts,on] 
for all their treachery and ervgelty againk his Servants. 

Philips Captains haye run the ſame fate wich kimſelf, ſome before and 
me after his own Fa!l. 

In 7«zec lat one Tiafsg a great Captain of bis, bis wife and- child, ar 
elildren being taken, though ke efcaped himſelf at firſt, yer came 
fince and ſurrendred himfelf. | 

The next noted Captain of Plulips Int; ans that was brought in after 
Phil:ps death, was one ealled Teſpiquin, a: notorices Villain, next t0 
Philip, he was called the black Sachems ſon + It was this Teſpiquen thit 

burnt ſo many houſes in PAwoxth lately, Capt. Church with bis Contr 
pany were in purſuit of himin Seprewber laſt, ewo dayes before. the) 
could get near him, at the laſt on the third day, they found the track 
made by the, ſaid Te/piquins party, as they went to fetch apples from BM. , 
the Erigliſh Orcherds : This was ſomething a blind track, rherefore Wh, 
they were forced toceke up their quarters that night without diſco Wan 
ring any place of their Rendezvouze. The next morning about. 0100 Bl 0-4 
of the 6'ock, they came io their tir it Rendezvonze, from which twp 
Wes aeWiy £0re: at onea clock they Came to the ſecond, and mug 
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them there, they ſoon after came to the third crack, wherein after they 
had marched awhile, they perceived they grew very near them, by the 
crying of a cd waicit- they hear: rhe place was near Zakb:nham upon 
Picefſet neck, ſo full of buſhes that a man could not ſee a rod before 
hin: Capr, Charch ordered his men to march op together in one 
ranke, becauſe he diſcovered the Indians were laid in one Range by ſe- 
reral fires, ſo that by chat time they all came np into an even ranke 
prezty near together, wichin a few yards of them, as he had appointed, 
they all ſuddenly ruſhed alrogecher in upon them, and, carched hold of 
them, not ſuffering any to eſcape; there being about fifty of them in all : 
Teſprgiins wite and children were there, bur himſelf was abſent; as alſo 
one Facob, anda girie that belonged to that company, The Cap:ains 
leiſure would nor ſerve bim to wai: tiil they camein, (thouph the InJt- 
ans ſaid they might come that night) wherefore he choughe upon this 
projet; ro leave two old Sqwawes: mpon the place, with victaals, and bid 
tem tell 7eſp:qanry, that he ſhouid be his Captain over his Indians if he 
were found ſo itout a man, as chey reported him co bs; for the Indians 
had ſaid that Te/pignin could not be pierced by a builer, for ſzid they, he 
was ſhort twice, bur the bulle:s glanced by him and could nor hurc him. 
Thus the Captain marched away with his booty, leaving this Trap be- 
bind him to take the reſt; the rext moraing he came to ſee whar tis 
Trap bad catch'd, there he found Paceb aforeſaid (a notorious wrete®) 
Wadthe Sirle he miſſed before, but not Teſpiquin : Bar within 2. day or 
wo after, the ſaid Teſpiquix, upon the hopes of being made a Captain 

I Fi Capt. Charch, cameafter fome of the Gampany, and ſubmicred 
himſelf in the Captains abſence, and was ſent to P/jzveuth, but upon tri- 
al (which was the condition on which his being promiſed a Captains 
place under Capt. Chnrch did depend) he was found penetrable by rhe 
Enpliſh £unns, for he fell down at tbe firſt ſhot, and thereby received 
the jaſt reward of his former wickednefs. a4 

Abont a Forrnight after the ſurpriſing of Te/p;quin, was one 7 ofeſors 
ermpany taken, wherein were above fifty perſons: but Toto/ou bimfelt 
OO, and is out RY in Rebellion, unleſs vengeance hath eyertaken © S 

im fince, 

The next that was ſeized after the former, was one called Annawan ; 
a1ery ſubtle, pelicick Fellow, #nd one of Philips chief Counſellors , he 
bd zbont twelve men, and as many Women and Children in his Com- 
pany, who were diſcovered by their ſhooting ar the Engliſh Horſes, and" 
&her Catile, ſome of ,whot being taken, they made known 'the reſt. 
Capt, Chwrch at that time had bur Fee Evgliſh men, and ewenty 0” "Ihe ; 
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Theplace where this Annawar had beraken himſelf, was a ledge of Rocks 
inacceſlible, but at one place, which by a few hands, might eaſily have 
been defended againſt a great number of Aſlailants : but Capt. Church 
by direRion got up to their Wigwams before they were aware: and 
pleaſantly rold A»»awey, that he came ro ſup with him that night, 
whereat the ſaid 4»nawas ( who had fallen flit upon the Earth, exp: 
ing to have bis head cur off ) looked up and cried T aubat, in their Lan- 
puape, thank you, as one bang much affefted with-the generoſity of our 
Engliſh Captain, they found ſome ofthe Engliſh Bret boyling in their 
Kettles: After Supper much diſcourſe had with the ſaid Annawar, they 
lay down to ſleep together in the Wigwam 2 Capt. Charch laying one 
of his legs upon Anawars Son, and the ocher upon. himſelf, chat he 


might bave notice, if any of chem offcred to ſtir : afcer midnight Ann. 


was roſe up, and Capt. Church was preſently awake, and intended to 
watch af.er his Priſoner : he thought at the firſt he might have gone 


forth upon ſome neceſſary occaſion; bur not long after, he retarned. . 


apain, baving ferched out of a Swamp hard by, rwo Horns of Powder 
and a large Belt of Peag, ſuppoſed to be Þ4hi/ips Bele, 81l which he delive- 
red co Capr, Church, in way of thankful ack1owledgement of his cour- 
reli, Among(t other Diſcourſe that paſſed between them, concerning 
the occaſion of the War, and carrying:of it on; the Indian would fain 


bave excuſed Pz1ip, and layd the blame apon the Praying Indians (| 


they are diſtinguiſhed from orhers by that CharaQer ) and others 0f 
the younger ſort of his Followers, who coming with cheir ſeveral cales 
( wh:ch he likened to ſticks laid on a heap) rill by the mulcitudeof 
them a great fice came to be kindled-: they make much uſe of parabolical 
expreſiions; for ſo ſaid Solomon, Where no woed 12, there the fire goeth out; 
{o:mwbere there 11 motale- bearer, the frife ceaſeth, Prov. 26. 20, But Phil 
had had large and long experience of the gentleneſs and kindneſs of the 
Zagliſh,.boch to himſelf and to his People, ſo-as.unleſs he had born an 
evil and malicious mind againſt the Engliſh, he would never have heat- 
kened to-thoſe ſtories, contrary ro bis faichful. promiſe and Allegiance. 

The ſaid Anvawas confeilcd alſo, that He did believe by all choſe late 
eccurrents, that there was a great God, that over-ruled all:;. and that 
he bad found, that whatever he had done to.any of thoſe, wherker lad 


ans or Engliſh, the ſame was brought npon himſelf in after time. He: 
eonfeſſcd alſo, that he ha@pur to death feveral of the Engliſh, chat they. 
" had caken alive, ten in one day : and could not deny,. but-rhat: ſome 06; 
them had been. tortured: and now he could not bur ſee. che juſlice%) 
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But whatever his confeſli>ns of this nature were, being forced fr om him 
by the power of Conſcience, after he was delivered up to Authority, he 
was put to death, as he juſtly had deſerved. 

Ic is ſaid thar Philip when he firft began his Reb-lfion, had about three 
hundred fighting men under him, belides thoſe that belonged to his 
K'ns-woman, HFetamoe, drowned about T axxtoy, that had almoſt as ma- 
ny under her, as bhimſ:lf, And one Qurnopin, a Narrhbaganſer Sachem, 
thac lived near him, and joyned with him in his quarrel wich the Engliſh: 
Bur it is certain thac there are ſcarce any that are now left that belonged 
to either of them : ſo as although the Almighty hath made uſe of them 
to be a ſcourge to his People, he hath now turned his hand againſt them, 
to their utter deſtruRion, and extirpation from off che face of che earth, 
peradventure to make room for others of his People to come in their 
room, and in their ftead. 

As for the reſt of the Narrhaganſers, that joyned in Philips quarrel, 

t iS already declared, what end they were come unto, AS for the reſt 

of the Indians, whither Aipner, Naſhaway, Pacomptuch, or Haadly and 

Spring field Tadians , it is not ſo certain what is become of them z Bur 

after theic ſeparation one from the other-about 7=ly /aft ,, it was obſer- 

ved by all the Tracks in thoſe Woods, they weot {till weſtward, anda- 
bout the middle of X»g»f laſt, a great party of them were obſerved to 
paſs by eff field, a ſmall Town to the weſt of Springfield, and were 

. Judged co be about two bandred : News thereof being brought ro Mar 
jar 7 alcot, he wick the Souldiers of ConneHicut.Colony under his com- 
mand, both Engliſh and Indians, purfued after them as far as Fuſorus> 
nog River (in the middle way betwixt zyeft field, and the Darch River, 
and Fort Albany) where be overcook them, and foughe with them ; kil- 
ling and caking Priſoners-forty five, whereof twenty five were fighting” 
meo, wichoue the loſs of any one of his Company beſides a «Mfobegin 
Indian : many of the reſt were ſorely wounded,as appeared by the dab- 
bling of che Buſhes wich blood, as was obſcrved by them thar followed 
them a little further. | ae 

Ic is written ſince from A7baxy,that therewere ſundry loſt beſides the 
forty five forementioned, to the number of threeſcore in all; and: alſo 
that an handred and twenty of them are fince dead of ſickneſs; fo as 
Vengeance ſeeths to-be-purſying.of themas well as the reſt. 


| Several of their Friends that belonged to Nahawey, and the places 
ad;oyning, repaired to Pa/catagqoe, boping to ſhrowd themſelves under 
Fo honeſter Indians about Znrchecho, nnder hag 3 
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of a Dedaration ſet. out by the Governour and Council of the Haſs 
chuſers.in che beginning” of 7=ly laſt; but ſome of our Forces, nndex 
Capt. Hathorne and Capt. F:/1, with the help of Major F'a/dew, Captain 
Froſt, and others reſiding in thoſe parts, being then in a readineſs, ep4- 
rated che vile, and wicked from the reſt, and ſent them down to rhe Gy. 
vernour at Bofon, where cight or nine of the Ring-leaders, ſuch as ong 
eyed Jobs, Sapamore Sim of Nafeaway, chief Actors of the late out. 
rages, and bloudy wmilchicfs had juſtice done upon them ſoon after, 
As for the Miſlacres znd Calamities that befel the Enpgiiih further 
Eaftward, they ſhall ia the ſecond part of this Narrative be declared, 
The Indians being thys diſperſed ſeveral wayes, were firzngly con- 
founded, and deſtroyed one parcel afcer anorher, untill there was none 


fefein the weſtern or ſouthern parts, that durft make any oppolttion all 


the following part of che year, 

As for thoſe that fled weſtward toward Alpary, we ſhall there leave 
them for the preſent, wiſhing we may never hear more of them : Only 
a perſon of Qualicy informeth, that at Hartford, in September Jait, he 
was preſcat ar the examination of ane Choo, an Indian, formerly of 
K Connel7 icut, but one of the Narrhecanſet Fort the laſt winter, who con- 

felſed thac he was one of that Company of Indians that went weftward 
the moneth before toward Hud/ons River, but after the fight at Auſotan- 
noog, he ſaid he returned back to Connettiout for fear of rhe Atehaphy, 
and that he lay hid 2bout Farmington, till he was almoſt ſtarved, and 
then he went to the Sea-fide, tro make uſe of the Oiſter: bank at Strat- 
ford for his relief, where he was eſpyed by the Indians, and fo brought 
ta. Hartford. | 
" He affirmed, that there were above two hundred and fifry fighting 
men among! thoſe Is4jaxs that fled weſtward, beſides women and chil 
dren, #nd that near two hundred of them paſſed the great River below 
Atbany, and were ſheltered by the Indians of that place, called Afobe- 
gangers, bur about eigbry ofthem tarried on the hicher fide of that River 
near a Dutch village. © But he being convicted of bghting againſt che 
_ Exgli/s,was condemned to dye, and executed about rhe ſame time. 

Some few of the reſt were skulking about the Narrhaganſer Country 
che lat Fall, hoping to ſhelter themſelves under Vncas, but he not wil- 
ling to give them countenance againſt the mind of his friends at Conne- 
#ict, bath fince abandoned them to ſhift for themſelves, who Have bet 


moſt of ckem taken and brought in priſoners to the Engliſh this winter, 
. Abont the Moneth of OFeber laft, Mr. Sraxtos chanced to come Tom: 
Seacorke with three Indians in his company Pequaas, or Mohegins, they-.. 
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hearing by a Captive at one of the next towns that there was a parcel 
of the enemy nor far off, preſently lefe Mr, Srautcy, and purſued after 
chem, whom rhey ſoon after overtook, and made chem al! priſoners ; 
amor:git chem was an old man, rot able co goe their pace, bur promiſing 
to come afrer them, they ſpared his life : bur as ſocn as the men re- 
tcined at right from hunting, the old man cold them what had befalne. 
tieir women and children; whereupon the nex: morring they preſently 
following after them, overtook them, and ſo reeovered the p: :ſoners, 
and lew one of the three that carried them away; the other two bardly 
eſcaped, one of them is called Major Symon , being part a Pequed and 
part a Narrhagan(et , bur of extraordinary [treagih and courape; he 
q perceiving the danger they were in, challenged to tight hand to hand 
wich any tive of them with their hatchets, buc they unwilling to hang 
their ſucceſs upon the hazzard of a ſingle Combate, came all towards 
tim ar once, whereupon firſt diſcharging his gun amongſt the whole 
Company, he brake through them all by force, and ſo eſcaped their 
hands, with one more that was one of bis companions, T his Symon hath 
ſizce been very aRive in kiliing and taking maay of the enemy, ſome fay 
that he with his own hands bath raken ard killed above threeſcore, and 
eicher ont of hatred to the enemy, or love co the Knglifh, is this laſt 
week-gone with the Souidters to the eaftward, in purſuit of our quar- 
rel againſt chem in thoſe parts, | | 
A: another time rot long before, when he was ont againſt rhe enemy; 
he came ſuddenly upon a great number of them, as they were ſpread 
u:der a leep banks, trom whence leaping dewn into the mideſt of them 
be killed diverſe, and took orhers ; tighting it ſeems is a recreation tO 
him, for. he 1s ſeldome at home above four or five dayes toperher, 
Same ſay that in one of his former expeditions, being much wearigd 
and ſpent, he laid bim down to fleep, but rowards morning he fell inco 
a dream , wherein he apprebended che Indizns were npon him, where 
ſuddenly riſing up he eſpyed the Indians coming toward him; bue pre- 
| ently preſenting Þis gunns againſt them, he ſo trighred chem, rhar they. 
gave kim an oppertunicy to make an eſcape from 2 multirude of them. 
Since the beginning of December laſt, News coming down to Boſton, 
that miſchief was done about Sezcoxh, and Rehiborh, by ſome remain- 
der oi rhe Indians thereabour, killing cheir ſwine and horſes; ſeveral of 
47:ifiel4 went out after them, and purſuing them by their track, came 
upon a ſm4ll party, of whom they took three, one of which eſcaped, 
while ſome of the company were going after the ret ; They which were 
| taken confeſſed there were a parcell about threefcore, toar were lurking 


up 
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up and down in thoſe Woods, the ſaid two Indians were brought inty 
Boſton, Jan. 8. 

A Commiſfion was formerly granted to Peter Ephraim an Indian of 
Natick , to go out in purſuit of chem, with twenty nine of bis Com 
ny : a few of the Engliſh went with chem from edfield, who being 
tired with marching in the Snow ſoon returned, The Indians kept on 
in their deſign, an! l;ghred upon a conſiderable party of the Enemy, hz 
ving traced them, tl they found where they lodged over nig't , 
they ſurrounded them early1n the morning, as their manner is, and 
then offered them quarter, if they would yield: eight reſolute fellows 
refuſed, who were preſently ſhort down, the relt were all fc'z d, the 
whole being in number forty ewo. This was done abont the middle of 
7 annary lait, fir.ce which time, ſeveral ſuch exploits have been done by 
them. 

Pay. 23. laſt, The ſame Company of Natick /x4tans took two and 
twenty of the Enemy, among which were five able men, and five Arms: 
rhey ſent the Priſoners home by five of their Company, the reſt went 
further in the chaſe, | 

Fan. 26, laſt, Another parcel of the Enemy were brought in, eightin 
number, of whom kve were men, among{t whom was the Indi.n call:(' 
Cornelias : who three years ſince was indiRted for killing an Englifh- 
mans Cow; upon which he is ſaid to have uttered ſevera! threacning 
ſpeeches, that he would kill Engliſh men, and their Cows too, which” 
was now remembred againſt him, when he was in particular called tg 
account, for having an hand in killing ſome of the Engliſh and Indians 
alſo in league wirh us, for which he was ſentenced to dy, and was accor- 
dingly executed on Feby.15, laſt. 

Concerning the reſt of the Indians, either in the Colony of Plimonth, 
Connefticut, or the Maſſachuſets, there is no occurrent more of mo- 
ment come to light, ſince the end of Auguſt laft, ſave what is laſt mer 
tioned before; yet IS it very remarkable that alchough tearms of peace 
were offcred to all that would come in and ſurrender themſelyes {as 
appears by a Declaration put out 7=iy laſt) and that a Nipner Sachem 
called ?ohn, did thereupon with a conſiderable number of his Company 

come in, and offer themſelves, and were accordingly ſecured of thar 
lives, and other concernments, yet did that treacherous Varlet make 
an eſcape away, this winter from Capt. Prentices Houſe ( under whoſe 
charge he was put, about Cambridge Village) and with above twenty 
more fled away into the Woods, to ſhift for himſelf, amongſt the reſts : 
his bloody Companions, they were preſently purſued, but had gone 
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toofaſt and too far to be overtaken ; whither it were conſciouſieſs ot 
their own guilt, that having had an hand in che bloud of the Egliſh, 
they feared vengeance hung over their heads : or whither they iikv4 
'nort the Engliſh manners fo well, as to be confined tchereunto.; wild 
ercatures ordinarily love the liberty of the woods, betret than the res 
Rraint of a cage. They made none acquainted with their defigne bes 
fore they went away, and as yet lirtle account can be given of chem : on» 
ly it is known that one or two of their number haye fince been killed, 
and that one or two of their Families are entertained by VUncas, buz 
what is become of the reft is yer uncertain : There were but ſeven. of 
the Company men; ſo as they are not capable ro do much miſchief, 
Some of late Fave trayailed through the woods to Connecticut, 
buc met with ns Indians, nor did they hear of any in their pailing be- 
tween that place and this. | 


And beeauſe in the preſent IV aw ative,there hath been frequent men- | 


tion made of Vnces the Aeobegin Sachem, and of his Faichfulnels to the 
iorereſt df che Engliſh, 1 adde 1n this place, that it is ſuſpeR*d by them 
thit knew him belt, thac in his heert he is no better affeRt<d to the En- 
ef; or their Religion, ten the reſt of bis Country-men; tid chat "it 
hath been his own adrantage, that hath led him co be thus cr uete them 
who haye upheld him, as formerly againſt the Pequoas, fo of latE again 
the Narrhages/cts; yet hath he not long fince been convinced of the 
truth of our Religion, and vanity of his own, as himſelf hath ſolemnly 
confeTed; which will evidently appear by this following paſſage, which I 
ſh:il here repreſent juR as it was, from under the hand of that Reve- 
rend perſon it relates unto, viz. Mr. F:tcv, Paſtor of the Church as 
Norwich, near unto which Vnce bis place is. | 
There was 2 great drought the laſt Summer, but as it ſeems, is was 
more extream in thoſe parts then wich us about che Afaſſachuſers, and 
although probably, the Kngliſh might have prayed for rain themſelves 
- without any motion from the Indians, yer their addreſs to the ſaid Mr. 
Fitch on ſuch an account, with the conſequences thereof, is very re;

* for that purpoſe. The day being come, it proved a cleer day without 
* any clouds, untill nigh ſun ſetting, when we came frem- the Mectin 

* and then ſome Clouds ar ofe,the next dayiremained clondy, then Vc, 
* with many Indians came to my houſe, Vacas lamented there was ſuch 
* want of Rain; I asked whether if God ſhould ſend us rain, he would 
© not attribute it to their Powawes : He anſwered no, for they had done 
* their nttermolſt and all in vain : I replyed, if you will declare it before 
* all theſe Indians, you ſhall ſee what God will doe for us; For al:hough 
* this year he hath ſhewn his anger againſt the Engliſh, and not only a- 
* 62in{t the Indians, yet he hath begun to fave us, andI have founq by 
* experience twice in the like caſe, when weſought him by Faſtinp ang 
* Prayer, ke hath given us Rain, and never denyed us. Then Una 
* made a great ſpeech to the Indians ( which were many) confe ſfizg that 
* if God ſhould then ſend rain it could not be aſcribed co their poway- 
* ing, buc muſt be acknowledged to be an anſwer of our prayers, This 
© day the clouds tpread more and more, and the next day there was ſuch 
*plenty of rain, that our River roſe more then two foot in height, 


By all that is recorded in the Narrative foregoing,there are none into 
whoſe hands it ſhall come, but will be ſenſible thar the preſent time hath 
been a day of great rebuke & trouble co the poor peopleſojonrniepin 
this wiiderneſs, upon whom ſundry calamities have broke in at oree this 
laſt as well as in the former years: in many places they have been viſited 
wich ſickneſs, and mortality more then in many years before, depriving 
them of many worthy and uſefull perſons , among{t others the loſs of 
Mr. 7oby Vintbrepe the late worthy Governour of the Colony of Co1- 
weAicut, is as it ought, much lamented by all, who dred ac Bofox, April 
5. 1676, inthe 73. year of his age, whither he was occaſionally calied 
the laſt winter to fic with the reſt of the Commitkoners, of che united 
Colonyes, to conſult about the great affairs of them, now newly enga- 

Edin theſe troubles from the Heather, He was the eldeſt ſon of the 
amous Governour of the A4s[[achr/its, decealed, March, 26, 1649. 
Prolti fmilima Parenti, The memory of the Father, though he dyed lo 
Jong ago yet lives ſtill in the minds of the ſurviving Genetation, and is 
like to continne much longer, by the remembrance of the eminent vice 
tues found in this che eldeſt of his off-ſpring, who being not long after, 

or about that cime called to take up his refiderice in that Coiony, was by 

the imporcunity of the people there, prevailed wich to accept of che 

GoveraGurs place, which for a long umeafter,he held over thar cho 
choueh./ 
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thonph annually choſen thereunto, being ſo well furniſhed with many 


excelent endowments, as well moral as political and philoſophical, which 


rendred him moR fit to be an healer of thar people. - Though we are 
dealing in another ſubject, yet ſhall not paſs by his Tomb, as we goe a- 
long, without paying the homage due to the memory of ſo henourable 
a Gentleman, 
After all the forementioned Calamityes and croubles, it pleaſed God 
to alarme che town of Boſton, and in them the whole Country, by a ſad 
Fire, accidentally kindled by the careleſneſs ofan Apprentice, that ſate 
up :00 late overnight, as was conceived, which beg2n an hour before 


day, continuing three or four, in which time it burned down co the. 


ground forty hx dwelling houſes, beſides other Buildings, together wi:h 
z Meeting-houſe of conſiderable bigneſs 1 ſome mercy was obſerved 
mixt wich the judgment; for if a great rain had not continued all the 
time (che roofs and walls of cheir ordinary buildings confiſting of ſuch 
combuſtible matter) that whole end of the town had at that rime been 
conſumed. | 
Whereby we ſee that God by his providence ean turn our dwellings 
15to aſhes, without the help of either forreign or domeſlick enemies- 
Which conſideration may awaken all from ſecurity, and confidence in 
theſe uncertain and unſtable poſſeſſions, that have no krmer Foundati-

already beew made of great drouble with the Pequod Indians, at the firf 
filing of the Plantations wpeow Conneticat River, that I may wake even, 
though wot ever meaſars, 1 ſhall in the laft place give this following actonut 
thereof, either left awder the baud: of [ach a3 commenatrd in ohief in that att 
en, or from the woutbes of ſow faithful Winneſſes, that were not only then 
preſent, but perſonally copetrned and rugaged in that Service.

Here was a Nation of the Indians in the Southern parts; of New- 

t Enplesa, called Prayeds, ſeated ona fair Navigable River, twelve 
miles tothe Eaſtward of the mouth of the great and famous River of 
Cexn:(icot ; who ( as was commonly reported about rhe time when 
New-England was firſt planted by the Kngliſh) being a more frerce, 
cruel, and warlikxe People then the reft of the Indians , eame - down our 
of the more ialand pars of the Continems, and by force ſeized upon 6he 
of the pood(icſt place's-nezr the Sea, and became 2 terr our 0 all their 
| > 0 Neigh- 
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Neighbours, on whom they had exerciſed ſeveral aQts of inhumanecry 
elry , inſomuch that being fleſhed with Victories over their Fellow-Ingj 
ans, they began to thirit after rhe blood of any Forreigners, Eng 
and Datch char accidentally came amongſt them, in a way of Trade, 
upon other Accounts. | |

In the year 1634. they treacheroufly and cruelly murthered Captain Mt 
Stoxze, and Captain Nortos, who came occaſionaliy. with a Bark into the / 
River to Trade wich them. Not long af:er, within the compaſs of the Ml 
next year, they in like treacherous manner, flew one Mr, O/4ham ( for. MW! 
merly belonging to New- Pl:imoath, but at that time an Inhabitant of the [ 
«A aſſachuſas,) at Block 1land 2 place not far from the mouth of i" 
their Harbour, as he was fairly Trading wich them : beſides ſome othe Ml" 
ſuch like as of pertideous cruel:y towards ſome of the Dutch, tha Ml * 
had formerly been trading up Conneticnt River : by which pravtiſc Ml , 
perceiving that they began to ſtink in the noſtarils of their Neighbours, 
whoſe revenge they now began to fear, and not willing ro have to ded Ml * 
with too many Enemies at once, they imitated the ſubrlety of the Chil | 
dren of Ammon, when they begin to ſtink before David; endeavour- li 
ing to ſtrengthen themſelves with allyance of ſome of thoſe they hal Ml * 
formerly proyoked, that by their afliſtance they might defend then- j 
ſelves againſt the relt, not doubting but co make their part good wit Ml © 
their forreign Enemnes, if they could be reconciled to their India Ml © 
Neighbours, the Narrhagasſers, or other home-bred Enemies, if thy 
conld but fortife themſelves by a League of Friendſhip with any of ther hr 
forreign Neighbours that were newly come to.plant in theſe parts. To p 
this end they ſent. Meſſengers with gifts tro the AZafſache{ers in the la: Ml © 
ter end of the ſame year 1634. the firſt Meſſengers were diſmiſſed with M 
Out an anſwer : but they being ſenſible of their own danger, and of theM 
great importarce a peace with the Engliſh of the 37aſſachuſets might be, Ml [+ 
purſued the buſineſs very earneſtly, ſending Meſſengers a ſecond time, ſe

cunningly inſinuated their deſire that their new Confederates, the 24-/- 
1s WY /<4vfer5 fhould mediate a peace for them with the Narrhaganſers , inti- 
mating likewiſe their willingneſs that a parc of the Preſent which they 
promiſed: to ſend ſhould be given to them, ſtanding ſo much upon their 
. WW £900ur, that they would not bz ſeento give any thing themſelves ; ſuch 
oy 945 che pride and height of Spicic lodged in this company of Treache- 
iy V1liains, the Dregs and Lees of the Earth, and Drofſe of Man- 

kinde, | 

As for Capt. Stone's death they ſlily evaded the guilt of it, falfly ad- 
ding that there were but two lef: thar had any hand therein, and that ic 
W:S a juſt quarrel wherein he was ſlain: for, ſaid they, he ſurpriſed 
lvme of our men, and would by force have compelled them to ſhew him 
tne way up the River, whereupon che ſaid Stoxe cotting aſhore, with two 
more, was watched by nine of our men (ſay they) who finding them a- 
ileepin the night, flew them to deliver our-own men, one of whom go- 
ing afterward to the Barque, it was ſuddenly blown up, whereas che 
truch of the matter was thus, | 

The ſaid Capt. Sroxe formerly belonging to Chrifo pers in the weſf- 
Jraies, occaſionally coming co theſe pirts, as he paſſed between this 
paceand Y;rginia put in at that River, where the Indians after they had 
been ofcen on board his Veſſel ro trade with him; at the laſt came friendly 
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bin, cook the opportunity tro murther him as he lay, caſting. a Cover- 
ing over him char he might not be diſcerned by the reſt whom they pre- 
ſently after diſpatched one after another, all but Capt. Neyren,who made 


the Barke,till the gun-powder which he had ſer in an open veffeil, to be 
more ready for his uſe, accidentally took fire, by which fatal accident: 
he was ſo burned & his eyes ſo blinded that he could nor make any lorg- 
er reſiſtance, but forthwith fell inco the hands of cheſe cruel and bloud- 
thirty wretches, who after they. had raken away his life made a prey of 
all that was in the Veſlell. 

As for Mr. O/4mas he was indeed murthered at an Iſland called by the 
Indians 4{aniſſes (fince known among the Ergliſh by the name of Block- 
Ifissd) bac thoſe that mar chered him (probably Inhabitants of che ſgid 
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0n board as they uſed to doe, but finding the Captain aſleep in his Cab--. 


tour reliſtance, for along time defending himſelf in the Cook-room of - 


Wand) fled'preſently 'to the Pcgr0ds, by whom they were ſheitered, _ 
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ſe became alſo guilty themfelyes of his bloud, which ere long was 6 
mages by them, as 1s in the next place to be declared. | 

The Engliſh of the 47«ſſ«chnſcrs after the peace concluded. with thy 
Pequods, (ent a Barke thicher for crade, that trial might be. made of tie 
reality of their friendſhip, bur they found them treacherous and tile 
and chat no advantage was to be had by any commerce wich them, nlp 
much as they rook up a reſolution never more to have to doe with then, 


which the ſ«1d Indians perceiving, made mo account of the former pexc, 


but cook all advantage to do us miſchief, not only by barbouring thok 
who bad murchered Mr. 0/4b.w, but ſurprizing many of the Engl 
in the year 1636. when Connefticas River began firſt ro be planted, & 
yers of whani were killed ( nine at onetimein April 1637.) by then 
abous wethersfield, when the Plantatioa then firſt began, ſo as they cou! 
not paſs up and down the River wichout a Guard, but they wouid bei: 
danger of being cur off or carried away, as two Maids were faid to be, 
thiriy men bave been killed by them in all; thoſe wio fell into ther 
hands alive, were cruelly.corcured after a moſt barbarous. manner, bj 
inſulting over chzir Fciſoners in a blaſphemous wiſe, when in rheir 
ing Agonics, under the extremity of their pains ( their fleſh being fir) 
1] :ſhed with knives, and chen filled wich burning Embers , they call 
upon God and Chrilt wich gaſping groans, reſigning up their Souls in 
ty cheic hands ; wich which words theſe wretched Conits uſed; to. mod 
the Engliſh afterward; when they came within their bearing and v1y, 
Abour the ſawe time ſome Agents ſent over by the:Lord Say, andiie 
Lord Brock, built a Fort at the mouth of ConneFicart River , where 
was placed one Lieutenant Gardiner, and a convenient number of Sou 
djers to ſecure the place, intended ſoon after to be planted, bur all ti 
wiatcr following ( /c:/.) in the end of the year 1636. they were, lit 
better then belieged by the ſaid Salvages, not daring to ftir our of con- 
mand of the Fort, bur they were ready to be ſeized by theſe their bu 
 barous Enemies: At one time the Lieutenant himſelf wich ten 
twelve of the Souldiers, marching our of the Fort, with an intentt! 
paſs over a Neck of Land, to bura the Marſhes, as ſoon as ever thy 
were paſled over the ſtreight of the Neck, they eſpyed a Company 
Indians making cowards = ſaid Imus, which if they could not rec? 
ver, they ſee they muſt all periſh, whereupon retarning back with 4 
ſpeed, they very narrowly eſcaped, and wexg two or three of them 
. led notwithſtanding, before they could ger bagk into the Fort, wid 
was preſently ſurrounded with mulicudes of them ; buc the difchargiy 
#f a piece of Qreduance gave chem warning to Keep, further from ®

Walls:ſometimes they came with their Canooes into the river in view of 
the Souldigrs wittiin the Fort, and when they apprehended themſelves 


th WY out of reach of their gunns, they would imitate the dying groans & invo- 
WM cations of the poor Captive Engliſh, which the Engliſh Souldiers were 
i. i forced with ſilent patience to bear; not being then in a capacity to requite 
{0 their infolent blaſphemyes. Burt they bzing by theſe horrible outra- 


ges jaſtly provoked to indignation, unanimouſly agreed to joyn their 
Forces together to root them out of the earth with Gods Aſli- 
ſtance, 


” The Colony of the afachuſers did immediately ſer about it in the 
WM latter end of the Summer (1636) by ſending our fourſcoce men under 


the Command of Capt, Enaicot of Salem, who went to the Pequod Count 
try by water, with Commillion to treat wich the ſaid Peguods, firft offer- 
ing terms of peace, if they would ſarrender the Murtherers of the En- 
g1:ſh, and for bear further aQts of hoftiliry, or elſe fight them. 
: The Captain aforefaid comiog aſhore with his Company, by a meſ- 
WM fog: ſeat them by an interpreter, obtained ſome little ſpeech with a 
"WM great number of chem at a diſtance, but after they underitood whar 
WW was propounded to them, firſt cnnningly getting b<chind a hill, 
they ,prefently ran away into the Woods and Swamps, where there 
was no purſuing of them : however one diſcharging a gun among them 
as they were taking their fl.ght, Rtayed che courſe of one, Which was all 
that could be done againſt them for that time, 

Winter approaching, and no encourapgeinent preſenting further to 
purſue them, at chat time it was reſolved b:tter ro return back for the 
preſent, and wait a further ſeaſon when more Forces could be gathered 
together co purſue the quarrel to the utmoſt, 

During this interim the Pequoads perceiving that they had by ſeveral 
late injuryes and ourr ages, drawn upon themſelves the hatred ot all the 
Engliſh,as well as of their own people by former wrongs; and diſtruſting 
their own abiliry co deal with them all at once, did at the latt by all fub- 
tle inſinuations, and perſwaſions, try to make their peace with the Nar- 
rhagenſets,” uling ſuch Arguments as to right resſon ſeemed not only 
pregnant to the purpoſe, bur alſo (if revenge that bewitching and plea- 
fing paſſion of mans mind bad not biinded their eyes) moſt cogent and 
invincible: But they were by the good providence of God witheld from 
embracing thoſe counſels, which might otherwiſe have proved -moſt 
pernicious to the defign of th: Engliſh - viz. That the Engliſh were 
Strangers, and began to overſpread-the Country, the which would ſoon 
de poſſeſſed by them to the deprivi "g the ancient inbabitants of he 
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right, if chey were not timely prevented; and that the N arrl aganſit; 
would but make way for their own ruine, by helping to deſtroy the 
Pegned: , for after themſelves were ſubdued, it would not be long ere 
the Nar rhaganſets themſelves, would in the next place be rooted ow 
Ekewiſe : Whereas if they would but joyn togerher againſt the Engliſch 
they could demonſtrate how the Engliſh might eaſily either be deſtroyed. 
or forcedl to leave the Country, and that without any danger to then 
ſelves : telling them alſo that they never need come to any open Battles, 
they might dettroy them orly by firing their Foufes, and killing their 
Cattle, and lying in wait for them a$ rhey went about their ordinary 
 occations; which courſe if it were purſued , they ſaid their new and un- 
welcome neighbours could not long fubtift, but would either be ftaryed 
with hunper and cold, or forced co forſake the Country. 

AL atchiavel himſelf if he had fate in counſel with them could not 
have infinuated fronger reaſors to have perſwaded them to a peace. 

It is ſ414 thac ſy much reaſon was apprehended in theſe motives, that 
the N41 b4a72%[tts were once wavering, and were almoſt perſwaded to 
have granted an ear to their advice and perſwafion and joyned all agant 
the Engliſh, bur when they confidered what an advantage they hadprt 
z2to tlicir hands by the firengeh and favour of the Engliſh, to teke aful 
revenge of all their former injuries, upon tieir inveterate Enemies, the 
tavus ht of that was ſo ſweet that it tnrned the fcale againſt all ocher 
contiderations whatſoever. | 

The report of the unheard of cruelties forementioned filling the 
ears of the Enpiiſh throvghour the Country , it was agreed by the 
joym cocſent of the Engliſh chroughou: the three Colonies to unite! 
their Forces together, ter the ſuppre ſting the common Enemy, early in 
the Spring Anne, 1637. who wete alſo moved thereunto by their own 
neceſfi:ics as weil as by the earnelt requeſt of their Friends at Com 
welt ierrt. | | 

Thoſe of Pliwouth being written unto by the Gover nour of the 4/4: 
ſ#ebu(tre, appeared very cordially willing thereunto, to which end they 
agrecd to ſend fifty men at their own charge, with as much ſpeed as the 
mitter required, with ſufficient Leaders appointed, and a Parke provi 
ded&t@ carry them Proviſions, and tend vpon thems on all occaſions; but 
defore they could be diſparched away the next Spring, News was 
brought that the Enemy was wholly routed, fo as their journey was 
ftoppy; andtheic gc od willaccepred for the deed; as if they really fad 
beet there to have born their pare in the Service, their ron-appearance. 

"me 4nd place being not eo be im puted t9 any baekwarduecſs it ther; 
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minds, but to their too late invitation ta the Service; the motion fetch- 
ing a large compaſs from ConneRicut down to the Maſſachuſers , from 
whom in the laſt piace they were ſolicited therennto. And for the o- 
ther two Colonies, thoſe af Connefticar being quickned en by the ſpurr 
of 'neceſſi:y, and preſent ſenſe of the inſolency daily ated at cheir very 
doors, were ſooneſt upon their March, and by the good hand of Ged 
upon them, had given the main ſtroak before their Friends of the Aaſ- 
ſechyſets could come up with them, yet was there no repining tor the 
| want of the plory of the YiRtory, nor was their any cauſe, thoſe that 
were the chief 2ors therein being forward ro give God the glory 61 
the whole, and not willing to pocket up any thing thereof themtelves, 
acknowledging that they never ſaw more of God, or leſs of min 1n any 
bulineſs of chat nature, as may more fully be underſtood by particulars 
en{uing. 

The Colony of the Asſſachs/ets determined to ſend an hundred ard 
lix'y, of whom an hundred and twenty were ordered under tie con- 
d:& of Capt. Patrick of waterts\vn, and Capt. Track of Salem, Capr. 
Stourhten of Dorcheſter, being ro command in chief, with whom was 
ſent that holy mag of God Mr. 7ohz Wil/0n ( Paſtor of the Church of 
B ten) the Charets and Horſemen of our 4/racl, by whoſe Faith and 
P-ayer as ſometimes was ſaid of Luther ( in reference to Gerweny ) the 
Country was preſerved, ſo as it was confidently believed that no Enemy 
would break in upon a place whilſt he ſurvived, which as ſome have ob- 
ſerved accordingly came to pals. 

The matter requiring great expedition, and ic being long betore the 
whole company could be diſpatched away, Capt. Pa:rick wich forty men 
were ſent away before hand, to de ſure to meet with thoſe of Cornee?s;- 
c«t in caſe they ſhould be in ation, before the reſt of our Forces could 
g:tinto a readineſs, which accordingly came to paſs , for the man 
buſiceſs in taking the Fort was over, even before the ſaid Po#riek, could 
pet thither, Capt, W#4erbil/ was ſent by Mr. F'aze the Governour to- 
Saybrook, the winter before to ſtrengthen the Gariſon there, The al- 
ſaultirg and ſurprizing of which, being the moſt remarkable piece of- 
ſervice in that whole expedition , takeitaSit was delivered in writing 
by that valiant, faichful and prudent Commander Capt. 3fe/on, chief in 
the a@ion, who lived long after to reap the fruit of his labour, and en- 
2 the benefit of that dayes ſervice, having an Inheritance given himin 

2t part of ehe Country, as a juſt reward of. his faichful ſerviee on that 
dy as well as at other times, weque/b a Pegwed by Nation, but diſguit- 
6d by the Sachem, proved a geod guide. whoſe direRion they mrs 
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'T'nderkhilt and my Leifcenant landed the reſt, and ſo came up to me, tk. 
*nighr. About two.hours before day came an Indian wich a Letter 
*Capt. Parrich, being then at Mr. Re, illiamss his plantation with.108! 
*y men, who deſired us tp ſtay for tis coming and joyning,.noc 108 


Ted to a Fort near 2/yſtich River, ſome miles- nearer then Safſacon; his 
Forr, which they firit intended to aſſault, - | 
*On the ſecond Wedneſday of 4ſay, being the tenth day of thy 
*Month, we ſet ſayle with ninety men of the Engliſh in one Pink, ons 
*Pinnace,two Boats toward the Pequear, wich ſeventy River Indians, hz 
*ving ſomewhat a long paſſige to Saybrook Fort,about forty of our [x 
*dians defired to go down -by land on Saturday, bur on Munday the 
*went forth from {the Fore, and meeting ſeven Prquods and Nia

OviSicarday my ſelf, with Capr. Underhill, Leifterant Sealy, with 
*Our guard marched to Canonicus by land, being abont five miles diſtant 
*where we were kindly entertained after their-manner : baving had par- 
*y wich him, we ſent to Afiartonimo, who would give no preſent ar- 
wer, and ſo our Sabbath being-on che morrow, we adjourned our mce- 
Ting untill Monday, at which time there alembled A7ianronimeo with the

"200N,at Which time I landed onNarrhagarſer thoar with thirty, two men 
*and ſo marched co the place of Rendezvouze formerly appoinced; Capt. 
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ting when that would be: the which being conſidered and debated, we 
though could not be our ſafeſt courſe, (though his preſent aſliſtance 
was much defir ed) for thefe Reaſons, | 
Firft. Beeauſe the day before when we had abſoſurely reſolved to £0; 
the /n4:4ns plainly told us they chought we were bur in jeſt, and alfo thar 
Engliſh-men did calk much bur not tight, nay they concluded that they 
would not goe on: and beſides if we ſhould deferre, we feared we ſhould 
be diſcovered by reaſon of the frequent recourſe between them by cer- 
tain 49q#aws (who have mutual recourſe) whereupon we were conſtrain-

; we kept our Rendezvouze that night, The Sachem of the place adding a- 
t bour an hundred of his men unto us, 

Q We ſer forward and marched abour ten miles, where making an Alta 


(or halt) there we eld a conſultation with the Indians that deſired to 
know what we intended; we told them that we reſolved to aſſault Saſ/a*+ 
cor his Fort, at which they were all ftricken, and as it were amazed with 
fear, as they plainly confeſſed, and ſo after long debate and pre fling of 
them, taxing them with cowardize, ſome of them reſolved to goe along 
with us,though I ſuppoſe they had no ſuch intent, as appeared afterward; 
fome of chem left us co che number as I fuppoſe of an hundred or leff ; 
and marching on five miles further, we made another Alta, where they 
told us we had near a dozen miles to Sfſacow his Fort as we gathered 
dy their relation » Being very weary in travelling with our arms, amu- 
nition and proviſion; we were conſtrained to alter our reſolution, and 
reſolve to attempt that Fort the which they bad formerly deſcribed ro be 
three or four miles nearer; and alſo one of Capt. Vederhills men failing 
put it our of doubr, But whoſoeyer ſaith that Capt. T/nderbi# bad any 
falling out abouc that or any thing elfe, doth ſpeak untruth : for we both 

* refolved to Safſavoms his Fort, as we concluded m our conſultation at 
Narrhagaxſet, and ſo continued our reſolution till we received the for- 
mer reaſons as grounds ſufficient to perſwade usto the contrary,and to 
proſecute that'which was moſt likely to be accompliſhed, 

They drew a Plot of the ſcituation of the Fegnods and deſcribed Sefſe+ 
cor his Fort to be the neareſt, which was the'chicf cauſe we derxer mined 
to affauſt that firſt, and had no reaſon; leading tilt our laſt Alea, where 
r 96k the reaſons formerly mentioned, we changed our reſolnion: this 
evey much defired and verymuch rejoyccd;, for it was dreagtull to them 
£0 hear the name of Safſacoxc. 1, 
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From thence we marched two or three miles where we kept our ren: 
dezyouze, ſuppofing we had been wichin one mile of the Fort : They hz; 
vins ſent an [n4i4s to diſcover beforehand, brought us newes that thi 
were ſecure, having been fiſhing with many Canooes at Sea, and diverſe 
of them walking here and there. ; | | 

About two hours before day we marched toward the Fort, being wee. 
ry and much ſpent; many of ps having (lep: nothing at all. 

- Andſo we began to march toward the Fort, the Lord being plea. 
ſed wonderfully to affiit and encourage us, after a teGi0us march of 
three or four miles, about break of day we came fair in view of the Fort 
Nanding on the top of an hill nor ſteep; the Indians all falling back, were 
ſuddenly vaniſhed ou: of ſight, ſo we made an Alta, and feat back for 
our Guide, who had promiled to goe with us.to the Fort, but his hext 
we ſaw much failed him; we asked him what they intended who promis 
ſed towing us, and to ſurround the Fort; he rold us they were much 2. 
fraid; hurt he ſeing our reſolution went to them and prevailed wich 6: 
verſe of thera to come up to us; we told them their beſt courſe would he- 
to flanke the Fort on hoth ſides, and Þaving no time lorger to conferre, 
we proceeded, Capt. Veacrhill co the weltern entrar ce with one diviſion, 
my [elf with the other to the eaſtern as ſilently as pflibly we could, fo 
it pleaſed Ged we came up wich the Paliſado within rwo rod, before we 
were diſcovered, at whici cime a dog bepan to bark,&an 1»%:a cried ou, 
but nor beirg my (lf rightly informed by the 1#aian of the right en- 
trance, thuugh there was a little poſlern door, the which 1 hid thougtt 
to have attempte4co break down with my foot, but the Lord dir«Qed 
me otherwiſe far the better; for I then feared we could not there enier 
with our armes, which proved true, ſo I ſuddenly baited to the Paliſe- 
do,and putting in the muzzle of my piece, diſcharged upon them, and 
ſo chereit wich all celerity, and ſuddenly haſtned on rowarg that (ide 
which ſtood coward the water, where I concluded was an entrance, and 
thſtantly fell upan it, being only barred with two great forked boughs, 
or branches of ſome tree, and haſting over them, I drew one after me 
my Lieutenant the other way outward, then we ſuddenly fel! upon the 
Wigwarms, the Indians cryed out in moſt hideous manner, ſome iffuing 
oat ofthe Wigwams, ſhooting at us deſperately, and ſa creeping -un: 
der beds chat chey had, We had reſolved awhile not to have burned it, 
þut being we could not come at them, I then reſolved to ſet it on firs, 
after diverſe of them were ſl:in, and ſome of aur men ſore wounde] ; ' 
So entring one of cheir wigwams, I took a fire-brand Tat which time 
Indian arawing an arrow had killed him, bat one avis his Scrjcant ot oe. 
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wherewith they were covered, and fell ro a rerreat- and ſatronnded fthe 
Fort, the fire encrea#ng violently, infomuch as that they were conſtrain 
ned to climb to the top of the Paliſadoe; from whenee they were ſoon 
fetckt down, 1 ſuppoſe te the namber of an hundred and forty; many of 
of them iffuing forth were ſuddenly thin either by the Kngliſh or Indr- 
ars, who werein 4 ring withour us, all being diſpatched and ended in 
the ſpace of an honr, having two of our men lain, and fixteen 
' wounded, 

Bing very hot and dry we could very hardly procure any water, 
where we continued one hour not knowing what courſe to take or 
which way to 89, Our Pinnaces not being come in, neither did we know 
how far, or which way to go rO them, our Interpreter being an Indian 
and they ſo hurried and Ciitractcd with a few hurt men, but chiefly as I 
conceive with fear of the Enemy, who ſuddenly approached, that we 
aye Ws come to ſpeak with hum, who knew nothing what they in- 
tended, | 

Buihe Enemy approaching they began to cleave unto us, and I vert- 
ly ch:nk dur it nor leave us, 

Our Pinnzces then coming 1n view with a fair gale, being guided a5 
were to ſerve our neceſii:y by the good hand of God, whied I think was 
rever more eminently ſeen in a maticer of like moment and leſs of man 
in ſeveral paſſages, Then we ſet our men in order and prepared for 
toht and began to march coward the Harbour where the Pinnaces were 
toride : the Enemy approaching Capt, Underhill with divers Indians 
and certain Englifh iſſued out to encounter them, bur they would nor 
ſtand to it, for che mort part they lay behind Rocks, Trees and Buſhes, 
we marched on they ſtill degging of us, ſometimes deſprrately hazard- 
ing themſelves in open field, where ſome-of them were ſlain in open 
view, and as we hear many weaned: I'was fomewhat cavtelous in be- 
Rowing many ſhor upon therh needleſly, becauſe T expected a firong op- 
poſition ; and thus ricy eontinned to: follow us til} we came within two 
miles of our Pinnaces where they wholly left us, which vyas near fix 
miles as I conceive, having tlien about'tyvo miles more to the River. 

Four of our wounded'men wewereforced ts carry our ſelves, whiſe 
at length we hired the /»#3-xs to beut them, both in this and all therr 
following enrerpriſes againſt the Peqnods: | 

Here note that one 9984/5 a Fr 90d fell from his Country-men, and 


prored a Guide co the Engliſh. 
*' This ſervice being thus happily! accompliſhed by theſe few hands thor 
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' came from Conne7icnrt; within a while after, the Forces ſent from the 
Maſſachuſets under the condu@ of Captain Stoughton as Commander ig 
chief arrived there alſo, who found a great part of the work donety 
their hands, in the ſurprizal of the Pequods Fort as aforeſaid, which yer 
was but the breaking of the neſt, and unkenneling thoſe ſalvage Wolyeg, 
for the Body of chem, wich $4ſſacous the chief Sachem (whole very name 
war aterzour to all the Narrhaganſets) were diſperſed abroad an 
ſcattered all over their Country, yet ſo far diſmayed, that they never 
durſt make any aſſault upon the Englifh, that in ſeveral parties were 
ſcatered about in purſuic of them, | 
It was not long after Capt. Srowghtons Souldiers came up before new 
- was brought of a great number of rhe Enemy, thar were diſcovered by 
the fide of a River up che Country, being firſt trapanned by the N4+ 
rhag anſetr, under pretence of ſecuring them, but they were truly hem. 
.med in by them, though at a diſtance, yer ſo as they could not, or dur(} 
not ſtir from the place, by which mcans our Fqrces of the MMafſachuſet 
had a1 eafe Conqueſt of ſome hundreds of them who were there coup. 
ed up asSina Pound: notdariog to fight, not able to fly away, and 
were all taken without any oppoſition : the men among them to the 
number of thirty were turned preſently into Charoxns Ferry-boat, under 
the command of Skipper Gallop, who diſpatched them a Jictle without 
the Harbour ; the Females and Children were diſpoſed of according to 
the will of the Conquerers, ſome being given cothe Narrhaganſcrs, and 
Other [adiins tat aliiſted in the ſervice. | 
The re{t of the Enemy being firk fired out of their Rrong hold, were 
taken and deſtroyed, a great number of them, being ſeized 1n che places 
where they intended to have hid themſelves, the reit fled out of cheir 
own Country over CenzeFicat River, up toward the Duteb Plantation, 
Our Souldiers being reſolved by Gods affiſtance to make a final deliry- 
tion of them, were minded to purſue them which way ſoever they 
_ſhouldchink co make their eſcape; to which end in the next place, our 
Souldiers went by Water towards New- Haven, vvhetber they heard, 
and vvhich in reaſon vvas mol likely ) they bent their courſe? ſoon af 
ter they yvere informed of a great number of chem, that had betaken 
themſelves to a neighbouring place not far of, vvhicher chey might hope | 
it vas not like they ſhould be purſued; but upon ſearch they found. 
fifty or ſixty Wigvyams, but vvithonr any Indians in any of them, bur 
beard that they had paſſed along tovvard the Darch Plantation, vvhere: | 
upon our Souldiers that yvere before, all embarked for 2ni/lepiack, Ab; 
ter vvards called New- Havep, and being landed chere, they had noi 
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with the. Indians 14 New-England, - 2129 
to mirch- unto theplace where 4t was moſt probable they ſhould either 
find or hear of them, accordingly in their march they mer here & there 
wich ſundry of them, whom they ilew or cook priſoners, amongit whom 
were two Sachems, whom they preſently beheaded, to a third that was 
either a Sachem or near a kin to one, they gave his life upon condition 
that he ſhould goe and enquire where Saſſacozs was, and accordingly 
b-ing them-word, tis /n43az overlooking all orher national or natural 
obkg.tions, in confideracion of his life chat was received 01 that cond.ri- 
on, proved very true and faichfu!l to thoſe that ſent him, his order was 
to have returned 1n three dayes, bur not being able within ſo ſhort a 
time to make a full diſcovery of the bufineſs, & alſo find an handſome way 
to eſcape, he made ir eight dayes before he returned, in which ſomething 
fell out nat a lictle remar kable; for thoſe he was ſent to diſcover, ſuſpe- 
| Qiag at the laſt by his withdrawing himſelf that he ca me for a Spye,pur - 
| ſued after him, fo as he was forced to fly for his life, and gerting down 
to che Sea- (ide he accidentally mer wich a Canooe a little betore turned 
adrifr, by which means he padled by ſome ſhift or other ſo farr our of the 
harbour, chat making a ſign he was diſcerned of ſome on board one of 
the Veſſels that attende1. on our. Souldicrs,'by whom being taken vp he 
made known whac he had diſcovered ; But atter he, was gone Saffacome 
ſuſpeing (and not withour juſt cauſe) whar the matter was, made his 
eſcipe from the reſt with tw2nty or thirty of his men co the Afobawkes, 
by whom himſelf and chey were all murchered afterward, being hired 
thereunto by che N ur-haganſers, as was confidently afficmed & believed. 
+ Thus this creaciierous and cruel Villain with his Companions, having 
againſt his Faich and promiſe, as well as contrary to the Lawes of natuce 
and nations, murthered ſeveral others, both of che Dutch and Engliſh 
Nacion, is in the ſame manner himſelf againſt the lawes of. Hoſpitality 
morchered by thoſe to whom he fled for refuge ; Vengeance if mone ſaith 
the Lord, I will repay it.

them whither cheir Company were fled; but our Sonldiers rargirg yy 
and down as providence guided them, at the laſt, Zrly 13. 1637. they 
lighted up: 2 great number of chem, they purſued ih 4 {mall 7147as town 
ſeated b; the (ide of an hideous Swamp(near the place where Fairfeld or 
Stratford now ttand) into which rhey all flipt as wel Prguods 25 natives 
of che place;before our men could make any ſhotupon them, having paced 
a Centinel to give warning; Mr. £xd/ow ard Capt, Maſon with 'half 
ſcore of cheir men hapned ro diſcover this crew. Capt. Patrick and Capt, 
Trask with about an hundred of the MH aſſuchyfer Forces came. in vpen 
them preſently after the alarm was given; ſuch Commanders as firſt hap- 
ned to be there paye ſpecial order tht che Swamp ſhoakd be ſurroond:

Mr, Thomas Stanton, and his ſon Robert, who have a long time lived 
amongft them, and beft acquainted with their language and manners of 
any in New-England, doe afficm that to their knowledge, the Narrhs- 
ganſit Sachems before the late troubles had two thouſand fighting men 
-under'them, and nine hundred arms, yet are they at this day ſo broken 
and ſcattered, that there is none of them left on that fide of the Cour- 
try, unleſs ſome few, not exceeding ſeventy in number, that have ſhel- 
tered chemſelyes under the Inhabitants of Road-7fland, as a Merchant 
of that place worthy of credit, lately affirmed to the Writer hereof. [t 
is conſiderable by what degrees they have been conſumed & deſtroyed. 
The firſt week in April laſt, #iz. 1676. Canroncher their chief Sachem, 
having wich this people been driven eut of hisowa Country, by the 
ſword of the Engliſh the winter before; bftathed ſtil northing but rage and 
cruelty againſt them, bearing himſelf upon his great numbers : yet as 
appeared in the iſſue himſelf and they that eſcaped with him, were not 
ſo much preſerved from the preſent calamity that befell the reſt in their 
Fort, as reſeryed to another and more ignominious death. For. all the 
whole Body of the Indians to the weſtward truſting under the ſhadow of 
that aſpiring Bramble, he took a kind of care of them upon himſelf: 
wherefore Sf clenas ſomany hundreds could not well ſubſiſt without 
Planting, he propounded it in his Councell, that all the Weſt Plantations

This North part of New-England, did firſt like Zarab pat-forth in 
handgthereby-inviting the Adventurers.co will the Scarlet Thredof 
their hopes about che ſame, by that Auſpicions beginning they were rea- 
dy to promiſe themſclves great proſperity in b&aving that Advantage 
before others, to plant and people that part of the Country. . 

But that fair opportunity was almoſt quite loft, by ſome Fata!, and 
mi/cbievous eAccideats, bappening ſoon after that noble Enterpriz, 
was firſt ſet a foot, as hath been already in part, and may hereafter

T here is another River thatiſſues into Kennibeck, a little higber up

have bad a great, if not the principal hand in the late miſchiefs. 

Some few Leagues to the Sou;b of Kennibeck lics that famous and 
ſpacious Haven called Gaſco Bay, The North Eaft Cape of which is

: time with Virgita, vis. inthe year 1606. There the firſt Letrers Þ o- 
tent: granted by the King for the Limitation of Firyinia, did cxiend 
from 34 to 44. Degrees of- Nerth Lat tude, and was divided into8we 
parts, namely che firſt, andthe fecond Colmy'; The former was appro- 
priated to the City of London, The: other, to the Citics of Briſtol, £ 2- 
eter, and Town of Plimouth, each of which had Las, Priviledper, and 
«Authority ſor the Government, and adyancing their ſever-1 Plantatt- 
ons alike, As ſaith, Capt. Smith in his general Hiftory of Virginia, 
and New-England. Ibis: ſecond: Colony of New-E ng land promiſing 
but little Advantage to the Vndertakers, by reaſon of its Aounrainous 
and Rocky Scituation, found but few Adwenturers fo:ward to pro- 
; mote the planting thereof, after the death of Sir Johr Popham, wie 
was the firſt that ever procured men, or mcans to poſfes it; for when 
the main Pillars are remoyed, what can be expected but that the whole 
building ſh:uld fall co the ground, Yet, notwithitanding the diſccu- 
ragements the firſt Plarters met withal in their firſt Winter ſeaſoning, ies 
that cldand rocky d:fert ( which mage them-all returs home in the 
year 1608 ) did Sir Francis Pophans his Son, having the Ships and-10- 
viſion which remained of the Company, and ſupp!ying what was n+ 
ec{ſary for his purpoſe, fend divers times to the Eogfts for Trade and 
Fiſhmg, of whoſe loſs or gain, as ſaith my Author, himſcif was bett 
able to give account, ' Andiome of the Ships fent by bim, and the Fart 
of Soutbbampton, with other Noble Adventurers, did bring home fon e 
of the Natives of the place in one of the next following pears, by whole 
Informations, fome of the firſt Undertakers were cncouraged once 
more to try therverity of their hopes, and fce if poliibly they might 
finde fomething that could-enduce a freſh Reſo{ution to proſecute lo :- 
0u5 and Honourable a wo: k.- | - 

But in the mean time before there was yet any Speech, or endeavaur 
to ſettle any other Plantation in thoſe patts, That about Saga dz hock 
being thus abandoned for ciic preſcin by the firſt Ungertakery, The 
Frenchmen immediately took :hc opportunity to ſettle themſelves with- 
in our Limits, which b:ing underitood by thoſe of FYergina, they dil- 
crectly taking into their ccn{i4cration the inconveniences that might 

*ariſe by ſuffering them to harbour there, Sir Samazl Arzal was ſent 
. with Conulſion jo diſplace t hem, which he with great ai/creiion, ac 
, * I ferii7, 
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Verity and Judgement performed about the. year 1613, The which 
made way for the Plantation at Nova Scotia, granted afterwards by 
King }ames to Sir William Alexander one of his Hajeſtics moſt Fe. 
nourable Council of Scotland. The ſaid Arg et ſeized the Forts which 
the Frenchmen had built at Aſount e Fſanſel, St. Croix, and Port Ra-e 
4l.,and carried away their Ordnance, with other Proviſions to tbe Cole. 
ny of Yirgmia, to their great Benefir. The ſaid places were held by the 
Engliſh divers years after, till about the year 1635. by Commiſlign 
from the Scotch Lordaforeſaid, but bow-his.cight came afterwards to 
be alienated to any of the Frencb Nation, doth not concern us with Re- 
ference to the buſineſs in hand, further to enquire. 

Things remaining in this poſtare for the ſpace of near ſeven years, 
ſome of the firft Adventurers apprebenſye of better hopes of good that 
might enſne by a frcſh Atrerapr,Reſolved to ſet the defigne a foot a 
fecond time, to which End ſcyeral: Ships were ſcat on that account in 
the year 1615. but with as bad Sueceſs as the former ; for in the year 
before, vi7e 1614. Capt. Swith defirons to promote the Colony of 
New- England, as well as that of Yirginia came thicher with two Veſ- 
fels, and returned backto England in the lefler of them, with intent to 
be there again that next year,to promote the faid Plantation ; But after 
he was gone,one Thomss Hunt maſter of the $hi p,he left behind, like a 
wickedYarlot,to prevent the carrying on thePlantation,that he&a few 
Aerchant; might wholly enjoy the bencfit of theTrade of theCoantry, 
afzer he bad made his Voyage, ſeized upon four & twenty of the poor Inn- 
cent Natives, that in confidence of bis honeſty, bad put themſelves into 
bis bands,then clapping them under Hatches,carryced them away to 71a- 
lego,whicher be was 60und with the fiſh hc had made upon tbe Coaſt, for 
that Zfarket: But this vile a@, although it: Kept bim for ever after 
from any morc imployment in thoſe parts, yet that was theleaft part 
of the mifchicf that attended his wicked preGice; for upon the garri- 
val of the Aaventurers Ships the next yeare; Two Natives of the place 
that had beca ſome years in England, and coming back unto the aid 
Ships, as ſoon as they underſtood the inivry ſo Treacberoufly gone to 
their Country men, they contracted fuch an hatred againſt our whole 
Nation, that although one of the ſaid Natives dyed ſoon after, yet che 
other ca!led Epenogp,ftudied how to be Revenged, which he fo far found 
means to Effect, that he fra#trared bir ſecond Aitewpt of ferling 2 
Pantationin theſe parts, | 

Yet did not the Adventurers eaft ofi all hope of carrying on their de« - + 
Kgne, whercin Providence within a ſew years after ſo favoured them, 5 
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that one or more. of the Salyages called T 1/quantum and Samoſer, car-. 
ryed away by Hunt, was brought back eo New-found Land, from 


whence be was ſoon after.conveyed by the prudent endeavour of Capt. 


Maſon (then Governour of the Plantation begun upon New-found 
Land) into the hands of ſome of the Adventurers by whofe means 
they hoped to work @ peace betwix:i the faid Natives oa that Coaſt 


where the fire bad bees kindled before; for the Adventurers imployed 
Capt. Thomas Darmer, a prudent and indeſirious Gentleman to ſettle 
the affairs of the Plantatjon, now atbird'time revived again about K en- 


nibeck, inthe year 16 1g, ar thercabouts. - By his prudence and care 


a laſting peace was made betwixt the Natives of the place, and the 
Engliſh, who wcre-.but a little before fo 8bhorred by them, for the 


wrong formerly received, ſo as the Plantation began ac faſt to projper;- 


and continue in gooa liking, and Aſſurance of the Friendſuip of their 
Neighbours ,that had been lately ſo cx2ſperated againftthem, This

ſtrate, by giving alittle rouch as we paſs along,on the ſeveral changes of 
Government, the places forementioned bave been menldedins, & the ſ& 
yeral Proprietours of, ftiave claimedIntereſt in theLand.In the year 16 24.A 
Patcnt was granted by theCouncel of Plimouth,the grand P: oprietour;,to 
Captain Maſon fora [argeTract ofLand about Paſc:tagua, but jt not be- 
ing diftir atly boundcd, himſelf, with Sir Ferdinando Gorges obtayned a 
Joynt Patent in the year 1639. for theLand betwixtSaga de- H:ckEalt,& 
Naum Keag Weft, but that alſo interferring with the Boun2s ganted be=- 
fore that time to ſundry Gentlemen & Merchant; that had obrained a 
'Patent from the Sourh of Charles River ro the Northward of Merrimack ; 
Capt. /1aſons bounds were afterwards byConſent,(as is ſaid)of bis Agent 
vragents,reduced to ſomeBranches about Paſcataqua R:ver (who yet 
could not agree with thoſe that ated in theName of Shrewibury men)but 
« bcing wholly neglected by tlie pretended Proprietour cr his Succeſſours , 
(till cf late dayes } was by the dcfire of the Inhabitants yielded vp to the 
Maſachuſets Government, ncar twenty years” ſince.

the buſineſs of his purchaſcd Intereſt in the ſaid Patent; To whom 
Mr. Dummer was ordered to deliver the Original Patent, which ac. 
cordingly he did: what trouble was occaſioned ſon after betweeq 


ges, is well known to the Inhabitants of the place, and need not be here 


his ſntereſt ( at leaſt with the Iohabitants ) in tbe Patcar, 


Patent obta ned for himſclf, and Cape. ' Major, obtained a diſtin Þz. 
tent for bimſelf, and got it confirmed -; King Cbarles the firſt of bleed 
and famous memory, for ail that large T rad of Land from $ ag 4-de-bock 
toPaſcataqua River, and ſo about an hundred miles up into the Coun- 
try, by the Namcof the Province of Afgine. Whar benefit and [m- 
provemeat was ever made thereof by his e4gen:7,07 Succeſſ/urs,is belt 
knowa to theraſelves; But for the Inhabitants, who upon one ac: 


libercy from himſelf, or his Agents, to take up any Land withio the 


trouble for want of an orderly and leled Government, dig at thelaft 
petition the general Court of the Adaſſachuſets to be taken under their 
Jurisdiftion and Government ( reſerving the Liberties and Pciviledges 
of their former purchaſes and Grants, as ro Titl:, poſſ ſſion and propniety 
to themſelves) which was granted thein, though not oaly, and al:oge- 
ther upon the grounds on which it was deſired by the Petitioners, Yet 
notwithſtanding all this, were not things ſctled either to the comfort of 
content of the Inhabicants : for ſometimes ſome demanded Right of 
Jurisdiction over: them by virtue of Sir Ferdinando'; Patent, ſometimes 
Comm (ſieners imployed by bis.

might be done by Agreement amongſt themſelves, but after their Re 
cuche for England, by one means or other, the Goyernmenc relapſed 
again into the bands ofthe eFſ{aſſacbuſers,although a Supcr(cdeas theres 
unto ſcemsto have been pur by an order from his 4aje/ty rhis laſt year. 
By theſe ſeveral Vic:{{itudes and changes of Goveramear, the flots. 
riſhing of the ſaid Proviace hath been much ob/ruFcd,which clic might

Sir Ferdinando Gorges not reſting inthe joyn 


count or another had been induced,cither by any precedaneous grant or 


BounJs of the ſaid Province; They finding much inconvenience and 


Have heca much advances, and the Iahabitaats becn put into a Capacity, 
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to have ſecured themfelves againſt the fate Bar barout Incarfoong of the 
Indians ; and poſſibly thoſe Exorbitancies that many of the preſcnt 
Proprictohrs haye run Into, to the juſt provocation.of the / »dians, might 
thereby have been prevented, and ſo the miſchicf alſo which hath enſu- 
ed, might thereby have been averted ; For a well ordered Govern- 
meot would neyer have ſuffered thoſe things that now were connived 
at, which if they bad been timely lookt into byſuch as had abſolute or pe- 
Bf ftive and #nqueſtioned Power of Rule in their bands, would have been 
* WM otherwiſe ordercd, the preſent miſchicf that is come upon thoſe places, 
* MW mightthereby bave been, if not prevented, yet more calily redrefſed, 
then now is like to be. 
As for tbe Tra& of Land that lies Eaftward beyond Kqnnibeck, be- 
twixt that and Pemmagnaid, it is ſaid to have belonged to one Myr. Ald- 
| worth, and his Moy 64 who was Alderman of Briſtol, and one that 
had a Patent thereof, and imployed ſome as his Agents, that did ſomes 
times reſide upon the place; And was lately ſericd in ſome order of 
Government by his Highneſs the Duke of Yorks Comm:'ſſiners, by 
whom alſo was an Agreement made betwix:t the Sagamores of the In- 
dians in thoſe parts, and the Engliſh, at a Court kept by their Ap- 
pointment in Kennib:ck, whichifir had been obſerved, might in all 
probability bave preventcd in great meaſure the Quirrel which is now 
fallen out betwixt tbe Engliſh and the ſaid Indians : For upon ſome Jea- 
louſics of the Riſing of thoſe Indians aboat twelve or thirtcen years 
ſince, it was agrecd, that if any miſchicf ſhould bappen to be done by 
the Engliſh or Indians, one againſt another, thongh it were to the kil- 
ling any perſor, neither ſide ſhoa'd right themiclves, bmi complaint 
ſhould be made to the Sagamores if the Indians did the wrong, and to 
the Court,if it were done by the Encliſh,Both which did promiſe ſatis- 
fation ſhould be made, for the preventing any quarrel: The Names 
of the Sachems, as likewiſe of them that were in power at tbe Court, 
do ſtil remain upon publick Record, But matters cf Governmzat in 
thoſe parts being ſince collapſed ; no Authority more then what was 
meerly viJuntary and perſwaſive being owned. Things arc now 
brought to that miſerable tate, which tollows vext to be declared. 
_ Ever ſince the firſt ſerling of any Engliſh Plantation in thoſe parts 
about Kennibeck for the ſpace of above fifty years the Indians a'W4ycs 
carryed it fair, and held good Correſpondence with the Eng itſh, until 
the News came of Pyilips Rebellion, and Riſing againft the Inhavitan's 
of Plimouth Colony in the End of June 1675. Aﬀrcr which time, it w2s 
 8Þprehended by ſuch'as had the Examination of the Indians 220U; K en. 
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rybrce. That there was a general ſurmiſe amongſt them, 4hat they. 
ſhou'd be required to aſſiſt the ſaid Philip, although they woul4 nat, 
owne, that they were at all engaged 1n the _Quarrel, Thelike]Jca- 
Icufic did appear in all theIndians that inhabited to the Eafward of Paſ- 
ca: qua, which plainly ſhews that there was a dciizne of a genery] 
Riſing of the laJiang againſt theEngliſh, all over tneCountry,(paſl ly 
as fart 851-ginia,thelnJians there making lnſurrection the ſme year,) 
& that many if no: moſt of them were willing it ſhould ſucceed, al. 
thongh the Elder & wiſer 0: them lixed it not, fearing the [1]:1e,as they 
had cauſe: But m 1ny of the yung men abou:CaſcoBay,ani Amany- 
cg gan were Certainly knowa t£0 fl gck thither the laft year,an 1 did, fun- 
dry of them, come ſhort home. Forherein they acted. bur like Sxlvages,a; 
thoſe in Virginia did, fifty year before, ſhewing chemſclves fricnliy and. 
Courteous to their ucw neighbours, till they had an opparcnaity to do, 
them milch'ef. So that natwithſtandiog many of the Inbavitants inthe 
Eaflern,as w:ll as in theWeſtern pares of theCount-ry, that were woat to 
Trade with the Indians, were not willing to beiieve any ſuch pu poſe x- 
mong(t them, but were rcady to think,lome of the Rudey fort of theE27- 
ed ſhby their imprudent&irregalar ating :ghad driven them into this 8+, 
bell;on;yet isit too to evident, tbat the ſaidla4ians(who naturally delight, 
in bloody & deceitful aftions (did lay hold of any opportunity that might 
ſcrve for a pretence to be put upon their barbarous pradZices. Tie Indian 
a doutlVammeſet & Paſcatagq tazthit had j »yned with their Country men 
11 their rig agBinſt the Engliſh the laſt winter,when they were pinched 
with bunger in the colaWintey following return:d back to theEnpliſh,& 
defired to make peace,& firmly engaged to continue their wonted Frund- 
ſpip, yea, ſome of them, as if they were reaily lorry for their murthzrs, & 
Craelty,of their own voluntary motion came with thePciſoners they had 
tiken,6 reſigned them wp to the Engg/ſh;yet whea their own Ends were 
Anſwered, & another opportunity was offered of doing further miſchief of 
Iizke nature : they preſently returned to their former practice, as is well 
known of S:mond & Andrew,that ba killed ſomc,G0 led others Captive; 
1a the laſt ſpring from Braiforade Havy:rbill,oho cam? in theEnd of f une. 
to Maj ir Walderns, bringing home Eng'ith Priſoacts with them, yet did 
tne very ſaine Indians within leis then cwo Months after joyne with the 
AmWw05cogga:& Kenmbeckindiens,in 8 cominicting the ſa/tragedie that - 
w=rclift act:d in thoſe paris; Yet was he& the e:her 41; Partner luffered 
& clcrpefor want of ſuſi-ient guarding thePrifon, where they werephh, 
in ofder to further Tryal.' Bur ſero ſapiunt hr yg:s; 1: 15 hoped that we 
ſhallatec ſome few mare Experiences of this nature, learn to bewaredt. 
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this ſwbtic Brood, and Generation of Vipers, Ever ſince Enmity was þ ut be- 
tween the Seed of the woman Q theSecd of the Serpent;1t hath been the por- 
tivn of her Seed in eveay Generation, &.tn ever 10n to meet with £1e 
fadER.As of that Enmity; Norcan they < 2eCt to finde better deal- 
ing from any of the other ſort, further tfſen either fear of their power, or 
hope of benefiu by ther favour, may induce them to another diſpoſnrion, as 
we.thelnhabitants of New- England have found by this late, &&ſadExpe- 
rience inReference totheie Pagant in theWeFft amongſt whom ourLot is 
caſt,they proving,as one ſays.of the Mibometans inthe Eeft,like a neft of 
Hort s,that if any'one of them chance to be provoked, they will be a// 
about his Ears that comes near them, Bur it is now time to begin'withthe 
part:culars of theT ragedy it ſelf, that theReader account nor the Prolog ue 
t00 long. It wason the 24t9,of June 1 675,whean the firſt mifchief was 
Jone by the 1:d1an: about Mount- Hope, beforetwenty dayes were over, 
the fire began to kmdle io theſe the moſt revrote & moſt Northerly bounds 
of the ſaidCountry,cr two bundr.d & fifty miles diftance, &upon this oc- 
calion; fuly the 1 1th. 167 5.A Letter was brought to XK. nnibeck from one 
Henry SawJer an Iohabitant ofTv-ke, ſignifying the news of rhelndians vi- 
ſing about ?Amouth,&tbat a courſe was t. k*n to diſarm the indians olor 
the ſhore. This rumour did fo far awaken the Inbahitants of thoſe parrs 
that the very next day at a general meeting of the Engliſh at one Capt. 
Pattifpals bouſe,ſeveral offered themſcives as77cluntier;to go vp the ſaid 
River of Kennibeck, to mak: diſcovery of thel:dians Fideiity,or elfe td 
het them, if occaſion vere. The third day after,mircting vp thneRiver 
toQuegeſeck,they met wirhrtheInhabitants of Ships Co: River, which is a 
River lying abcut twelve-or fourteen miles tothe 77orth Ent of Kenni- 
beck. Divers of the Indians thercabouts, by the peaiwalions of one Ar. 
Walker,that uſed to trade with them,brought down an incon ſicer- be par? 
of their Amunition,as a few Guns,a little Powder & Sh:t,with a few knives: 
Abcut ſeven of the KenniteckIndians,& five of thoſe caliete 4 nmoſcog - 
Sing Indians,about Peg yp5cot,/a river moreS-uthward toward Coſco, made 
this ſhew of bringing in their Arms. Capt. Lake,Capt. ® 2:17 fhalyauth Flr. 
 Wiswa!,in whoſe hands was ſerled a kind of evi itary proven forthofe party, 
were ſent for to examine the ſaid[ndians further, of wiom apon Fx:mi. 
naticn they ſaw Reaſon to ſuſpe? ſow? if not a'}, whereupon they lent 
Meiſrgers the ſecond time to the A#z1niycogging ludians, & allo aLeticr 
to 1dr. Walker, to ſcad down their Arms and Aminition to thei for 
thcirpreeter Security. Aﬀter Mr. Wirwal was returned bomce, the-fiye 
Ammoscogging Indigns aforeſaid brought in their Guns, bu! with oo 
220d intent probably ; for an Indian called 5owen, bavirgan Axe m bis 
mand, Ricuck at ove Hoſea Adailet a Frene? man, but was hy 
7 PI 1 & $26 .. Koox: 
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from doing him miſchief, b&wever the ſaid Indian was preſently bound 
and put into a Cellar. Some of the E=g/iſhttatuſed to Trade with 
thoſe Indians were ready to excuie the Indian, ſaying he was druzke, or 
that he was a diſfraGed Fellow, but Mr. Witwall with the other two cx. 
aminants, lookt gpon thoſe as meer Excuſes, and altogether proundleſs, 
for one of themto this day affirms, sbat he was as Rational and ſenſible 
as any of the reſt. | 

'The ancient Indians being asked what they thought was meet to be 
done in the ſaid Caſe, ſaid, he was worthy to dye for ſuch an affront, yet 
they would be glad if bis life might be ſpared, offering to be joy ntly 40nd 
in his behalf, to pay forty Beaver Skins at the nex* Fall-Voyage, giy- 
ing their hands in token of their Frauiity, and alſo leaving their Arms 
in the hands of the Eng liſh as a Pledge of their faithful keeping thoſe Ar- 
ticles of Peace concladed on betwixt them, If they proved themſelyes 
honeſt men, they were to have their Arms delivered them again, 
which was accordivgly performed the laft June, 1676, They having 
io the mean time carried themſelyes peaceably toward the Engliſh, 
The day after, viz. July 19. 1675, An Indian of great note amongſt 
them, called Robin bood with great Applauſe of the reſt, made a dance, 
and ſuag « Song to declare their content in what was trans: ed. And 
ſo they parted, ſetting the Indians at liberty, that bad engaged thus for | 
their friend Sowen, the Indian ; but yet to this day ong Sen of Beaver 
was never Piid co the Engliſh, as was promiſed; The Indians all this 
time were wcll provided for of victuals by Capt. Lake, with other 
ſupplies of Rbum and Tobacco, eyen tothe di/guſiing of ſome Engliſh 
then preſent. 

- But the Indians left as Hoſiages upon Sopens account, how Civilly 
foever they were treated, ran all away at the laſt, truſting more to the 
Celerizy of their own feet, then to the Civility of their Engliſh Friends; 

who after they were eſcaped, joyncd with a parcel of their Felt 
ſoon after about twenty all,in robbing the bouſe of one Mr. P «rcb4{e 
an antient Planter about Pegypicot River, and a known Trader with 
the Indians, what ever wrong may be pretended dy the ſaid Indians. 
done them in their Trading, ( of which more may be ſpoken afterwards) + 
that willno whit excuſe their per fidious Treachery, and falſhood in breaks 
img Covmant with the Engliſh, diſſcmbling, and ſecking all Adyantags 
of Cruelty againſt their Englith Neighboars, of which ia the following 
Winter and Summer, 1676, there will be a more full and undenyable * 
diſcovery. This was done in the beginning of September, 1675. Thole - 
_ 


Indians that firſt aſſaulted Mr. Purchaje bis boxſe, did no other m 
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fave plundering it of Frong Liquor , aud Amunition,, alſo. killing 
Calf or two, with a few Sheep, but no more chen what they eat; and 
ſpoyling a Feather Led by ripping it open, to turn out the Feathers, con- 
tenting themſelves with the Caſe, which they might more eaſily car- 
ry away, They cfered no incivility to the Miſtreſs of the bouje, ( her 
husband, and her Sons, being at that time fro home ) yct one of her 
Sops approaching near the bouſc, and finding it poſſciicd of thole new 
Inbabitants, he rode away With all ſpeed, -and yet no faſter then there 
was peed; for an Indian followed him. with -a Gux unger bis Coat, to 

have ſhot at bim, if be cou'd by his flatsery, and diſſemdling, have got 

him within the rcach of his Ptece. 

Ir is ſaid, tbat atthe firſt they ulcd fair words, and ſpak: of Tradioeg, 
but as they wWcat away, told.choſe of the.houſle, that gncre were othess 
coming after that would deal far worſe with them, which. wichio's 
ſhort time after came'to paſs, for .theſe were. but the meſſengers. of 
Death, which was ſoon after iafl &:d, and that in a meſt Barbarows 
manner apon ſundry Inhabitants.of che Neighbouring Plantations. 

The Engliſh in thoſe parts being.much inccaſed,hercat, Twenty five 
of them:ſoon after going yp:Caſeo-Bay in a.,Slop andewo Beats to gy- 
ther Indian Corn,and'to look'to whatthey bad-upen: the laidBaymneer 
Amocoſcoggen River; when they came gear the boules, they'heard a 
knocking , and a noiſe abour the hoaſes, and preſently ,cipyed 
tyo or threelnatans,, who did not... yet ſee them': The Engliſh 
being come a govud way from their Veflel, endeavoured to get between 
the Indians, and the woods, . which -when/;they. perccived,, $hey

of them, and wouaded.anotber, who yet eſcaped away.ina C anviy crols 
the River, a third running ; back toward the woods, fled tothe other

it ſcers, there were few or none like to be found, willing ro andertake 
it, or fit to manage itin thoſe parts, How ever, the p:rſon-aforefaig, 
and-rſtand ng, the General Court at Boſton had appointed a C ounſel of 
Warr at Kennibeck, applycd bimlclf ro them, faying before them the 
deſperate ſtate things were falling mzo; whereupon they iſſued out war: 
rants to reſtrain aJl manner of p:rſons from mediing with the Indians 
withcut farther order, which within few dayes ſhould be had.- Jnthe 
m:an time che S2cZems of the Indians meet at Pemmaguia; wire, af. 
ter many complaints made of the bard dealing of the Engliſh in Kenn 
beck River, they came to T earms of Peace, promiſing 0 k2ep true 
Friencſh p with che Engliſh ; and to hinder the eAmonoſcoz gan Indians 
from mediing with the Engliſh, if by any means they conid, and alſo 
to return p:aceably in the Spring of the year. This Gentleman afore- 
ſaid, having a longtime waited togo to Boſton z was willing to take 
the opportuni:y of the preſ-ut Winter, hgping things were now pretty 
well ſetlcd io thoſe parts berwixt tbe lnatans and the Engliſh; found 
ſoon aſter, that he was cired thicber to Anſwer ſome Complaints(though 
made witboyt ground ) for ſclling Powder & Shot to the Indians contrary 
to Order. 

But thoſe falſe apinions beiog eaſily. blowo.away by his own appet- 
rance at Boſlon, and ſo having diſpatched his occaſions there, he cernrn- 
ed beforethc winter was over.to Pemwaquidy where hearing of a Ye/- 
ſei that intended to take Indians in thoſe parts, and carry them away.to 
a market, the which he had many firong Reaſons to believe, (it being + 
no hard matter to ſurprize many ſucb, that. ſuſpecting by fraud, would 
ealily be cnticed aboard a Uiſſel to trade, or may be to dring Liquor) 
ſeng bath the ALaſter and Company, if they had any ſuch, intent to fare 
bear, ſeging thoſe [ndians were at peace with us, andlikewiſe to the Indie 
ans, to inform them of ſuch a Vellcl,and to beware tbereof, but yet it 
ſecms the Maſter andCompany took leveral Lndians Eaſtward, wa wite 
alſoat peace with us,. and to gur geegt ſorrow ſhipt ph m aboard fot 
emgrker, 2 : _ 2? = Id 
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The winter being now. over, the forenamed Agent of Pemumaquid 
wenteo a mceting of the InJians Eaſitward, to fs ng of he 
Colt nite :es Willingneſs to continuc a pegce withthew, They ſeemed 
yery joyful tbereat, and inthe Spring brought ſome [r-ſen: 5 to confirms 
the Peace, and to that en.] 8io delivered up an E "p/tſh Captive Buy to 
thoſe of Kennibeck. But when the Summer-came on, that the ſaid [n- 
dians hag liberty to travail up and down the Country to viſit their 
Fiiends as they uſed to do ; they miſled thoſe their Friends . who had in 
the winter perfidiouſiy been car-yed away, and as isrelated, they fell in- 
t0a Raze againſt the Engiiſb, making. Complaint thereof to the ſaid 
eAgent, Mr. Earthy, Mr. Richard Oliver, and others : They were told 
means ſhould be aſed for bringing them back agein,which had been fo 
Tranſported, thofe to whom the Complaint was made, did fearce be- 
lieve it to be rrue, as not having heard &ereof from. any other band, and 
probably hoping none, eſpecially after ſolema warning, would deal fo 

per fidiouſly with Hyathen:, to lay ſuch a tumbling block before them. 

The lndians being certazn of the taing done, could not be eaſily paci- 
fied, being I:kewiſe incenfed agiinſt the Engiiſh, for withboliing the 
Trade of Powder and. Shot the Jaſt winter; ſaying, they were friebted 
from their Corn the laſt yearby the Peop'e abour Kemnibeck, ſo 8s many 
of them ayed in-the following winter for wane of Powder 2nd Shor, 
wherewithto kill Yeniſon' and Foul; Adding withal, that if the Enf- 
Iiſh were their Friends as they pretended, they would not ſuffer them 
todye, for wantthereof : However, the ſ:3d eFyenr miking the beft 
he could of a bad Caaſe, uſcd all means to pacifie the: Complaynenrs, and 
ro that end promiſed* them, that if they - cou!d 'meer with any of the 
eAmonoſcogean lndizos ( who it ſeems all atong had the bitte-eff Enmy- 
t7 againſt the Eng/ſh) he would give them a meetin2 to treat 1n ordey to 
a Peace, HaforWaldera having already concluded a Peace with theP of 
cataqua &Caſcotndianr,& by that means, if they could conclude the like 
peace with,the Fmonoſcoggan mey, (that could not yer be found ) there | 
would be a genera! Peace with all the indians Eeftward of Paſcataqua, 
which the-Indiavs that were preſent at this difcourſe, Teemed very joy- 
ful at ; yet tit by onefaral Accident or other, jealoufes ftill ſeemed to 

uncreaſe in their-minds, or elſe the former 1njuries began to'boyle a fre ſyiti 
their Spirits, as not being caily digeſied, what ever batf been [719, or a6ng 
to a/aythe offer5ſroene[s thereof. Soon. afrer comes a Poſt from: Toto: 
'zock, to deftre him to repair thither according to his promiſe,” where 
they told/him be ſhould mcet with Squando, and: divers donna? 
Lau _Sacbems, aud thet A1ng REN ded aenes atn Ke: 
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This Gentleman mind:ul of his promiſe, went with the Poſt to Kenn. 
« beck; and finding (aprain Lake at his houſe in: Arow-ick;, It was judged 
meer,tbat Captain Sylveſter. Davis ſhould go along with him, with in« 
fiuctions from the Counſel then fitting in- Kennibeck, how to'carry on 
their Treaty. - Aﬀter they had gone part of theit way towards Totoy- 
nock, they came to av Engliſh houſe, where they were told, 'what great 
. jealouſier of deceipt in the Indians: were: upon their Spirits, from what 
they had heard of Muggs and Tarwmkin, an Amonefcoggan Sachem : 
going farther to a place. called Xedonu-Cook, they met with fndians, 
who were very ſhye of telling them any thing, which -addedto the for- 
mer Intimation, greatly increaſed their fear::but being reſolyed of their 
voyage, they went onward till in their way, yet ſailing ſhort of the 
place os pxrpoſe, that they might finiſb their buſ;neſs with them the next

Son were two. Aﬀter this Madochewando asked them what they 
ſhould do for Powder and Shot, when they had -caten up their In-: 
gian Corn, what they ſhould do for the Winter, for their hunt- 


ing Voyages: azking withal, whether they wonld have them dy, . 


or leaye their Ccuntry, and go all over to the' French. Onr Mels 
ſengers told him, they would. do what they could with the Gever-. 
nour, forme 'might be' allowed them for Neceſſity: He (aid they had 
waited long alceady, and therefore wou'd: haye them now lay yea, or. 
niy, whether they ſhould have powder as formerly, or not? Our Me(-: 
ſengers then Replyed, you your ſclves ſay, many of the 13:ftern la-, 
dians would not hayc Peace, And thcrefore if we ſcll you powder, and 
you Pive it tothe WeFern mcn, what'do we but cut our” own Throats? 
Adding further, {t is not in our power without leave, if you ſh.uld wais 
ten year more, to let you have powder, at which woids they ſeemed; 
much to be offended, _. 


But yet the next day they reſolved to go down with them, to ſpeak. - 


with the Weſtern men, theceby, if it might be, to Rop rhcir farther pro- 
cecding. 

So going down with them be next day, they met with ſome Indians 
who' had* got #Frong Liquor, with whom they fell a diinkiog : Our 
Meſſengers ayed at two places for-tbem, and: finding that (till they tar- 
ryed behinde, not k10wing what farther to ao, they went hemy, it be-) 
ing the ſixth day of the week. + But the next night ſave one, news came 
to Kennibeck, that the Indians bad killed divers Englith in Caſcs, al-

Evening -- 
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Evening tothe houſe of one Mr. Hammond,an ancient lababicant, ang 
Trader with the Indians up Xennibeck; River, His daugh;er Or a maid 
that was /errant in the houſe, cither naturally afraid of the Natives, 
or elſe upon ſomething ſhe obſerved in their Countenance, or (arriage, 
manifeſted ſo much fear, as made her run oat of the houſe to hide her 
ſelf in ſome place abroad; The InJians perceiving it, the more to aiſ- 
ſemble their Treachbery, ran after her, and brought her into the hoſe, 
telling her ( although they could not 'perſwade ber ſo to believe ) that 
there was no Reaſon to be afraid of them : preſently after ' more of the 
harbarous Villains coming into the houſe, ſhe grew more afraid they 
before, being now more ſtrongly perſwaded that they came on purpoſe to 
kill or ſarprize thoſe in the Family, whereupon ſh: ſuddenly made an 
eſcape out of the bouſe, and preſently paſſed into 8 Fieldof Indian Corn, 
whereby ſhe might the better avoid the danger of any Purſaer, and ſg 
ran croſs over the land that night tes or ewelve milerto give them notice 
that lived at Sbip:cot River, lt is ſaid that after ſhe got out, ſhe heard 
4 n0)z£ iu thefhouſe, as if they were fighting or ſcufflingwithin doors ; but 
ſhe did not count it wiſdom to go back to ſee what the matier war,knows+ 
ing enoogh before of their Y-llanye!, how well ſoever ber Ars. ( that” 
- was more Verſed inthe Trade of the Indians) might think of them. Thoſe 
of Shiprcot taking this warning eſcaped away as ſoon as they could leay- 
ing their Cattle and their dwellings as a Prey to the ladians. What 
befel after Hammond and his Family is not yet certainly known : 
Reports paſsup and down, thai ſome who came dowa the River afccr- 
wards, ſaw ſome of the dead ſtripped upon the Banke of the River, which 
makes us fear the worft, concerning all the reſt; for certainly the whole 
Family ſixteen in Number, were all at thac time either k:[ed, or carrycd. 
away Captive, none ſave the maid aforeſaid, being known to make any 
other eſcape, to inform thicir Friends | ke fobs Meſſengers, wh... 
brfell the reſt of the Family. | LY SOTSOY 
The lodians having in this manner ſurprizzd Mr. Hammomads boufe, 
they paſſed down the Riyer the ſartie night; bui going by another houſe, 
medled not with the people, only turned their Canoos a drift, that 
tbey might 'not find means afcerwards to eſcape themſelves, or belp - 
otbers ſo to do: ' poſſibly their cbief aim being at Arowfick voriſe, they 
would not, for fesr of being diſcovered, make-ahy Atrempr vponany 
place near by: wherefore Auguſt the fourttenth very early in the morn- 
ing, baving in the night, or before break of day paſſed over on to the. .. 
Iſtard called Arowjick, ſeveral of them undiſcovered lay hid uader the 
Walitof the Firt, and bchind a great-Rock, near adjoyning, till the wh 
tine 
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Seatinel was gone off from his place, ( who went off it ſeems ſooner 
than was Reaſcn, conſilering the danger ) when preſently ſome Indians 
flowed him 1m, at the + Fort gate, ( as ſome report) while others of 
them \m1:diately ſeized the Port boles therecf, and ſhit down all they 
ſaw paſſing up and down within the IWalls, and ſo: in a little time be- 
came aFters of the Fort, and all that was witbin it: Caftain Lake 
(joyot Owner with A1ajor Clarke of the whole ſand ) hearing the 
baſſle that wa; bclew, betwixt the Indians and thoſe that kclorged to the 
place, was ſtrangely ſurprized, yet bimſelf with Captain Sylvanus Da- 
cisavd two more, underſtanding that the Indians had ſeized the Fort, 
& killed divers of the Engliſh,apprehending it boot leſr,or rather hea: tlefs 
30 ſtay, as not being able to fand apon their guard,or make any reſi- 
Pance, made a ſhifc to find ſome paſſage out at a bacy vcr, whereby 
they eſcaped to the water-ſi/e, where they found aCanco, into which they 
all entered and made away toward another I{axd nearby: T his was nor 
 *done fo ſecretly but the- Indians diſcerned them before they were gone 
farr; four of them therefore baſked after thoſe that had eſcaped; in ano- 
ther Canco, and coming within. ſhot, diſcharged their Guns rpon them, 
whereby Szlvarm Davis was ſorely wounded; - yet making baſlt, as ge- 
'nerally they uſe ro do, that fly for their lives, timor cadidir altar, they 
got a ſhore before the Indians overookthem.It is ſaid they were ſfrangely 
diſpirited, or elſe they might eaſily haye defended themſiclves againit 
their puy[ner: :; But When once mens bearts are ſunke with fra, and diſ- 
coura7ement upon aludden ſurpr.24/it is hard tobuoy them up, to make 
any competent reſiſlence: (apt.

mouth of Kennibeck, River; it is ſomes miles in length, and Contain- 
eth many thouſand Acres of very good Land; where meadow and 
arable ground are in & good Proportion well ſuited topgetber ; within 
the Fort aforclaid were many conpentcat buildings for ſeveral Offices, 
as well for wares and. Trading, as habitation :. ſix ſeveral Edifices ae 
ſaid to have been tbere ereFed. The Warebouſe at that time 
was well furniſhed withall ſorts of goods ; beſides a Mill and other Ate 
com n0dations, aud dwellings wichin a mile of the. Fort and Aanfu 
houſe; ſome. of whoſe Inbabitants bacdly made their eſcape, uponihe

Upon the Report'oftbis ſad diſaFer, 'all the Plantations of the Eng- 
kfþ in thoſc parts were ſoon after left, and forſaken by degrees.. All 
thereft of the Inbabirants of Kennibeck, River, Shipscor River, Saga- 
de-kock, Damanicouee, fearing to be lerved inthe ſame kind, ficd to the 
Il.nds of Cape-bonawazan and Damoriis Cove, 

On tbe ſecond vay at nighea PoJF was ſentto Pemmeguidroinform 
them dof what had hapned, who being but eight or ten mcy, were mind- 
cd togoto the Iſland called Monhiggon, baving ſecured the beſt of their 
£00as, but the wind taking them ſhort, they were forced to torn into 
Dam arils Cove, where they found Mr, 1 15wal, and Mr. Co/i:9:, there 
they laboured two dayes toſettle a Garriſon; But partly by the muti- 
nuſneſ, of rhe People, and partly by the wart'of Provifion nothing could 
be dcne to ſecure the Iſland, ſo that it was preſcmly delcerted ; From 
theace they went to Munkiy gon, reſolving there to tarry t]| they 
beard from Boſton, from whence Mr. Colicot, and Mr. 1 :z«wel promi- 
ſcd to do their utmoſt endeavour to ſend help.

gave ſuck, they wayled the young Child to the dead body of its mother 
which was found-ſucking in that rueful manner , when the Peg 
came to the place. The day before a man and his wiſe were killed b 
them at Wells, a1d two men more ſoon after. On the twelfth of Offobey 
following near a» handred of the Indians made an Aſſault upon zl,

For young 
Ar, Fryer with ſome others at Pa/cataqua, to whom it ſeemed grie- 
vous tbat the Indians ſhould msk? all thar Spoyle in every place in thoſe 
farther Plantations, ventured upon the great Importunity of 44”, Sbendel, 
with a Ketchtotry what they could ſave of ſuch things that the lndi- 
ans bad left. But things were ſo ordered, that before they had laden 
their Ketch, coming too near the Stage bead, they preſcntly found them:

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ſhore, were ſeized by the Indians, or in danger thereof, whom they were 
not willing to leave dehinJ; and beſiles the wind blowing in hard upon - 
them, they could nbt ger our of the Harbuur, but were forced to abide- 
the danger of an Aſſaule. The Indians getting many of chem intorhe 
ſtage bead aonoyed. them fo faſt with their ſhot, that not a man of 
| them was able to look above deck, but he-was. in danger of bciog ſhot 
down, amongſt che reſt Afr. Famer Fryer venturing too much 3= view 
of the Encmy recci ved @ woundin his knee, which appeared not dan- 

erous atthe firſt, but for want of better looking to, then could be-foun4 
amongſt that L/ack Regiment, into Whoſe hands he ſoon: aſter fell; 

It proved Mortal un:o him, within a few dayes after : he being by a 
ſtrange Accident brought hom=.to his Fatbe-s bouſe at the great Iſland + 
in Paſcataqua. Ar. Fryer being thus wounded, thexclt of the Com- 
pany defended themſ.lves for a while with much Courage and Reſo- 
Jution, till they were broaght to the ſad choice of fallmg into the bands 
of one of theſe three bad Maſters, the Fire, the water, or the Zarbarous 
Heatben, to. whom art laſt they thought it beſt to yield, in hope of liber- 
ty afterwards, at leaſt of lengthning out their lives a little longer, foc 
the Indians had manned out a Canoe with ſeveral hands to cur their C @- 
tle, and others ſtood ready within the defence of the ſtage head to fire 
upon any onethat ſtirred in the Ketch, by which means the Veſicl aftec 
the Cable was cut ſoon drave a ſhore ; and then was it threatned to b: 
. preſently burned, ;if they did not all yield, to which they -all-at laſt 
conſented. . 7 
The Indians how-barbarous ſoever intheir own nature, yet civilly 
intreated their Priſoners, and upon farther diſcourſe ſenr-one or wo of 
them to Paſcg:89»e, to give them there an opportunity co Ranſoxe 
their Friends. The pcrſoas ſcat hoine to.procure a Ranſome, were 50 
return with ſucb a Quantity of goods as the Jadians had deſired ; by ſach 
a preciſe time : but they that brought the things or their Ranſome , 
coming a day or two before the time, when ch that ſent them ve'c 
gone up the River at Black point, and not retired: Some other Indi- 
ans waiting for ſuch an opportunity ſefzed tbe goods, at leaſt tbat pact 
which they moſt deſired; and through miſtake, killing one of the three 
mra]hat broaght them, dismilled theothertwo, withour retyra of the 
Priſoners as waz expected. - |

Upon hefirft Report of thoſe. Devaſt ations and Spoyls' that had been 
made by Fire and Sword in thoſe Eaftern Plantations. It was judg- 
edneccflary to ſend ſome Forces that way to put a ſtop unto the current 
of thoſe Outrazges, before the Remainders of the Suutbern Indians 
could have oppoftunity to joyn with them: To that end about an 
tundred aud :burty Engiſh, with: forty Indians were dispatched away 
intorhoſe parts, under the Command of Captain 8 iliem Hatborne, 
Captain Syl, and Captain Hunting, wto were to joyne with ſuch as 
couid be raiſed in thoſe parts, under AMajor Waidern, and Captam 
Froji : After they bad ſurprized the Indians that flocked into thoſe parts, 
( as was Related before) which was done apor- September the 6th, 
1676, Captain Hathorne who was Commander im cblef, marched the 
Forces by the.Sea-ſide towards Caſca; For at that time they were upon 
ſome demurre, whether to march directly toward O(ſapy, and Pig- 
wauchet, where the bead Lnarters of theEnemy was ſuppoſed to be, 
orclſc to march gGicectly-toward Caſco Bay,whcere they heard Parties ,of 
the En: my were daily ſpoyling the Plantations of the Ergliſh; Arthe 
hftit was judged moJZF Eaxpedient to try if they could not mcet with 
ſome partyes of the Enemy amongſt thoſe Plantations near tne Sea» 
ſie, by that menns at leaſt ro prevent them from doing'more miſchief 
if they ccu!d not find -an opportanity to - fall upon ſome of thcm, and 
d:fr0y them : But their time was not yet come, nor were al the Deſol2- 
tions as yer accempliſhed, which God bad a purpoſe to b-iny avout by 
iheir means, For notwithſianding there was a ſufficient Force to have 


ſupprefled all che numbers of ihe Enemy, if they haJ beco m:ny more

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than they were; yet being exboldened and grown ſubrile by their formy

The reſt of the Jadians that were ſcattered about Caſco Bay, having 
diſcovered our Forces, made their eſcape: But, we hope their crime 
is ſhort, and that God will find ſome way to cut cff the'þ/o:dy and de- 
ceirful Enemies of bis Pcople, and not ſuffer them to /ive out balf their 
dazes, | | 
But by one ſuch Accident or other ; our Souldierr could not meet with 
any of them that had done all the miſchief about thoſe parts And while 
our Forces lay about Caſco Bay; A ſmall-party of the Enemy came 
down upon the Borders of the Town of Wells, where they lay in 4m- 
buſh near a Garriſon houſe, at one end of the Town, and ſhot Jown. 
Mr. James Gcuge from his horſe, September the twenty fourtb,being 
Lords dgy, as be was going home from the Meeting; and then knocked 
down kis wife, giving her ſcversl wounds with their Hatchets about the 
bead, of which ſhe dyed within three dayes after. 

The next day Sept:yber the twenty fifth, the fame Party beitg not 
above ſeven in number went toward Torke, and {urprized Cape Nig 
duck in a barbarous manner, killing moſt of the poor people bclongirg 
thereunto: Some of their Neighbours hearing of the Guns, came to thiy 
Reſcue : The Indians being on the further ſide of a River, dared them 
to come oyer and fight with them man toman: uſing ſeveral Reproach- 
ful Tearms to them, making! a Shot at them alſo, which ſome of the 
Company rot being able to bear, did very reſolutely auwenture through 
the River aſter them; but they were not willing to try the walour of 
the Engliſh; when they perceived they found a nay to paſs over the R 5+ 
vr upon been, but returneo back towards yells ; Where, they killed ano 
ther, one George Farrow, September the taenty ſeventh, as he was too 
careleſsly venturing to his houſe without any. Company : Theſe thirgs 
hapned wbile our Forces were at Caſco, where they tarryed ſeven or 
cight cayes. And hearing of theſe Outrages cammitied in ſome of 
thoſe places which they icfr behind them; and not being able to meer 
withany ofthem in the pl: ce where they were, they returned back ty» 
ward Wells, and Yorke; but the Indians were eicaped Way into the

viſcablc to venture and proceed on with the Expeglition toward O ffayy, 
( whether it was ſuppoſel by this rims, . the greateſt number of ther 
were retired ) rather then to retura back again to recover Black poine, 
where was nothing to be expected but an empty Fort, and ſome dclert- 
ed houſes, which it ſeems the lodigns had forſaken by that time: 

And teſides that other Forces were aboat the ſame time ordercd to repair 
chirher,ſofficicnt ſor the repairing & ſecuring cf the place with whar elle 
was [cft remaining irom the hands of the Enemy; And likewiſe ſeveral 
Sculdicrs Were ordered to Garriſon the Tow ns cHereabours, to prevent 
them from makiog any further Aſſault upcn them. However,they were 
fo far emboldnzd by the t.king of black point, andtot Kertth at Rich: 
mond [/! nd with ſeveral Priſoners alſo which were ſurp 1z2d at rheſame 
time; That a party of them came the very next week after, raward 
Iwels, hoping to attain that, and all ibe Towns, and.places cife þerwixt 
Caſ.o Bay cnd Paſcataqua, as they bad done lack print: For a pany 
of them under ugy their chief Leader, brought Mr, Svendala'ong 
with them to Wells, where they ſummoned the fr ſt G arrijon at the Tgwns 
end. To facilitate the buſiacſs,they ſeat the ſaidShrndalas thcira yen; 
or M: f:nger to moye them to ſurrender, without hazZarding an onſec;Bur 
thePcople were notlo deſpondent,to.yicld up the place upon fo 1l;sht an 
occaſion; which whenthe Enemy diſcerned, they ſoon drew off, fter they 
bad done ſome little miſchief ro the Inhabitants:Por firſt they Killed1/q- 
ack Lit lefied nor far from the-Garriſon , lk is ſaid, they would willingly 
have had him yie/d himſelf Priſoner but he refuſing,they ſhochim down,

There was great probability that the dehgne might have had fome 
good Effect, if Mugg a cnef Leader of them, did not much abuſe 
thoſc hefledunto, with a proffer of Peace ; for he told them thatthere 
were about an bundred of them about Ofſ/apy, not many daycs before : 
But it becomes us to look beyond ſtcond Cauſes, in Events of this na. 
ture; and conclude, that God had raiſcd up theſe Barbarous Enemies to 
bring a like Chaſt:ſement gpon the Engliſh in this fide of the Country, 
with that which others had endured ellewhere, in the end of the former, 
and beginning of this preſcat year. 
Whereas mention was formerly made of a Peace concluded at Boſlon 
betwixt the Governour and Council of the Maſſachuſets, and Mug an 
Eaſtward Indian, in the name of Aadickawandochict Sagamore of, all 
the Indians about Pemmaquid and Penotſcot ; wbich ſaid Aſugy, was 
ſent from Boſton, November the 21 ft with two Yeſſels, to receive. the 
Priſoners there detained by the Indians, and alſo to ſee the Ratification 
of the ſeveral Articlts of the faid peace concluded upon. W hich Articles 
for the better ſatisfaKion of thoſe that have not been acquainted with 
them, arc thoubgr fit bere to be Iyſertea.

Therefore the reſt of theirCompany went to Arory- 
ſick, and there took the Garriſoy : about a Fortnieh! after came dewn 
Kennibeck River, and ſo went down to Vamary Cove, and there burnt 
houſes, and killed C attel, there coming back parted tv: Company, one 
parcy went to lewels./ſland, and the other party went fo Saga: de- FHOCk, 
being in number eighty one; Thole that went to Saga-de- Hock took a 
Shalicp, from thence came to Kennibeck River, 8nd then weat to killing 
and deſtrozing of Cattel and houſing, for they had Iotellig:nce of a Ketch 
and 2 Shail:pat Damaris Cove, and going there they $094 the Shallop, 
and killed ty0. men, being in —_— about eizbty ; The next day mad- 
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up their Forces, went ou? to Black point, being about one bundred fight. 
ing m:n,and are now in :wo Forts about fix: at a place,with fix or exght 
Wigwams between the wo Forts. i 
Now the beſt place to land me isin Caſco Bay, and in Kewnibecþ 
River, the one place being eight miles, the other about fourteen miles 
from the Fort where 1 was kept: Andif the Army do not go now 
with ſpeed, they will be gone fort y miles farther up in the Country; 
at the firſt taking of me they carryed me vpto T aconet, and the men 
coming down they brought me and two men more down for fear of 
our killing their women and Children, for they kept their Women and 
Cbudren atT aconet all the Summer. As ſoon as the warm weather doth ſet 
io, they do intendto go away to T aconet, and there to build two For;s, | 
for theres their fiſhing places, and planting ground. Sguandedoth in- 
form them that God doth ſpeak to him, and doth teil himthat God 
hath left our Nation to them to deſsroy, and the Indians do take it for a 
Truth all that he doth tellthem ; becauſe they have met with no Af- 
front. Now e Hugg the Rogue, he being come again to the Fore, he 
doth make bis Brag and laughs at the Englifh, and faith, that he hath 
found the way to burn Boſtor, and doth make Laughter at your kind 
Entertainment, they make eheir brags how they do intend to take 
Ueſſels, and o to go to all the fiſhivg Iſlands; and lo todrive ail the 
Country before them : ſo reckning to be a great Number in the Spring, 
there is a preat many Indians at Cannada that have not been out this 
Summer, both of Kennibeck and Danaraſcoggin, therefore a great ma-» 
oy of theſe Indians at K:nnibeck do intend to go to Cannadain the 
Spring to them, And they do give Gifts both of Capriver,and of Goods 
to the Eaſtern Indians, to have them to go cut with them z but as yet 
I do not Know what they will do, For {adock twando & Squando are of 
ſeveral Judgements, and ſo bave parted,and 17edorkiwandodoth pre- 
tend love to the Engliſh, they douſe our Engliſh Captives as Civilly 
23s we cat expect by ſuch a People. That tiis is 1rath is declared by 
me Francis Card, lan. the 22. 1676. 
By the Report which he brings it doth not appear ſo difficult a mat- 
ter to make an Attempt to recover the place, and deſtroy them that bold 
It, as Was before apprehended : Infomuch, as that deſigner, that was un- 
der debate beforethe GOF ERNOURad COUNCIL a 
little before, and was let fall for the preſent, as a matter not Feajble, 
hath ſince been ſet a foot witha ficſh Reſolution : And another thing 
allo oCcurred about the ſane time, which put new Life int» the ſaid 
deſigne, viz, an apprehenſion that there were ſeveral of the Narrba- 
ganſers 
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Narrbaganſct: (catered abcut io theſe woods near Pgſcatagea, who it 
was feared might j»yne with thoſe of Xenmbeck in the Spring, and ſo 
comedown upon the Engliſh Plantations, and ſpoyle them all tbatare 
thereabouts. For foon alter Francis Card coming to Bo/lon, ſome of 
Major Walde\ns Indians at Quechecbo, as they were hunting in the 
woods chanced to mcet with three ſtrange [ndiats, the which had 
Guns, at lcaſt :w9 of chem; but thoſe of © ;e.hecto were without, The 
other In4ians began to 1ſ;nuate into them, to ſec if they could make 
way for their acceptance with the Engliſh : Thoſe Indians that this mo- 
tion. Was made unto, in amoſt per fidic ws manner gaye them encourage- 
meat in the buſineſs, ; AnJ appointed a place where to meet them the 
next day, ſaying, they would nor have cem-now g0 home with them to 
their Wigwams, lcaft their Women and C/dren ſhould be frighted with 
the ſight. of their Guns; All whic2 was ſpoken upon a Treacherous 
Accouut, by that means to betray them, for they had neither Women wor 
Children at thcir Wigwams; but not having Guni themſelves, as the other 
had, they durft not then #iz: »p2u them: The next day therefore ac- 
cording to Appointment, their gueſts expeRing & Treaty, and a Friend- 
I; Complyance, (yet coming apart, as Was o74ered the day before to be 
tbe more eaſily ſurpriz'd ) arrived at the place eAPpointed : And therc 
preſcatly the firſt being thus Treacherouſly brought into the ſnare was 
diſkatched out of hand, The I:ke was alſo dene to the ſecond ; 
Tie third was not atfuch a diſtance, but he either d ſcerned or ſaf- 
pected, what became of his Fellows, and therefore mide the more ba/? 
taeſcaze; but bis deceitful Friends wer? too quick for him, who ſhot Zum 
do;yn btforc he could get out of thetr reach: So as they took bim alive, 
Sis ſaid; hut he could not live muc% longer by Reaſon of his wountls : 
Theſe 2uechecho Indians cut off the Scalps of theit poor Countryticn, 
(which 1s their uſual manner, when it is too far to carry the hedds, 
which being broughc to Major Walderns [ndians, they were preſenily 
diſcerned tobe Narrbaganſets by the cut of their bair, This laſtance is 
a ſufficient Evidence of the Subulecty, guile, 4nd Falſhood natural to all 
theſe Indians; and may ſatisfic any Rational perſon, what little tru 
there is to be put in their words, promiſes, or Eng1g-ments, though 
neyer ſo ſolemnly made. farther then they chat make them,ſec AJvan- 
tage in the keeping ani performing. Subtiſcty, malice, anſ Revenge, 
ſeems to be as inſeparable from them, as ifit were part of their Eſſences. . 
What ever hopes miy.be of ehcir Converſion to Clriftianity in alter 
Time, there is but little app-arance of any Trve» inticir hearts at Pre- 
fent, where ſo much of the contiaty is ſo ordioazily breathed ont of 
their months. H 4 Theſe 
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Toeſe'were the manners of the Gentiles in former times, while they 
remain? Children of Diſob:dience, until thy were reuewed alter anather 
[nage; Nor areth> ſe uncapa ile Suvjelts for Divine praceto work up- 
01,yet are there ſom? natural vic:s proper to every Nation in the 
world, as Paul ſpeaks of the Greciani, from the Teſt:;moay of one of 


their own Poets : KpyTes 2 aþtvsT as, &c. | 

But to Recurn ; | heſe things ſo concurring, and ſeveral Gentlemen 
fcom about Pajcatagua repayring to Boſton, ſo repreſented the ſtates of 
thiogs Eaſtward before the 5 OY ERA NOU RandCOUNCI, 
as that it was app:chended not only neceſſary, but Feafible miſo to ſup- 
preſs the forcſaid Indians in thoſe parts : Whereupon it was fortbnith 
concluded that an Expedition ſhauld be maJe againſt them; To which 
end two bundred Souldiers, whereof about ſixty were of the N atick ly- 
dians, that have given good proof of their Yalour, and Faitkfulneſs ty 
the Engliſh ; All which were immediately d:ſpatched away, the fr 
wzeh in February by water, under the Conduit of e Major Waldern as 
Commandcr inchief; A pzrſon well approved for his A@ivity, as well 
as Fidelity and Courage in concernments of that nature : They had to 
Encounter with Rough and contrary Winds, and much co/d weather the 
firſt geek afcer their ſetting forth ; But having ſo mach Experience of 
the favour and goodneſs of the Almighty, who is wont alwayes to be 
'preſcnt with his Servants in like Caſes, though he hath often for a tim: 
deferred for the try i of their Faith, & ex :1cile of their patiencezyet uſcth 
not to fazl h4s people, that put their truſt in him, and diligently (eek bis 
face; A ſoleran time being appointed for that en41; To the which wc 
expect a comfortable Anſwer: we that have ſent forth our Friends on 
the publick Service, being thus engaged to follow them with our Pray- 
ers, at the preſent in ſilence wait upon the Lord of Hoſts to give a 
bleſſing to the defigae; Hoping our Friends in this neceſſary, though 
difficult Service, thus called forth, have gone out with the i&e Encou- 
ragement, and Reſolution, that ſometimes foab did; Let us be of poud 
Conrage, and jbay the men for our People, and for the Cane of 6r God; 
eAnd let the Lord dathat which ſe:m:th him good. - 

U pon the eleventh of February two [ndiun S2@w!, that had runs- 
way from Major Wald:yns in the b:ginging cf nizter, out of diſcontent, 
becauſe the hasbard of ons of them, and 'ome of the Relations of the 
other were ſent away, came back again with more wit, ian they carrys 
cd with them, though with leſs fleſh upon their backs © for having w is 
dred up toward Pigwacher, till they were aloft {aryed riere, they lay 
ſomc Indians wereſeen by them, pretending they were goin? to che brall 
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of ConneSicne River, with Hoſtile Inteats againſt the Engliſh; but 


rhey going away” as they did, littte heed is given to the Sroryes they tell 
pon their Kerr. RO | 

February the nineteenth following, 7obn Abbor, the Mafter of Mr. 
Fryers Ketch taken Ottober the T weiftb, before at Black Poin;, came in 
to the Ife of Sboales, having made a deſperage Adventure to eſcape ; he 
gave a more probable Account of things in thoſe parts. - 

He' faith; they were firſt carryed to Shipicot River, where the Veſſel 
in which they were taken, was w-vored for all the Waiter: In which time, 
fhe Indians having ſpent all cher Ammunition, and moſt of their Provij- 
01, counted it big b time now to be looging out for more: to which end, 
they cauſed the ſaid abbot to fit up the Veſt, ( being a Pinnacs of 
about rbirty Tan ) as well as he'could, with ſuch aſſiſtance as they could 
afford him ; and ten of them» ſhipped themſelves in the ſame, intending 
for Penchſcot ; from rbence to Sayle up that River, as far as they could; 
and then leaving ebtir Veſſel to procecd on with their Canooes,as bigh 
up the River as the FFream would permit, and ſoto paſs onto Cannads 
to bay powder of the Frencs there 3 It being at this time 80 ard thirry 
Shillings a pound amorgltt the Indians arX ennibeck, Bur, as Providence 
ordered it, after theſe Marriners were Igunched into the deep, a ſmall 
form with a contrary wind began to ariſe ; of which the Engliſh Skipper 
found wayecs in 4 ſteering to make the danger ſeem mote tha 1 reaky it 
was ; in ſo much tbat they reſolved to putin at Cape-dona-way gon, three 
Leagues to the Eaſtward of Shipicot, where eight of them went a ſhore, 
Icaying 5w0 Inaiges aboord witiithe Engiiſh Skipper: Aﬀter he bad get 
ſo well rid of them, he contriveſhow to get ſbat of t4e other allo: There- 
tore he. perſwaded them, that the Yeſſci would ot ride ſafely in that 
olace,fo as hc prevailed with them t0'echim goto anothy Harbour, 

..cd Damaris Cove, tar or three Leagues more Eaſtwa:d : Inthe way 
25 he Sayled, he ſo ordered by fFeering, that ſometimes the waves were 
rcady to overrake the Uefſel; which pur his two lodians into & fright, ſo 
as they made all tbe haſt they could to get a ſhore, as ſoon as ever they 
came within tbe Zarbour, urging him to go along with them; but he pre- 
rended a wecefſury Excuſe to ſtay behind ro Jock afier the Veſſel but with | 
intent, as ſoon as ever he ſhould ſee them a ſtore, ro buyſe Sayie for ſome 

Enzliſh Harbour, baving rio body aboord with him, but a jmell Engliſh 
| Child about gbyee ;ears old ; It ſeemsthe Indians had a Chiid or two of 
their own deazin the Veſlcl, who dying aſter they began their Voyage, 
tacy were the fo/warder to Fo a ſhore with them, for buryal : The (aid

parts, & dcliycr the Expliſh Captives that have been detained in theie 
ban4s, ſince £uguft la&, which giveth bis Account of their proczeding, 

February the ſeventeenth, this morning the wind North Eafi, [goa 
aſter Soutb, and South We, we face-Sayle with our Veſſel: f rom Black 
Point, for Purtland, but on the Eaft;fide of .C aps Elizabetb, weelpyed 
7obn Pain, ( who was {cnt out a Scout ) who brought word the way was 
clear of Ice, and Indians whereupon we ſteared for Mary Patntat the 
head of Caſco Bay,and got there this night, but too late to.get co the Fort 
bcfore morning. _ | A tb ali onn a tg; 

February the eightecuth, we fent this morning our Scouts out by Land, 
who returning about eight of ebe .Clock brought word they eſpyed the 
Trad: of three ladians, and found a Birch. C anoo at Aduckguitt about 
four miles off, by which we fearcd we were diſcovered, the Companyes 
about four a Clack, were drawn. forth, an jult beginning their -march, 
when weeſpyed five Canoos of the Enemy about balf a mile off, they 
landed over againſt us on av 1/land, ghd koloed to us,, whereby.we per- 
ceived they deſired & Trea:y, hoping towgain the Caprives, we [cnt foby 
Paia to them, they promiſcd him: to bring the Captives by morning,and 
dclired peace: Aﬀeer this Jobu Pain was. ſcat agaio, and ſtayed among 
the Indiaas ia the room of Simon, who came to the Idajor, be was 
queſtioned, and Anſwered as folioweth:: \ 

Queſt. Flow came you to know we were bere # 

Anſw.\We continually kept out our Scouts,and Teſterdgy ons Indians 
tefc a Canoo at /duckgaitt, which this day we mifſcd, and perctived 
the Engliſh had tak:o it, anl var Jen that left-the Cano, cſpyed youb 
a great wayoff at Porcland. : Wn. 

Qacſt, Why did you break your Covenant with me * 

Anſw. Blind W.H ſtirred us up tothe War here, and ſaid, he would 
kill you at Q «ecbecho; Simon baving ſaid this, askt the ALajor what 


his buſincſs was bere? to whom it was Anſwered, we came to feichelt. 
tac C2ptives and make War as welee goods Sima; allo rold us harhie | 
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Captive wete all well, that we ſhould haye them by mornivg, that 
$:4ando was there, and would give the Captives toMejor Waldern that 
they intended peace, had fent to Boſtoy before now, but that Aſugg 
told them the Engliſh would be here ſhortly, | 

The A4ajor upon this: dilmifled Stmon, and ſent for Squando, to 
which Squando Anſwered, he would mcet him balf way it he would 
come alone in a Birch Canoe. To this the Major Anſwered, he weuld 
not vcature himſelf inÞur Leakie Canoo, and that if he had no more 19 
ſay the Treaty was ended: To this Squando Anſwered, he would be 
with us again at Ten «'Elock, and bring che Captives. | 

On the Nineteenth. Wind North Eaff, the weatber thick ; About 


Noon we diſcovered a patty of Indians inf ourreen Caro about three 


wile above us in the Bay : they landed on a point of Land and burnt one 
Engliſh houſe, ans ſhouted to ſome of our men that were Scouts,chal- 
lenging them to fight: Immediately on the Retura of our Scouts we 
marched againſt tnem as ſecretly as we could ; upon fight of us they 
fled; but Capram Froſt came upon them with his wbole body before they 
were half out of Gun ſh: : in this Skirmiſh we judged, we killed and 
wounded ſeveral of them without any damage, yet ſome of their ul. 
lets hit ſome of our men. For the Captives ſake immediately after this, 
we hung out # Flzg of Truce, ani the Enemy did the like: fobn Pam 
was fcnt to them to demani the Reaſon why they fred the beuſe, and 
brake the.r Prom!le, 

Sionen mct him half way, and Anſwered, the houſe was fired 
eAccidentslly without Order from Squando: that they had ſent forthe 
Captives who were a great way off, and the fol weathcr hindred their 
coming : He queſtioned Ioby Pain alſo why we fought them while we 
were in Tre y, 

Pain Anſwered they brake it themſcives in not performing their pro- 
miſe, challenging oar Soulgiers to fight ; this latter Srmen d:nyed, and 
Anſwered the other as before : Simon told him rhey had two men nousd- 
ed, and exp:Red ſatisfadFjon, bat alſo promiſed the Captives the next 
day, and ſolefcus, ® 

On the twengieth, The wind Nortb Ea, and Snow, it was e:ſolved 
to S1yle for Kenmbeck the firft fair wind, whether we had immediately 
gone upon our knowlcdge, that we were diſcovered. by the Enemy, 
bur t?.4t the wind_and weather biadred us hitherto. 

February the ewenty firſt, this morning the wind North Weſt, we ſet 
Sayle for Kennibeck, and arcived at the #7arbours mouth at four a Clock; 
Abon:t Sun ſct we ſer Sayle up the Riygr, and got to the fower end of

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Twenty ſecond, we ſet Sayle this morning, but could.not get to the 
head of the River for Ice, whereupon we landed out, Seulaiers about tw, 
Clock, about twelve miles off Aboundeſſit Fort,and immediately beg:nou 
march,abcut eight a Clack at night came to the Fort, we found: no lagi.

T wenty fourth this morning the Major with two Boats 3n1 a Shaly 
went to {py ont aplace to ſettle a Garriſon, and found one. againſt the 
lower ead of Arowſick Iſland, and the Veſlcls arg brought co ir 
Twenty fifth, We reſted here this Sabboth..,, E0 
lobn Bakers. b5:ſe oppoſite to the lower end of Arowſich, being 
judge] the moſt convenient place for their parpole, 85,weli for the can» 
venicnce of water for the Soulgiers, as ofa Cove wherein Ships. mizhe 
R de, within Command thereof, their Vegels therefore were immcgi- 
ately Anchored thee, where they reſted 0a the Ldrds day, F.bruary

The next day according tothe A1vice of the Commanders, Mt- 
Jor Waldern embarqued ſixty men in ewo Veſſels, with which he (et 
Sayle immediately for Peno!ſcot, leaving the, rett to be imploycd in mas 
kiog preparation for /etling a Garriſon inthe laid place, Ti

Ia their way, off from Gy-obſcut Point, they eſpyed two I:rd:ans ing 
C 7100, that waved tbeir Caps, as if they defired ſpeech.with them... Iobs 
Pin and Wat, Ghenda! were preſently ſent; they gave them- Tueli 
gercethat many Indians were at Pemmaquid with Engizſh C aftives, up” 
on which they bent their Coxrſe thither. where arriving they Anohor= 
elatfoura Clock, the ſame day ; ſoon after two. Indians holloed to 
them from Mr. Gardners Fo:t- Toby, Pam was. (cata ſore to enquire 
who they were, and what was become of the Captiv:s: Suniry ſorts of 
Indians were found upon the place, with ſeveral S 74mures, the chit 
of xzom, was Mattabando, who told them he was glad to ſie Engiſb 
men there, and that he deſired peace, and protaiſed to d:liver ſuck 
C aptives as were at Penob/cot, the next morning ; adding alſo, that ke 
defired taip:ak with Copigin Davis, Aﬀter jobs Pain returned ot 
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Majorghe was ſeot back with the ſaid Darzs, and ſtaid a ſhore, till three 
S$a7amore: went a bootd, and {ignified as. much to £27ajor aldern, as 


' they bad ſaid before to fobn Pain, While they were in diſcourſe, an. 


EngliſhCaptive was eſpycd ina ,Canoo with his Patercon, with whom they 
deſired to ſpeaks, bur it was not granted at that tim?, be being carrycd fars. 
ther up the River out of fight, . 

Soon -afcer-the 44c5or went a ſhore with ſix men, yer curying #0 
Arms with them. He found their words ſmoother than Oyle, yet were 
there drawn Swords in their bearts, of which ſome of their aCtians, gave 
no ſmall ground of Supition : ſor they deferred all cill the next mornmy ; 
nor were they Willing to Ict the man that was eſpyed before in the Cans: 
come a boord to fee his Friends without Icaving an Hoſtage in bis rooms, 
of which the Major was very glad, that he might hayc an opportunity 
of a little diſcourſe with one whom they ight truſt, Whea they re- 
turned from t2e ſhore, a ſign was Promiicd to be given for the. Apppas- 
rance of the Indians by the firing of three Guy, ... The next morning, 
February the twenty ſ:v::4h, the Anjorwith the ſame number as before, 
went to Treat with iv-m:; They with 70" Pain having 5:ft billed to 
them ; upon their coming a ſhore their perſons were /earched on buth 
ſides, and all Arms laid aſide. The wholc Forenoon was ſpent in @ 
Treaty, whereat they ſeemed much to rejoyce in expeitation of a Peace 
with the Engliſh; yet when A4ajor Waldern defircd a. preſent delivery 
of the Captives, with eſſifFance of men and Cano to fight the Its. 
moſcoggin Indians, Enemies tothem both, itwas denyed, though thry 
could not have had a fitter Teſtimony of their Fidelity, 

They 8lleadged that the Caztives were given them by Kcnribeck In- 
dians,and they muſt have ſomething for keeping them al Winter, and 
therefore were not willing to Jet them go without Ra: ſome ;. And for 
their Eanoos, they laid they had them in preſent Service, bcing then 
bound for Pencbſcot, The price demanded, viz. twelve Skins & perſon, 
was yieldedto ; upon which they preſently delivered Witiam Chadburn, 
John Whinnick, aod lobn Worwood, which. were all that they would owne, 


'vr could be proved they bad. 


That part of the pay, which was to be in Liquor, was preſently laid 


down, .the reſt was promiſed to be ſentin the: Afternoon, The Come 


manders debated what was farther tobe dune, one or two of the old S4- 
gamores, ( «ho were belieyrd ) ſeemed ſincere about the Peace, p:ofeſſ:d 
that none of them bad any hand in the War, but only ſome of their 
young men, whom they coui!d 2106 Rate : But ſeveral of the Company 


. affrmmg they ſaw-ſome of the ſ8id Indians. at Cajco engaged in Hoftilay » 
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pay Ar Narative of the Trouble: with che Wadians 
-2inft tie Enoliſh, it was refolved not to eter into any League of 
0s with has. but rather to fight cbem, or ſurprize tbem after they 
Fad diſpatcbed the bufinefs about the Captiver, 
This being determined, the Afafor with five of bes mew went a ſhore, 
- with part of the Ranſome, the decter ro beget a Confidence in them; and 
then preſently to return 4 boord, and fir bis men for fartber Service; Bar 
if he had not wiſely provided 2g1inft all £xigenciess aforc hand, he mighy 
have been preverted from ever going aboord more; for ſtepping aſide g 
Red or two from the place, for better Circumſpedtion, he clpycd the 
point of a Lance from under a boord, bid there, as were other Arms near 
by for a Treacherous deſigne that was in their minds,ſ00n after, upon the 
receiving the reft of the Pay, to baye becn pur in Exccution, Where. 
upon Major Wald:rn took up the Lance, and came towards them, 
cha-ging them with falſhood and Treactery, for hiding Weapons juft by, 


whcrewith to defroy thems as ſoon as they had delivered the goods: The

cd to beftir them, both to ſecure the goods from being carryed away, 
tO difend Major Waldern: Some of the Squaws with others of the Enc- 
my ran away, one of them catched up # Bundle of Guns that were bid 
near by, and ran away with them, Captain Froſt ſeized an Indian called 
LAegunnaway, a I otorions Rogae, ( that had been in Arms at Conner 
cat laſt Tune, at the Falls, and ſaw. that brave and Reſolute Captain 
Turner, when he was lain about green River ; and belped to kill Thomas 
Bracket at Caſco, Auga«Ft laſt. ) And with the heip of Lieurenant Nutter, 
according to the Majors Order carryed hima boord, while himſelf

wherewith he armed the. other three wen that were with him :' By this 
time ſome of the Soldiers were got a ſhore, and inſtantly accordivg to 
their Majors Command purſued the Evemy towards their.

the bones, ot rather the body of Eaprain Lake, preſerven entire and whole

It is hoped dy thoſe that returned, the Enemies are by this Encounter

pollible according to the Eye of Keaſon that ſo much miſchief could haye 
becn done us by cur Indian Neighbours, at this time more than in for- 
mer years. ' Their wills were as good heretofore, but whea they had 
nothing but Bows and Arrows to truſt unto, they were capablc ofno 
ſuch miſchicf: Bat now by: their frequent Convenſe and Trading with 
the Dutch and French on each (ide of as, they are as well 5k:/'d in tte 
uſe of ſmall Artilery as many other Nations. 

Their young men lo much delighting therein, that upon poiot they mind 
little elſe, and are ſo p:oud of cheir Skill, that they thought they could 
eafily deal-with, if not over-matcb their Mafers; that ficſt inſtructed 
them. 

It is reported by an Ancients Marriner yet living in theſe parts, a 
perſon of good Credit, that above twenty years ſince being in the Eaſtern 
parts about Kernib:ck, he beard an dd Indian tell this Rory, that when 
be was a Youth, there was a Fort baile about Saga-de- Hock( the Ruines 
of which were then ſhown thi Relater, ſuppoſed to be that called 
St, Georges Fort in honour of Captain George Popham, the Preſidens 
of the Company ſent over eAnno, 1597.) And polltiled for ſome time 
by the Engliſh : But afterward upon ſome Quarrel that fell out betwixt 
the [adi ans and them, the Engliſh were ſome of them killed by the laid 
Indians, and the reft all driven out of the Fore, where there was left 
much of their Proviſion and Amunition ; amonglt which there was ſome- 
Barrels of Powaer, bat after they had opened them, and not knowing: 
what to do therewith, they left the Barrels careleſiy open, and ſcattered: 
the Powdcy about, ſo as accidentally it;cook fire, and blew up a!l that was 
within the Fort, burnt and defFroyed many of the Indians, upoo which 
they conceived rbeir God was eAngry with thera for doing burt tote 
Engl:ſh; It had been well theſe Indians never had had any other acquame

of 'our diſappointimtaits, aud the loſs. of many of our Fo:ces-cy- 
giging With. them, muſt be jmpuced in a- great mcaſuce to our mens * 
unacquaintednefs with the manner of their fie lting, they doing. moſt 
of their muſchicfs, cither by Ambuſhments, ſudden ſarprizals; or pver- 
matching ſome of our ſmall. Companycs with greater numbers, ha- 
ving .bad many times ſix. or ſeven'to one.; Pollialy alſo many: of ovr 
Oycrthrows bave procceded from our too much Coofidence in-our own 
weenons, Conrege and Martial Diſcipline ( Not making eAlowarce far 
the: diffcrence of Times, when they before engaged us, only with Bows © 
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and Arroxs,. but. nov7 eame to fight us with out 9w4 w24pons ) which 
bath proved no ſmall Advantage to our Encmies, and diſadvantage to or | 
ſelves; or clſc to the diſtance of our Towns cne., from the other ſo as | 
ofttimes they. were deltroycd, or in danger thereof, before: any notice 
was taken of their danger. If that be a ſure Rule whereoy. Valoar istg | 
he judged, plu anims eft inferent! p.riculum quam propulſanti, ſc. that 
there is more Courage ſeen inthe £45 faylarts, tbanin the Defendants; 
a ſew of our men have frequently d:fended themſelves azainſt mudi- 
"Tugesof thim, unleſs &t ſuch times when Providence ſeemed as it were 
to trouble the Wheel: of our Aſotions, and fight againf} vs, fo as ordina- 
rily our pzople uſed not to want Courage : For at Lanca{er where they 
ſecmed to have had the greateſt Cauſe of boafſing for their Succeſsin 
any Aſſault (although it were fiace known, that they had five bunarcd 
fighting men whea they Afſaulted that ſmall Town of about ffty Faai- 
lyes) yet were they able to ſurprize but 0ze garriſon bouſe, which nci- 
ther was fenced round, nor were the Defendants able to ply their ſhot 
behind it, but ſo as the Enemy came to the ytry Wads and Roof onthe 
- back ſide with their Fwcl, or elſc they had never been able to havediſ- 
poſſeſſed the Inhabitants.

The Heads of them : ] there was amongſt the People of Iſrael as it were 


. athreefold Common-wealth, as the learned S'gonius ſpeaks in his Treatiſe 


of the Commonwealth of the Hebrews, one was that of the whole People, 
of whom firſt the judges, afterward the Kings were the chief Heads and 
Rulers. The other was of every City, which had ics Head or chief Ruler, 
aS we readin ſeveral places of the Scripture, as Judg. 9. 30. 1 King. 22. 36. 
2 Chron.z4.8, The third was that of every Tribe, which had irs Head or 
chief Ruler, « Chron.27. 16. 2 Chron. 19.1 1, called the Prince or Head c* 
the Tribe : under whom were the chicf Heads or Rulers of every Family in 
that Tribe: For as every Tribe conſiſted of ſeveral Families, unto one of 
of vehich might all the deſcendants of char Tribe be reduced, ſo was ſome 
one perſon, eithes by the eminency of his Gifcs, or dignity of his Bicth- 
right, uſually advanced to be the chief Ruler, or decades of that Family, ac: 
cording to the diſtribution ot the People into ſo many Heads according to 
Jetbro's advice, Exod. 18.21. At this time it ſeems there were two hundred 
Heads of the chief Families of the Tribe of 1ffachar, tn whoſe wiſdome and 
antegrity the reſt of the Tribe had ſuch confidence, that they were willing to 
refer the managing of all their eivil Aﬀairs, and great concernments to 
their prudence and diſcretion, engaging themſelves to be ready to put in 
execution what ever ſhould by their joynt conſear be determined and agreed 
up0D, So ſweet was the accord between thoſe Heads, and their Brechren, 
that they ſeemed like one intire body, animated and direRed by one and the

b:fore his departure out of the city, among othec things told them, that if 
any of them thought themſelves wiſe eno8ga to manage the warre, they 
ſhould goe along with him ro aſli:tb im by their caurtcl, or elſe rule their 
rong4es at home, for he ſhould manag* things &0t ic may be, to their ex- 
peRation, bur as he ſaw occai101, Itis obſervedin the hittory ofthe fl 1+ 
riſhins Commonwealch of the Romanes, that much of their ſucc-ſs could 
be aſcribed to nothing more,undec the overruling hand of divine providence 
then the liri& diſcipline and obſer yation ef order among item, both ci- 
vill in che Common-wealch in time of peace, and mili:ary «broad inthe time 
of warre. Oae reports of a Souldier under Auguitus, that in the proſe- 
cu:ion of a battle, being about ro {lay one of his enemies that then was in 
his power, hearing a retreat ſounded, tor bore, uſing theſe words, malem 06- 
bedire Duci, quam eccidere Hoſtem, accounting the plory of obedience to his 
Commander greater then that of victory over his enemy. Here were a 
large ti-ld to expaciate inif time and otter occalions would give leave to. 
let che diſcourſe run on that ſabje, bur conſidering in regard of the preſert 
ditreſs of che war that hath lyen ſo long upon us, that ſomething may 
be expeRel from me on chat account, either to ſearch after the cauſe, why 
all this great evill is come upon us, or by proponnding ſomething by way 
of remedy, I ſhall in the next place appiy my felt to ſpeak ſomething as God 
ſhall afliit, chat way. a. 

The time was not long fince, that we in New: England might Fave ſaid with 
Job, the eye that ſaw us, whither of friends or foes, was ready to bleſs us,or 
envy our proſperity, and might be ready to ſay as Balam ſometimes did, 
(when his eyes were opened) as the beholding of the cab-rnacle of God a- 
mongit us,:in the midſt of the Standards of our four waited Colonyes, en- 
camping round about, How goodly are thy tents O } acob, and thy T abernecles. 
O l[rarl? Surly there-is no divination againſt Facob nor inchantmend again 
Iſrael. When the Candle of God fhined upon our head, by whoſe lighe we 
walked through darkneſs. . We waſhed our ſteps with butter, and the rack 
poured us out rivers of oyl, as Job ſpeaks, When God firit brought this 
vine out of another land where'ic might be mach overſhadowed, he caſt our- 
the heathen, and planted ic, he cauſed.it to take deep. root, aad it was ready. 
to fill the land, the hills began to'be covered witch the ſhadow of ir, its boughs 
began to look like goodly cedars ; ic might have been ſaid in ſome ſerce, that. 
we ſent our baughs co the Seas, and our branches to the rivers ; But now 
we may take up the Lamencation following, Why are our: hedges broken 
down, and the wild b-4r eut of the wood doth waſte it, and the wild beaſt 
ont of the field doth devour i-? It is bucne with fire, it is cut down, we pe. - 
riſhat the rebuke of his countenance; yet is he the Aimighty,we have lookeg 
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up to him to behold and viſit this vine, bat he ſeems not as yet willing' to look. 
down upon us, he ſeems only to-look on, not willing to engage in our quar- 
rels, as a way-faring man that turns alide for a night, as a mighty man that 
cannot ſave, May we not expoſtulare furrher with the Pſalmiſt, The hea- 
then are come into thine inhericance, O God, The dead bodyes of thy Ser- 
vants, ſome of them have they given to be meat to the fowles of heaven, 
the fl:h of thy ſervants to the beatts of the earth, Their bloud have they 
ſhed like water, and theve is none to bury them. How long Lord, wilt thou 
be angry for ever, ſhill thy j-aloufie bur n like fire betore rhou pour thy 
wrath upon the heariten that have not, and will not know thee, nor call upon 
thy Name > How hath the Lord covered our Sion with a cloud in his an- 
ger; how many men and women here preſent may ſay, weare the men and 
the women, the perſons that have ſeen afflition by the rod of his wrath, 
Here is one like old Jacob ready to fay, his gray hairs will be brought down 
with ſorrow to the grave, and that he ſhall go mourning thither after the 
children of his old age. There is another with Rachel, weeping and will 
not be comforted, becauſe her children are not : they are gone into captivity 
nevzr to reeurn, or removed into the other world by the ſword of the ene- 
my: Doth not many an one fit ſolitary in widdowhood, that before might 
eake much content in the hnsband of her youth, that now of the children 
which they brought into the-world; have none to take them by the hand. 
Surely afflition doth not ſpring our of the duſt,nor doth troubleariſe our of 
the ground : Doubtleſs there is ſome root of bitterneſs, whence this Gall & 
wormwood of aflition hath proceeded, After this and that time of ſeek- 
mg:God, we looked for deliverance, and behold trouble came. Many ſad 
troubles have befaln us in former years, and now one of the ſoreſt is come 
apon ns, the Sword, and that of a cruel enemy, which uſes not to be drawn . 
npon Gods owne peopte till leſfzr chaſtiſements bave proved ineffectual, But 
ſome may ſay for whac great evil! is it, that God hath thus changed his hand: 
wward us, and what may be the cauſe of this great Anger * 
Frhall offer my thoughts in a few words. 
x.In the fir tt place I can preſame none refle& upon the conftitueion of onr 
Soverment, either in Church or State, Wiſe Maſter-builders have laid the- 
foundation of the Building, a better who can defire to be laid, eirher for the 
liberty of the people, or juſt power of them thatrule? Were not our foun-_ 
dations laid wich Saphyres, and our tones with fair colours ?? Was notthe- 
patern in the-monanr, the rule that was attended in the laying of onr plat- 
form of Order ?. Was there any Temptation upon the minds ofthem that 
were concerned in that work to ſwerve there from to the right hand 
or to the left, Or if any difpoſition; or the leaſt cinclination had been dif- 
ccrned that way, had you nor power to have laid thoſe aide & placed others 
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n their room and ftead ? Much might be ſaid here if there were need. 
2, If you enquire into the ſuccefſjon of our Leaders, and fuccencuriation 
of the perſons called to ſupply rhe room of them. that having ſerved their 
generation, are now fallen a'lcepin the Lord. Have they not aQted accor- 
ding to former principles, and ſhewed the ſame ſpirir of Faith and Holineſs 
Zeal for Gode glory and purity of worſhip, the ſame love to God and tis 
wayes 4 Have they built hay or ſtubble ypon the Foundation formerly laid? 
Ic hath alwayes been the humour of thoſe that follow to be ready to com- 
lain of rhe preient age wherein they live, which Solomon checks as proceed- 
Tus from want of judgment, Pecl:f.7.10, Thou enquireſt not wiſely concer- 
ning this mutrer, Evcry age doth not yield a David nor a Solomon, Ycet it 
is obſer ved, things went well in Jadah in Rehoboams time. 2 Cbros. 12. 12. 
ſo long as the ordinances were duly obſerved about Gods worſhip, good 
juigment and juſtice execured, and in many of the Pcinces and people good 
things were found. . Much more was this to be acknowledgedin the reign 
of Aſa, and Jehoſaphar, though of them ir might be ſaid, #ow »nlla defodevan- 
er. yer they aimed ar the beſt patern in Sincericy, Their hearts were per- 
fe& with the Lord their God, as was the heart of David their farcher. | Poſtſ- # 
bly ſome upon every Check and frown of providence againſt us, may berea«s & © 
dy with Saul to call for the Lot to befcaſt, and will be roo forward withour 8 Sth. 
perfe& Lor, to ſay the cauſe is in Saul or in Jonathan, or in the people. On 
eiſe adde there is ſome Achan in the camp, and Jonas in the Ship, chat muſt 
immediately be made a ſacritice}co divine Juſtice, a9 they may miſconceive. 
' We mult nor lye for G9, and need be carefull we doe nor entitle divine Pro» 
viderce to the miſtzkes of our minds; and make God ſpeak that by his provi- 
dence, which never entred into his heart, Of many outward changes it is 
moſt certain, that we can know neither love nor hatred thereby. Some men 
may, be ready to ſay, there is roo much indulgence towards men of corrupe 
+ mindes, and it is to be feared in ſome of our Rulers too. It is ewoo ope 
-3f ſome doe not ſay the contrary, For we know what animadverfions.have 
been made by men of other perſwafions, none had need give any accakon to 
ſach miſconſtruRtions of Gods hand, by an ungrounded ſuiting of times wich 
events, Were ic not a more probable way for us to know our own duty, 
(chat is the ſureſt way to know the mind of God concerning our ſelves) and 
engage to doe it, letting alone thoſe things wherein poſſibly we may not be 
all of one minds: Fotgetring therefare thoſe things that zre behiod, as the A- 
pole ſpeaks, let us fer upon.choſe chings that are. before us, wherein we 
are all agreed upon our duty, leaving tbe ather to. che deciſion of further 
light and after times. Dems er dies revelabit, , A divided language hindred

Preſles it, one ſayes miks thag rope _ the other lersic fly. How then

errour to ſuppreſs them, by undue meanes hath done ſome, Let 30 mans 
00d be evill (poken of, Pe: aJventure ſome men might have let fall their 0- 
pinions or errors, as the Trave'l-rqdid his cloake, if chey. had not been too 
boiſterouſly and rudely ſet upon by their oppolites, I we fiad cor bownm £5 
to zeſt um, as cone laid of Swenkf:14, though there want caput regulaturm Cul- 
vin; we {hou'd not call away the gold becaule of the drots mingled with ir, 
Al:houzh they arein a great error tizat out of love tO the wine, {wallyw 
down thedregs after ir, y«t they are ina gre ater that refuſe the good 1.quor 
becauſe of the Lees in che bo:rome. The beit wheat hath its chaff, God may 
reve:l mcre of his mind to thoſe that differ from us as well as co our ſclves, 
coullw: bur have patience to wait his laſure. And we ſhould the rather 
commiſerate the infirmitz es of other mens underſtandings, becauſe our own 
are nct as yer arrived at perfeRi9n. So much modetty becomes every Chri- 
ftian, as not to condema ail he doth not underſtand, fo neither ty call tor tire 
from heaven againſt any that may differ from him, Nor is every one to be 
" taxed as 4 party in the caſe, that is not ſo for ward as another to call for a ci- 
vill ſword, co end the controverſte. Poſſibly ſome in the world have alrea- 
dy expetienced the verification of our Saviours words,in this ſenſe, they that 
take up the ſword ſhall periſh wich the ſword, Paul tells us Rom, 14. 5 ,6. he 
that keepeth or regacdech the day, regardeth ir to the Lord : He that regard- 
eth nor the day to the Lord he dorh not regard ir. All mens ;Conſciences 
are not enlightened in the ſame degree. . Were ic not þetter to debate the 
cauſe with our neighbours, wich thoſe we d:ſſcnt from, and not fo peremp- 
torily to entitle Gods truth co rhe: private apprehenſtons of our. ſeives, or 
our owne party, in ſuch caſes where goſfibly che;whole truth is not revealed, 
ſuch 'proceedirigs it may be, doe bur embolden diſengaged ſanders: by to 
complain of bork ,as befe!! Beza, & Eraſtus in their conteſt about Lay-Elders. 
4. Tr cannat be denied buc that cheſe corruptions have too roo many a- 
'Dotmded amongſt ns that uſually are concomitant, with long peace and ovt- 
ward profperity. Standirg waters are more apt to corrupe and grow pu- 
rid. The beſt tempered blades are apt to abate of their edge by diſuſe or 
to be earen with ruſt. Bur are'not ail ſcandalous evils been witneſſed 2gainft 
by Authority boch Civil and FEccleliaftical, by exceu;ting whoiſome Laws, 
and Church: cenſarts :: are not evil doers removed, that all Iſrac] may tear, 
-and fear, to rm into prefumptuous evils e and are there r.6t many hopeful 
buds ſpringing up amonght cheriſing Generation, on whem that bleſſed p: 6+ 
miſe, Hai. 44.3. begins to take place, I will pour my. Spiric upon thy Seed, 
and wy Bleſſing upon thy off ſpring. Is there not iound in them a grep 
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readineſs to give up themſelves to the work and ſervice of their Generation: 
Such as have offered themiclves willingly, and have nor loved their lives to 
the death. You have had Preiidents of your Colonies and Colledges, that 
have been bred or broughr upin the Country, Hath not God in a great 


meaſure been ready to make good what he hath ſpoken by the Propher Amos 


] will power of my Spirit upon your ycurg men, And choſen of ſuch to 
be Nazarices, 1S it not thus ? If any thirk Iam roo long upon this Theam,, 
they may confider the readteſt way to ob aia a return of the like favour, or 
a continuar ce of the former, is, thark'uily co acknowledge what is, as well 
as what hath been. He that hath dore this, can do yet more, God 1s but 
waiting for an opporturi:y of our thankfulneſs and humility to turn his face 
toward us that we may be ſaved, 

5. - Gods providentigl diſpenſations toward his Peop'e ordinarily hold a 
proportion with his former promiſes : God is ordinarily wont to be with 
his People, while they are wich him: for although he may our of his abſolute 
Sovera!gnty turn a{ide out of the ordinary. road of his dealings without gi - 
virg us an accouar, as he did with Job : And wich the whole Church, P/a/. 
43.17. All this is come upon us, yet have we not forgotten thee, nor dealc 
deceirtully.in thy Covenant, and Gods diſpenſations toward bis EleCt in their 
part!cular perſons are more various, yetas to Provinces and people that 
profeſs his Name God doth uſually ſuir his diſperſations with the wayes of 


his people, in all ages ic hath been ſo, ſpecially under the Law : under the _ * 


Goſpeci, Gd bath been pleaſed to order events ſomething otherwiſe; though 
ſtill ir is found a truth, that Godlineſs hath the promiſe of che life that now 
is, and that which is rocome , yet may it be dbſerved, that in the primitive 
times, when was evidenced the great pourings out of the Spirit, , may be 
greater then ever ſhall be again ull che general ReſurreRion , there were 
never ſadder ca/amitres that befel the people of God in all former ages. 
Herein was God pleaſed to diſcover the power of his Grac?, in not ſuffer- 
ing the Buſh to be conſumed, thoug! the fire was increaſed ſeven fold, even. 
by chat admirable way of manife!:a.ion of the faich and patience of the Saints: 
was the World convinced of the truth of the Goſpe], that he who was in 
them tha: profeſſed it, was greater then he that was in the World which'o ; 

poſed ir, in that all the World could do, they could not put a ſtop to the 
progreſs of Chriſts Kingdome. Their hearts were then raiſed to ſo eminent 

a degree of holineſs and piety, ( being refined by that fire of perſecution 
from their Droſs ) that tlicy could diſcernethe leaſt buddings of fin, and the. 
firſt riſe of any worldly lvi's, which made them ready to condemn theme- 
felves under thoſe ſevera! fi.ry Tryals in the Furnace of affliFjon (wherein 
they were Gods choſen Jeruſalem ) as if rhoſe judgements of the Sword of 
perſccution, were only yccaſioned by ſome defeRion in their ſincerity, = 
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for want of upright walklng with God, And fare, there might be cauſe 
even for that virgin ard pure Church to condemn themſelves for ſome ſporg 
or wrincles in that garment which is abundantly evident in thoſe expreſtiong 
uttered in the Epiſtles to the ſeven Churches in Afia ; ſo that their affliiong 
chrough the admirable concurrence of divine providence might happen for 
correQion, as well as for tempration and tryal, If we of this Country, the 
many Churches here ſeated, ſhould look our faces in the Glaſſe, may nor we 
-bave cauſe to take up the like complaint concerning our ſelves, which they 
often did, or were bound todo, Rev. 2.5. They that ſhall wiſely and ſeriouſly 
conſider the ſeveral ingredients in this cup of trembling ( we have been 
made all to drink of more or leſs) may give a near gueſs at the diſeaſe 
eicher we have laboured under, or are running into, lt uſes to be a rule 
with the Divine Phyſician as well as others ob/tare principiis, and venlenti oc- 
ewrrere morbo, If any dare be confident to ſay, they are not far gone of 
ſome dangerous Spiricual malady ic ſelf, what if God will bave his Servanis 
inthe firſt planting of the Goſpel in the Weſt, have ſome experience of the 
like changes with them in che Eſt parts of the World? or cauſe ir to befal. 
us 28 it did Nehemiah in the building of the Temple, afcer the return frem 
| Babylon, chat they were forced co carry the Wea pon of War in the one hand 
and the Trowel in the other, | 
And whatif it ſhould be found thuc Iſrael hath ſinned, and it is as yet hid 
from our Rulers, as well as from our ſelves? there hath been ſome things 
objected againſt the proceedings with the Indians, both in times foregoing 
as well as later, relating both co the preſent war, and for mer peace, of which 
it were ſad if there were cauſe to ſay, Hac dici potuiſſe, & non potuiſſe vt- 
Felli, Burl intend not to meddle with things out of my line, or above my 
Sphear, Therefore leaving thoſe things that are yet latent or doubtful, and 
come to thoſe things about which we may all agree, I fear, that as before it 
hath been ſaid by ſome, God hath a controverſie with New- England, ſo now 
that the rod of affliion, hath not only budded and blo fſomed, but brought 
forth its fruit, may we not all conclude, that there are ſome matters of of- 
fence, that God hath againſt us, that notwithſtanding all threatnings, and 
Tolemn warnings both by the word as well as by the works of God, could 
not be reformed Therefore God was not willing to lay aſide his quarte! - 
ainſt us. And for this and that tranſpgreſlion would no tturn away the pun- 
_ſhment of New-England, I ſhall inſtance but in two chings, as to my 0wn 
obſervation, moſt likely to render as obnoxius to ſuch ſevere animadverſions 
from the Almighty, and wherein we have been, as I apprehend, moſt apt 10 
offend, ' 1, Spiritual Pride, 2. A Spiric of Worldly-mindednefs : wilt 
ng, that whatever elſe hath been reckoned amongſt provoking evils by 0 
ther hands upon like occafions, might ſeriouſly be conſidered and amended. 
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That which leads me to pitch upon the two forementioned evils, as the 
procuring cauſe of theſe ſad correRive diſpenſations of God toward us, is 
hecauſe it 15 moſt probable, that ic is ſomething, that lies as a worm at the 
root and vitals of Religion, threatning and endangering a great decay, arid 
wichering of rhe power of godlineſs, that neither civil nor eccleſiaſtical cen- 
ſures can re:ch, which is the matter to be reformed, ſome ſecret heart evill, 
that is like:y to bring a Conſumption upon the very vitals, and power of Re- 
lig:on; and ſuch are thoſe two premiſed evils. For the firſt of theſe, viz. 

1. Spiritual Pride, ic is ready to hide it ſelf I|ke Saul amongſt the ſtuffe, 
being too often found mingled with good things and commendable vertues, 
vitiacetera in peccatis ipſis, ſuper bia in ipſs rele fallis timenae,pride 1s oft to: 
be found in things well done, This fin hath that advantage, that it is not 
only confiſttent with, but isa pt as it wereto ſpring from our very graces, 
and good works, or ariſe among them, as Tares were found in the field 
where wheat was at firſt ſown, and alſo found growing , men may acciden- 
rally come to be lifted up, upon thc conlideration of their gifts, parts, privi- 
ledges, yea graces and duties well performed. Pride, though no weed elſe, 
was found in Paradiſe it ſelf, no wonder then if it ſhould be foundin the beſt 
Churches upon the Earth, 

2. Spiritual pride is an evil, the very beſt of Gods Children are incident 
anto, witneſs David and Hezekiah,in whom it did not only bud but bloſſome, . 
and Paul the very chief of the Apoſtles, in whom it had ſome kind of root, 
and mighr bave budded, if it had not been nipped by thethorn in the fleſh; 


 fent him in mercy from God, that hz might not be exalced above meaſure,. 


and ſo fall into the ſame condemnation of the Devil.. : | 

God will rather have his people poor and humble, then rich and promes 
rather pent up in a corner, then roomthy, and ſwoln with pride, rather di- 
ſtreſſed and oppreſſed, then enlarged to wandring and ſecurity , yea it-itbe 
bur to prevent the prevailing, or the appearance of ſach a ditemper.. Sos

it may be did not much exceed ſome of our dayes. Soft Raiment Is the cog- 

nizance of Kings houſes, not the bidge of pilgrims and ſtrangers Familyes, 

Yee had che children of princes and Kings daughters their ornaments which 
it was not cuſtomary for others to imitace, The prudent husband-man y- 

ſes more to be delighted in the buſie, aRive yer ſable Bee, then in the gaudy 

Buccerfly, which it may be ranges ail over the field ro get only fine colours 
wherewith to paint her wings, from thoſc flowers whence che 0:%er dili- 
gent creatures fecch both wax and honey, wherewith they boch build their 
houſes, and furniſh them with proviſion, to feed themſelves, and refreſh 
their owners, while the other are bc the obje& of c'ildregs ſport. 

\ Lerall due teftimony be borne againſt this kind of pride, ſo abonndirg,; 
but it is another ſort, ſpiricual pride, that is ſo offzaſive in the ſight of God, 
and is indeed the root whence the other ſprings, with many other huinous 
evils that are apt to provoke che Lord to jealouſie : and which 1s the lin of 
the profcſliag part of the Country as well as of others: which 1s but too 
evident in the conceitedneſs of mens pifts of their priviledges, liberties and 
Eitates, whence is ap: to proceed elateneſs of micde, hauphty looks, ſuper- 
cſtous contempt of ochers, needleſs ſeparation from, rigid cenfures of men 
equi] to, if not bzccer then themſelves, implacableneſs, with other each like 
diſpoſition of minde. This is the rooc from whence ſpring all thoſe ſcan- 

dalous breaches, ſhirp contentions, paroxiſmes of diviſion; for only by 
pride ſays Solomon, Prov. 13. 10. cones contention : from this fountain. 
ſprings thoſe bitter ſtrifes, in Yowns and Churches, that prove like a »s/i me 
tengere, xhac admit of no healing or remedy, bur like ſore incurable diſeaſe 
- converts

_ againſt my Servant Moſes ? God was never reconciled to that proud, ſtiff- 
necked unſubdued Generation that murmured and rebelled againſt Moſes 8 
Aaron, but conſumed them in the Wilderneſs, From this root of þbirter- 
neſs alſo proceed thoſe other evill fruits of Jealouſtes, Bnvy, &c. not that 
holy JTeaiouſie, or fear concerning others, the Apoſtle had ayer the Corin- 
thians,which he calls a godly Jealouhie leſt Sitan ſhould bepuile them, This 
is nothing but a regular fear leſt any thing ſhould diſturb the peace or vio- 
late the. purity of what we love : But the other is an ungr« unded fear left 
orhe:rs ſhould our-doe us,or be preferred before us; nor willing others 
ſh »ul4 ſtand by us or near us, attended wi:h a kind ot hatred if they & e; 
This pride alſo is the root of the evill aff-&:oas of Envy, which is bke fic 
water, which mak-s the ſtreighteſt cbing ſeem crooked that is pur into ir, 
This is a great vanity , of which the wiſe man complained, thar for'every 
right work a man ſhould be envyed of his neighbour, which yer ſprings from 
this root of pride, Some entertain ſuch an opinion concerning themſrlves, | 
as they conceive nothing can be well done if they heve not an hand therein, 
whereas Paul is content and rejoyceth that Chriſt is preached though him-" 
ſclf be ſhut up in priſon , that the truth is ar liberty though binfelf bein. 
bonds. This fpirit of pride maintains that cffice of Lying, which was com- 
plained of not long (ince in this place, derraQting from, or defrariding of 0» 
wer, Hence 2!fo is that Self-willedneſs, rbat ſpirit of revenge 'whereb 
ſume cannot bear ro be oppoled, but muſt be chief, and wiil have thee 
wills though they turn evrey ſtone, T anvtane avimw caleſtibus ire. Pr with 
r00 many as he ſaid tis true, mov wiki proregn?, This ſpirit of wiiltull Re- 
venge was ir, chat brought that ſore ſcourge of God upon ſome parts of 
the Chriitian world, for ic made ſome that could nor, as the Poet ſpeaks, 
fletere Superor, Acharonta movere, that chey might be revenged on thoſe, 
from whom they might have received ſome leſſer 1njury, for ic called the $a- 
racens and Moors inyo Spain, from whence it could never be recovered a- 
g2in in ſeven hundred years. This opened the Gates of Buda, that impreg- 
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nable Rufwark of Hungary, to let in the Turks, that ſome mighc have their 
wi:ls of their Chriflian neighbours and friends, to revenge a private jnjur y 
with a pub!ick and perp:ru4} miſchief, Thus this pride of mens hearts will.

One other end that God may have, may be to teach us Warre, as was 
ſaid 44.3.2. at leaſt thoſe chat knew nothing of ic before, which in a Sence 
iS true of moſt of us. The knowledge.of any thing thar'is gotten by ex peri- 
enceis quite another kind from that which is acquired by other meanes, We 
knew nothing of the praQick of warr, We ſhould never have learot by all 
our Trainings and Arcilleryes in former times; and jtis well if they 
hare not taught ns ſomething elſe, which God is now unteaching us, We 
ſce now plainly that it is one thing to drill a Company ina plain Champagne 
and another co drive an enemy through che deſert woods, Yet Gods iſca- 
el need no be diſcouraged, God may be in the midſt of us, though we doe 
not yet ſo manifeſtly dilcern him as we wiſh for, and is going up with a ſhout 
Pſa.45.7.He uſes to (it as a Refiner over his fire, And when he hath prepared 
the Soyle by ploughing and harrowing he ,will caſt in the precious Seed. 
Light is ſown for the righteous, & joy tor the upright in heare, They 
that ſow in tears, ſhall reap in Joy. God doth nor at any time willingly 
afli& the Children of men, but ac no time over afflit chem, = 
If yon enquire what remedy may be preſcribed againſt the two fore- 
mentioned evils, feared to be too far grown, or growing upon us : I ſhall 
at preſent adviſe but to this one Caetioliek remedy , and that is Chri- 
ſian cbacity, there is a medicament which they call Vnguentun Apoſtolorum 
ſo named from the number of che ingredients, this I now mentioned may 
more properly be ſo called, but rather the example and auchority chen the 
mumber of che Apoſtles, who in their writings as we!l as their Lord and 
Maſter in his DoRcine did1o much infilt upon ir, Above all theſe pur on -ch- 
ricy, Col.3.14. Charity is the fulfilling of che Law , ſo as if that had been 
duely attended in our hearts and hives, as well as in our profefiions, it would 
have at firſt prevented the miſcarriages of our Churches, and may on thac 
ground be the moſt likely means to heal us and revive things amongit us, 
to their primitive ſtage of purity and pertcion, for when did iniquity a- 
bound, but when the love of many begart to wax cold, When a [zarned 
man in the former age once read ſome part of the Goſpel, he ſuddenly 
broke forth into theſe words, aut hoc now iff evangelium. aut nos non ſumus 
ev«xg-licr, ſo may one ſay of our times, when he reads 1 Cor, 13. ««t heo 
won eff charitas,ant nos non ſumus charitate imbuti, The genuine race of this 
heavenly plant is almoſt wor ne our of knowledge in the world, Paul com- 
plains in his time that all men ſought cheir own things, and none the things

Tr was the verdaart litre of this divine prace, that curned the 
rough and barren wilderneſs of the world into a fruitful Carmel, or fra- 
granc Sharon, When the Chriſtian World had firit put on this precious at- 
tire of Charity, the ſmell of its G:rments were like Lebanon, as a field 
which the Lord had bl.\ſ:d, This ſpirit rurnzd Shevir and Hermon thoſe 
Lions dens and moun*ains of Leopards. into the baly and peacerb'e moun- 
tain of the Lord, where was fourd aoting / fat ſhould hure or daitroy, Bur 
alas wen this tery.as iftren reliquirt, wien ih's ſpirit of love began to decay, 
then did iniquity and urrighteovineſs break 1n apo + the Chrittian world like 
a torrent that carried all before it, Yuen did the Churches Sharon return 
b:ck into the wilderneſs again, and then the exceller.cy of Carmel began to
